BIG INCREASE IN REVENUE 


Provisions Mean an End to 
- #Night Riding’? in Kentucky 
and Tennessee Growing 
Districts.

Washington, D. C., Auk. 7.—[(Special.)— 
The new tariff law makes a number of impor- 
tant reforms in connection with the growth 
and sale of raw and finished “tobacco. 

Whetber a user of tobacco or not, every 
one in the United States must have an inter- 
est in this schedule of the new statute. In 

’ the first place, an increase in the revenue tax 
which has been made will produce more re- 
enue than has been secured under the tax 
heretofore imposed. The treasury should 
receive $97,000,000 annually from this source 
instead of $80,000,000. 

In the second place, it is expected the 
echedule will take from the trust at least 
part of the exorbitant profits it had enjoyed 
without any additional cost to the consumer. 

In the third place, certain provisions re- 
move the Kentucky and Tennessee growers 
from the iron grip of the trust, and will do 
away, it is expected, with the so-called 
“sight riders,’’ who have made those states 
the scenes of disorder and outrages. 


Customs Practically Unchanged. 

So far as customs duties are concerned. 
‘there has been no change whatever on to- 
baceo imported into the United States, with 
the exception of that coming from the Phil- 
ippine islands. UWnstemmed wrapper and 
filler tobacco, cigars, and cheroots of al! 
Kinds, and cigarets and paper cigars, includ- 
ing wrappers, shipped from the archipelago 
“hereafter will be admitted free of duty. 

The revenue derived from these imports 
in the past has been less than $12,000,000, but 
it Is confidently expected there will be large 
importations in the future—a possibility 
which has filled growers in this country with 
concern. 

The total dutes collected from 4tmported 
tobacco amounted to $26,125,000 annually, 
and uncer the new law will aggregate about 
$26,113,000. This does not, of course, include 
the internal revenue tax. Under the law

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BIRDS AND LABOR 
CALL TO CLARKSON 


Former Jurist, Who Returns 
to Kenosha After Second 
Disappearance, Explains 
Yearning. 


IT WILL BE GRATIFIED. 


Supposed Victim of Mental 
Lapses to Be Given Work on 
Farm Under Eyes of 
Guard. 


Joseph R. Clarkson, who has returned to bis 
home at Kenosha, Wis., after a mysterious 
abnence of three weeks, will forsake the 
practice of law to become a ‘“hewer of 
wood,”" a seeker after the hardest sort of 
manual labor, in order that an intense and 
overpowering longing may be partly satis- 
fied. 

Early this week prominent and wealthy 
friends of the former jurist will complete 
Preparations to send him to a farm in the 
vicinity of Kenosha where, under the strict 
surveillance of a friendly guard, he is to be 
pérmitted to exercise his passionate desire 
for labor. Tools ahd working utensils will 
be placed at his comimand, and from sunup 
till sundown the former brilliant lawyer will 
toil like any common field hand. 

Clasping affectionately a saw and lathe 
which he brought with him from the button 
factory at Sabula, Ia.,.where he worked during 
most of the time he was away from Kensoha, 
Mr. Clarkson told his wife and a number of 
friends yesterday why he disappeared sud- 
denly from Kenosha three weeks ago. He 
said he wanted people to understand that 
his mental faculties were perfectly sound 
and that he wag not in the least insane.- 


Songs of Birds Call Him. 


“TI left home becayse I could not resist the 
inclination to go out in the fields and the 
open,’’ he said, smiling. ‘‘ Possibly you do 
not realize what it means. I do not expect 
you to. But to me songs of birds seemed to 
be calling. I looked at the sunshine and\ 
wanted to work, work, work. My muscles 
seemed to twitch convulsively whenever I 
saw men laboring on the streets. 

“ But I did not want to cause any trouble 
to my family and friends. I knew they would 
not understand. I fought against this terri- 
ble longing until I saw it was.no use to con- 
tinue the struggle. So in the morning, about 
2 o'clock, I quic:ly slipped out of the house 
and walked south. I walked around for some 
time and finally took the Chicago-Milwaukeée 
electric train for the city.’’ 

Mr. Clarkson's idea from the time he left 
his home was to go to the farming country 
in western lowa, where there is generally 
work for every one who wantsit. So when 
he arrived in Chicago he immediately went 
to a barber shop and had his face smoothly 
shaved. Then he sold his black clerica) suit 
of clothes and bought cheap overalls, a 
jacket, and a laborer’s straw hat. 


Wanted to Look the Part. 


“I did this because I wanted to look as 
much like a laboring man as possible,’’ said 
he. “I knew that I could never get work ag 
long as I wore the whiskers and clothes, so 
I got rid of them as soon as possible. I was 
in Chicago two or three days. I forget which, 
and I took a Northwestern train out of the 
city to Morrison, I]).”’ 

The record of his wanderings after reach- 
ing Morrison has not yet been made clear, as 
Mr. Clarkson does not remember many of the 
details of his trip. 

He walked down through the state to 
Moline, Clinton, Rock Island, and Lyons, 
working sometimes on farms for his meals 
and at timec going without food altogether. 
He finally landed in Sabula, where with lit- 
tle difficulty he obtained work in the button 
factory. 

He was just getting started and -was be- 
coming a good button maker when John 
Burns, an employé of the Simmons Manufac- 
turing company of Kenosha, got on the trail. 
Burns had been detailed by his employer, 
a close personal friend of Mr. Clarkson, to 
find the missing man. A letter from a farm- 
er near Sabula caused him to go to that 
place, and it was a dish of ice cream and 
a small boy that finally led to the discoyv- 
ery. 


Boy Gives the Clew. 


‘“‘Has anybody seen a strange old man 
with whiskers around here lately?” in- 
quired Burns of the druggist, in whosé store 
he partook of a dish of ice cream. 

“Have not seen anybody like that with 
whiskers,””’ answered Albert Joy, the small 
boy, who was standing near, “* but there's 
an old man working down in the button fac- 
tory and he lives on one meal a day.”’ 

Burns went immediately to the button fac- 
tory and the first man he saw was Clarkson, 
happy and contented, working at one of the 
button making machines. The old man did 
not know Burns. He said that when he first 
saw him he thought he was a magazine 
writer who wanted a story about buttons. 

“T had found my man,” said Burns in tell- 
ing of the discovery, ‘* but I did not know ex- 
actly what to do with him. I had been warned 
particularly not to shock or surprise him eud- 
denly. So I waited around and when lunch 
hour came I walked out with him. 

‘T finally asked him if he was ever in Ke- 
nosha. After some hesitation he admitted he 
had Mved there. Then it was but. a little 
while until the whole story came out. I asked 
him what his name was and he immediately 
answered that it was Clarkson.” 

Mr. Clarkson apparently was not in the 
least worried over the trouble which his dis- 
appearance had caused his family and 
friends, although his first question, when he 
saw that his identity was known, was about 
the health of his wifeand mother. The latter 
ie 90 years old. The next question startled 
even/ the calm and collected Burns. 


Anxious About Cubs’ Standing. 


‘For goodness’ sake, tell me what the 
Cubs have been doing,”’ said Clarkson, and 
Burns almost fell over. ‘They've been 
playing: real baseball,”’ he answered, “ and 
I believe they look prettr good for the pen- 
nant.”’ 

“I'm mighty glad of that,” said Clarkson. 
“You know, I’m «a real Cub fan and I've 
been working so hard lately that I forgot all 
about them.”’ 

Judge Glarkson spoke truly when he ad- 
mitted he was one of the Cub rooters. His 
friends declare that baseball was one of his 
passions. As an athlete he played on the 
Yale team many years ago, and also “ made 
the crew.’ Since his college days he has

SOMMER IS NEW KING OF AIR 


French Aviator, Almost Novice, 
Beats Wilbur Wright. 


IS UP 2 HOURS 27 MINUTES. 


Has Accident, but Pluckily Holds Out 
for Victory.

Mourmelon-le-Grand, France, Aug. 7.— 
Roger Sommer, French aviator, almodst a 
novice in air navigation, early this morning 
took from Wiivur Wright the world's rec- 
ord for duration of flight in an aeroplane. 
Sommer remained in the air two hours, 
twenty-seven minutes, and fifteen seconds. 
Wright's record, made at Le Mans in De- 
cember last, is two hours, twenty minutes, 
and fifty-seven seconde. 

Few knew that Sommer intended to go 
after the record or Paris would have emp- 
tied itself on Chalons moors. It was, in 
fact, to avoid just such disconcerting crowds 
that the aviator chose the early morning 
hours for his attempt. At 2 o’clock Sommer, 
in. a motor car, came down the long street 
that constitutes Mourmelon-le-Grand, wak- 
ened a few friends at the hotel, and, fol- 
lowed by them, sped out of town, down the 
linden lined avenue to Hangars 


Starts in Bright Moonlight. 

It was not yet Way, and the moon shone 
brightly on the course, when, without a pre- 
liminary trial, the start was made at 8:14. 
The machine at first flew low, and seemed to 
develop little speed. After the flight Sommer 
skid that shortly after his start he was dis- 
mayed to find the canvas covering of the 
lower plane had come unglued near the cross 
piece, in such a way as to form a seil pocket, 
bagging with air, and retarding his progreas. 

** Never was a man more miserable. I had 
determined to break Wright's record. At- 
mospheric conditions were ideal, and my 
motor was in perfect order,’’ Sommer said. 
“IT just kept on any way, and after twenty 
minutes the propeller somehow struck that. 
bag and cut it, letting the airthrough. Then 
the aeroplane sprang forward like a hawk 
unhooded.”’ 

Camp on Historic Road. 

Camp de Chalons is a military reservation 
stretching from the city from which it takes 
its name almost to Rheims. The derodrome 
proper lies in its center and is a rolling fleld 
four miles in circumference, with a clump of 
trees in the middle. Its eastern boundary 
is the ancient road which, a century before 
Christ, connected Roma and Rheims, the 
then capital of Gaul. It still is a noble high- 
way, stretching white and broad straight as 
a plumbline. and had been trodden by the 
feet of thousands generations before man 
dreamed of finding himself paths in the air. 

High on a pole hung a white board against 
which, when the light increased, were shown 
big black figures telling Sommer how long 
he had been in the air. He went round and 
round with the regularity of a dozing bird, 
maintaining a constant height of fifteen me- 
ters. He cut no capers and made no excur- 
sions into the inviting country beyond the 
lindens. Gray dawn was warmed with the 
colors of approaching sunrise about 4:30. 


Sun Glorifies Machine. 

As the machine rose to the top of the high 
ground opposite the side ofr the course the 
rays broke on the white wings, and as it 
swept round the curve they flashed on the pro- 
peller blades, which gleamed like the still 
invisible sun itself. Five minutes later the 
aeroplane passed full across the face of the 
now risen orb. 

The figures on the board purposely were 
kept a few minutes behind the actual record. 
When the flight had lasted two hours there 
was a slight demonstration by some of the 
spectators, and when the Wright record 
was reached some minutes later everybody 
cheered loudly, but no movement was made 
by the aviator to come down before he had 
triumphed beyond dispute. The board told 
him the truth the next round of the field and 
he brought his apparatus to the ground. 

Sommer was stiff and cold, but speedily 
was warmed by the embraces of his ad- 
mirers. 

Teacher Sleeps, Sure of Pupil. 

Henry Farman, gesigner and constructor 
of the machine, 4lept at Mourmelon while 
the filght was in progress. 

“ Don't wake me,” he said last night. 
‘‘Sommer undoubtedly will break the record 
tonight, but I can hear about it in the morn- 
ing.”’ 

Sommer is a pupil of Farman and took his 
seat in an aeroplane for the first time on 
July 3. Since then he has been flying dally 
at Mourmelon-le-Grand, continually in- 
creasing the duration of his flights. 

Last Wednesday, his thirty-second birth- 
day anniversary, he flew for two hours and 
ten seconds. Yesterday he won, on behalf 
of Farman's pupils, a prize of $200 for a 
flight in a closed kilometer. On July 27 he 
made a fiight of 1 hour 23 minutes and 20 
seconds. Aug. 2 he flew nine miles in 12 
minutes, which is at the rate of forty-five 
miles an hour. He is using a biplane of the 
Voisin type. 


Italians Make Flights.

ASKS JEWS 70 UPLIFT STAGE 


Appeal Made by Rabbi Lyons of 
New York in Magazine. 


SEES MISSION FOR RACE. 


Declares Women Are to Blame for Pop- 
ularity of Immoral Plays. 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Jewish citi- 
zens of the United States and especially those 
residing in New York are called upon by 
Rabbi Alexander Lyons to assist in the up- 
lifting of the modern drama. 

Dr. Lyons makes his appeal in an article on 
“The Purification of the American Stage,” 
which appears in the August number of the 


Federation Review. 

After referring to the widespread agitation 
for cleaner plays the writer says: 

“This agitation for a more moral stage 
was not another instance of that professional 
censorship which certain self-appointed 
guardians of the public welfare instigate 
now and then as the result of a feeling that 
they must keep busy to remain in the public 
eve. It represented the rebound from what 
did violence to our refined sensibilities, and 
threatened harm to some of the finer aspects 
of our civilization. 


Under Moral Compulsion. 

‘*A play may not harm me; but am I not 
under moral compulsion to discourage it if 
I have reason to believe that it is a source of 
demoralization to my weaker brother? It 
is a deeper joy to me to steady the uncertain 
steps of another than to see a play of dis- 
puted morality. 

‘“‘To specify at least one play: Thereisa 
difference of opinion as to the morality of 
‘The Easiest Way.’ In my judgment it ‘s 
dramatized filth made acceptable by its tin- 
seled trappings. It ridicules integrity. A 
host agree that the play ought not to be seen 
by some, and these some are not few. 

“ Now, when it comes to our part of coun- 
tenancing and actually encouraging such 
plays with our steady patronage, I would say 
that women are perhaps the greater of- 
fenders. It te difficult to reconcile with the 
delicate modesty of true womanhood a pruri- 
ent desire to see the immorally suggestive. 
It is even harder to explain how young un- 
married women can sit comfortably in com- 
pany with young men and witness exhibi- 
tions of vulgarity and obscenity. 

‘Tit seems to me that in the interest of the 
exalted position which womanhood should 
hold all genuine women should discounte- 
nance exposition of the depravity of their sex. 


Cites Instance of Jewish Mother. 

‘‘Here is a fine example set, and I am 
pleased to be able to say it, by a Jewish 
mother. She told me last winter that she 
would not permit her daughter to witness a 
performance at Hammerstein's opera house 
for the reason that it was generally ad- 
mitted that a certain star in that cast was 
more distinguished for shape than for song 
Candor must pay homage to such a mother. 

“ All young men owe her a deep gratitude, 
and may wish that there were many of her. 
If women generally considered tke harm 
done to young manhood by the sensuously 
suggestive stage exhibition they would find 
pleasure in doing something towards con- 
gerving the physica! sanity and moral purity 
of their brothers, sweethearts, andc husbands. 


Rampancy of the Immoral. 

‘‘Now, to come to the main issue: The 
rampancy of the immoral on the stage at the 
present time, and especially in New York, 
presents a rare opportunity for the Jews, 
We could settle the problem of the purifica- 
tion of the stage if we chose to be true to 
our principles and tradition. We are charge- 
able with a large measure of responsibility 
for the continuance of dramatic conditicne 
which insidiously debase, and are permitted 
because they entertain. 

‘We Jews can alter this. We are large 
patrons of the theater As theatrical man- 
agers, playwrights, actors, and impresarios, 
we wield a power difficult to resist in the the- 
atrical world. Let us but agree to be a pow- 
er for dramatic purity and the things which 
now disgust will give way to such as dignify 
while they delight. 

Hammerstein at Fault. 

“If, for instance, a Hammerstein were as 
good a Jew as he is a business man, he would 
not permit the association of his managerial 
name with such a revolting exhibition of 
sensuous suggestiveness as has bten given 
in New York for many months by Princess 
Rajah. This dancer was heralded as a find 
of Mr. Hammerstein's. Enviabls (i«tinction! 
There is so much that is good. eré der utitul, 
and beneficial that pays; why so afte> the 
ped, the ugly. the harmful? 

“So I call upon the Jewish citizenship of 
the country, but especially of New York, 
which is a pace setter, to awaken to the 
present opportunity to do a thing for the 
uplifting of the drama; and let that be our 
patrjotic contribution to the moral assets of 
the community.

F. Wight Neumann Signs Contract in 
Paris for Productions. 


A month of grand opera is assured to Chi- 
cago for April, 1910. Music lovers will have 
an opportunity to feast on the masterpieces 
of German, Italian, and French operatic art 
every day in that month. The Metropolitan 
grand and lyric opera companies of New 
York will reproduce their répertoire here in 
every detail. F. Wight Neumann signed a 
contract yesterday in Paris with Otto H. 
Kahn and Andreas Dippel, directors of the 
Metropolitan opera house, providing thet 
the operatic program shall be carried out. 

The success of last season in grand opera 
in Chicago not only satisfied Manager Neu

esthetic treat for that length of time but 
certain expressions on the part of those con- 
stituting the audiences made him feel, as he 
said then, that patrons “‘ really had it coming 
to them.”’ 

Crowded Houses Last Season. 

“The houses were so crowded,” said Mr. 
Neumann in an interview last spring in 
Chicago, “that all of the patrons could 
not buy the seats they wished. Some who 
were willing to pay as high as need be for 
places in the front of the house were obliged 
in back seats because those holding 
front seats would not part with them at any 
price. The performance of Parsifal could 
have, been repeated seven times over to a 
full house.’ 

Many of the patrons, 
complained last season that with the 
opera here for only two weeks a 
year they were obliged to make it 
too much of a business arrangement to go 
and see the operas one after another, rain or 
shine, whether weary or in the mood for it or 
Rather than miss them altogether for 
another year, they went three and four days 
running without any “restful spaces’’ in 
between. but they would have much pre- 
ferred to have attended in a more leisurely 
manner, and they felt they would have thus 
retained more of the aesthetic values of the 
individual performances 


Plans for the Future. 

All of which, in the opinion of Mr. Neu- 
mann, points to the likelihood that a perma- 
nent opera for Chicago is nothing less thana 
future fact. Before a great while, according 
to those who know the trend of musical his- 
tory, Chicago may count on several months 
of opera. 

“The years just previous to this, when we 
supported opera for only one and two weeks,”’ 
said Mr. Neumann last spring, “ were not 
normal, typical years. There was the flurry 
in the money market and the demands of 
every conceivable kind of charity, until the 
people were so wearied and drained finan- 
cially that they hadn't the heart for any 
enterprise. 

‘Now that we aré returning to normal 
conditions, however, the demand for at least 
a month of grand opera has been wide- 
spread.” 


What Will Hammerstein Do? 

With the signing of the contracts by Mr. 
Neumann the question arises what will Os- 
car Hammerstein do if he decides to produce 
grand opera in Chicago next season? Patrons 
of the opera also ask, where will Hammer- 
stein produce his operas if he comes to this 
city? 

The Manhattan Opera company was almost 
shut out of Boston last year, but Mr. Ham- 
merstein stole a march by obtaining the ex- 
clusive use of the Boston theater. The result 
of this was the building of the Boston opera 
house. It will be opened this fall and operas 
will be presented by the Metropolitan com- 


pany.

MITTEN MAKES TWO OFFERS. 


Arbitration and Higher Wages Figura 
In Joint Meetings; Roach 
Greets Employes. 


CITY IS TAKING AN ACTIVE PART, 


EVENTS MARK PROGRESS 
OF STREET CAR CRISIS. 


THOMAS E. MITTEN, south side traction head. 
offered South Chicago and Calumet employes 
wage increase to standard of City employes, 
starting gradually according te length of 
service of men and reaching City rate in 
eighteen months. 

MR. MITTEN conferred with employes of City 
company and offered to submit dispute to ar- 
bitration in manner outlined in public state- 
ment of the compaay. | 

CONFERENCE with city employees to be re- 
newed tomorrow afternoon in Mr. Mitten’s 
office with prospects of smooth sailing in nu- 
gotiation of mutually agreeable wage scale 
and working contract. 

CITY RAILWAY employes at meeting at 4800 
State street in evening were told by President 
M. C. Buckley that he will decline to exercise 
full power for union unless all demands are 
granted. Buckley predicted all night confer- 
ence between joint committee of traction 
heads and joint committee of employes of roe- 
spective companies if negotiations tomorrew 
are unsatisfactory. 

JOHN M. ROACH of Railways company in con- 
ference asked men to suggest means of reduc- 
ing operating expenses te compensate com- 
pany for raise proposed by the union. 

WALTER L. FISHER appointed by Mayor Busse 
to represent city at all conferences betwee. 
traction officials and employes. 

SAMUEL INSULL of Commonwealth Edison 
company, which supplies power for traction 
purposes, attends conference in mayor's office 
after talking with Mr. Roach. 

ACTING CHIEF SCHUETTLER detailed po- 
licemen ¢o guard car barns and power houses 
all over the city tonight. 

Traction officials and leaders of the 9.009 
street car men who have voted for a strike 
apparently were pounding the homestretch 
last night in a race for peace. Thomas E. 
Mitten, south side traction head; had hung out 
prizes to induce a quick finish, while John M. 
Roach of the Chicago Railways company had 
told his employés that he will be glad to 
talk with them ona conciliatory basis as soon 
as his auditor supplies him with necessary 
figures. 

Negotiations will be resumed between the 
traction officials and the union leaders to- 
morrow. If the dickering continues under ar 
conciliatory circumstances as marked the 
progress of events yesterday, 
on both sides that the trouble will reach an 
end within a week or ten days at the longest, 
and without any motormen or conductors 
being called from the cars In a strike 

The progress of events was marked largely 
by four conferences, each of which stands as 
a milepost on the way to peace if the 
hopes of the participan‘s are realized. 

One. of these conferences was between Mr, 
Mitten and the wage scale committee of the 
employés of the South Chicago and Calumet 
line. It was held in Mr. Mitten's office, and 
resulted in an offer by Mr. Mitten which is 
looked upon as an important factor in a po- 
tential way in the promotion of harmony or 
discord in future negotiations for the settle- 
ment of the dispute. 


Offer to Calumet Men. 

It was a plain offer to raise the wagés of 
the South Chicago and Calumet men 6 
whatever the scale of the City railway em- 
ployés may be during the next eighteen 
months; the offer, in the event of acceptance 
by the union, to start with a proportionate 
raise of two cents an hour at once, with back 
pay dating to June 1 of the present year, 
when the contract of the men with the com- 
pany expired. 

Figuring from May 1 of the present year 
to May 1, 1910, the scale of pay in cents an 
hour for the 268 employés of the South Chi- 
cago and Calumet line will be as follows, if 
the union accepts the offer: 

Next nine months of service............. &4 
After nine months of service............. % 

Beginsing May 1, 1910: 

First three months ofservice.............. 38 
Next nine months of service.......... a 
After nine months of service............. 26% 


The older employés will benefit at once 
under the terms of the offer. It was ex- 
plained in the office of Mr. Mitten that any 
increase that may be given to the City rail- 
way employés will apply proportionately w 
the South Chicago and “Calumet men, and 
that the latter's wage scale will be adjusted 
to the City railway schedule et ail times 
in the eighteen months’ period. 


Employes to Decide Tomorrow.

FUNERAL RITE IN MIDLAKE 


Will Drop Mrs. Peyton’s Ashes 
Where Husband Drowned. 


FRIENDS FULFILL HER WISH. 


Strange Request by Widow of Man Who 
Sank With Steamer Alpena, 


Last rites over the remains of the late Mrs. 
Rosa Peyton, who was a manicurist in the 
Marshall Field building, will be performed 
today when her ashes are dropped in the 
lake. It was her hope that they would be 
mingled with the remains of her husband, Dr. 
L. 8S: Peyton, who sank with the ill fated 
Alpena twenty-nine years ago. 

Leonard A. Lower and Walter C. Grey, two 
old time family friends,..who were instructed 
to carry out the woman's strange wish, will 
board the steamer City of Chicago at 10 
o'clock this morning, amd when the boat 
nears the spot where the Alpena sank with its 
seventy passengers in October, 1880, will’ 
lower the metal box containing the woman's 
ashes. 

Stateroom on Boat Reserved. 

The box, a six inch cube, was brought from 
the vaults of the Graceland cemetery, where 
the cremation took place shortly after Mrs. 
Peyton's death last January. A Randolph 
street florist covered it appropriately with 
ferns and flowers in about the same manner 
that such decorations are spread over a 
casket lid. A stateroom has been reserved 
on the boat, where the ‘ administrators,”’ 
and perhaps one or two other mourners, wil! 
remain until the desired spot is reached. Then 
Mr. Lower will deliver a brief prayer and the 
box will be sunk. 

Around the sides of the box are three lay- 
ers of inch lead pipe, so arranged that water 
will fill it, which insures a steady drop when 
released, and gives promise of landing right 
side up. A neat handle of copper wire adorns 
the top. 


Fortune Lost in the Le*e. 


Mrs. Peyton's request was to have the ashes 
‘‘ scattered to the four winds in midlake,”’ 
but after due consideration Mr. Lower and 
Mrs. Grey decided that the remains stood 
a better show of joining her husband’s by 
keeping them in one compact package and 
sending it to the bottom. 

When he met death Dr. Peyton was on his 
way to purchase Michigan lands and carried 
with him more than $40,000, the family’s en- 
tire wealth.

She'is said to have made at least $30 0UU 
from her work, but left little because of her 
charitable inclinations. She was well edu- 
cated, a’ leader in Theosophical circles, and 
spurned many offers of marriage, it is said, 
because of her idea of ‘*‘ remaining loyal to 
her husband.”

Says Visitors Run Gantlet.. 

“This has been going along too far,” said 
Mr. Brunoage after he had reinstated Al]- 
drich, ‘‘and I intend to see that this evil is 
siamped out. 

‘It is a shame when persons come to this 
building to be married that they are stopped 
by elevator men, watchmen, and others, and 
asked if they don’t want to be married. They 
have to run a veritable gantlet of county em- 
ployés.

Them to Police. 


THEY STEAL BOOK PLATES. 


Young Prisoners Cry for Their Moth- 
ers; Freed from Custody. — 


Two boys, one 6 and the other 7 years old, 
were caught stealing book plates last night, 
and their captor, Miss Dora Frazin, cashier 
at Stein's book stcre, 342 State street, led 
them by the ears to the Harrison street police 
station. 

The girl with her youthful prisoners caused 
more excitement at the station than would 
have followed if a gang of train robbers had 
been brought in. Wailing loudly and digging 
their knuckles into eyes that fairly rained 
tears, the two lads begged to be allowed to 
go home to “ deir mudders.”’ , 

The young prisoners were George Mat- 
thews, Harrison street and Federe! court, 
and Charlies Franks, 357 Fifthavenue. .They 
confessed to Lieut. Bonfield that they had 
stolen several zinc plates from ghe bcok 
store, which they sold to Mrs. Katarina Rego, 
a junk dealer at 373 Clark street. 

Detective Fitzpatrick went with the boys 
to the junk shop and Mrs. Rego, 70 years of 
age, admitted having bought the plates, for 
which she paid 25 cents. Their original cost, 
the book man said, was about $35. 


They Display Ingenuity. 

In stealing the plates, Stein told the police, 
the youths displayed ingenuity worthy of 
veteran thieves. Two or three nights ago 
the book dealer discovered that the screen 
door at the rear of the store had been cut. 


‘Zinc plates from which novels are printed 


potatoes, celery, onions, and corn at the 
first day for public inspection of the city 
gardens at Marshfield boulevard and Thirty- 
first street. 

Nor was acrop of city bred vegetables the 
only dividends. Dozens of Italian, Bohe- 
mian, Lithuanian, and Irish men, women, 
and little children from the congested dis-~ 
tricts exhibited fruits of their life in the 
open, hoeing and cultivating, in coats of tan, 
clear eyes, pleasant smiles, and freckles. 

Whole families—and not small families, 
either—were busy weeding their ‘‘ farms,”’ 
as the patches of one-eighth of an acre are 
known, or picking the day’s crop. One fam- 
ily came intact, and while the mother and 
father and four children were ‘‘ harvest- 
ing’ their beans an infant of a year sat in 
its perambulator and chewed away on a 
yellow wax bean. 


Women Evolve the Idea. 

Six months ago a number of philanthropic 
women were seized with the idea that the 
problem of the vacant lot could be solved by 
transforming it into a garden for poor peo- 
ple. They secured from the International 
Harvester company a large tract, and when 
spring came had it drained, plowed, har- 
rowed, and a water system installed. 

They divided it into individual tracts and 
allotted. each little ‘‘farm” to a family. 
They @eupplied the seed and the services of 
a superintendent to oversee and advise; also 
hoes, rakes, and implements to cultivate the 
gardens. A fee of $1.50 was charged for the 


! use of each lot. 


Over 200 applied for ‘farms,’ half of 
whom could not be supplied. Every form 
of garden vegetable was planted. During 
the last few days harvesting has begun. 


Day’s ‘“Harvest”’ Worth $1.70. 

P. Gorgen, who works in a sweatshop, 
took from his “farm ’’ on one day the fol- 
lowing: Twenty bunches of spinach, four 
quarts of beans, two quarts of peas, two 
dozen beets, twenty bunches of lettuce, and 
six bunches of radishes. It was estimated 
that his day's harvest could be marketed for 
1.70. 

' At one corner of the gardens a bungalow 
rest house is in process of construction. 
Funds have been raised to erect it by gifts. 


HUSBAND LEAVES; INFANT DIES. 


Mrs. John Kearney Tells Story of Dou- 
ble Affliction and Asks Arrest 
of Spouse. 


The residence of John Kearney, 39 West 
Chicago avenue, is the scene of an unusual 
tragedy of daily life, as the result of which 
the police are searching for Kearney with a 
warrant that charges him with wife aban- 
donment. 

The death of an infant was the climax of 
the troubles of the wife and mother. Mrs. 
Mary Kearney, who told her story to the 
sergeant at the Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion yesterday. 

“Our baby died," began the woman weep- 
ing, “‘and I want John arrested. Before it 
was born we were happy together. He wasa 
good husband, kind, loving, and affectionate. 
The change came suddenly. He became 
cross and was cold. Finally he left.”

Hearing the commotion in the rear of the 
store, the proprietor and two male clerks 
rushed back to Miss Frazin’s assistance. 
Stein picked up a baseball bat and one of 
the clerks had a hatchet. When they saw 
the two “daring robbers ’’ the weapons fell 
from their hands.

HUMAN CHAIN SAVES LIVES; 
PREVENTS SUICIDE OF WOMAN 


Despondent Mother Leaps Into Sherman 
Park Lagoon—Her Rescuer Narrow- 


ly Escapes Drowning. 


Several men formed a human chain yes- 
terday afternoon and prevented a double 
tragedy in Sherman park, Sixty-fifth street 
and Center avenue, saving a woman who had 
attempted to commit suicide and her rescuer. 

Mrs. Antonia Voytcheck, 4812 Hermitage 
avenue, despondent over the loss of her 
child. jumped into the lagoon. Nicholas 
Burger, an attendant at the park. leaped into 
the water to save her. ‘ Let me drown.” 
screamed the woman as Burger reached her. 
She struggled desperately and her cries at- 
tracted Policeman Isavin and several men. 

Burger swam close to the shore, dragging 
the woman with him. Policeman Lavin 
jeaned over the edge of the bank and two 
men held him while he caught hold of 
Burger's hand. Then the woman and her 
rescuer were pulled ashore. Both were ex- 
hausted. Mrs. Voytcheck was taken to the 
stockyards police station. 

‘Tl wanted to die. and drowning was the 
easiest method.’’-she said. ‘I lost my little 
baby, and I did not want to live after that.”’

Supposed “Victims of Pellagra in Poor- 
house Are Better and May Have. 
Only Skin Disease. 


Two inmates of the county poorhouse at 
Dunning who are reported to be suffering 
from pellagra, the tropical scourge, were 
said last evening by Supt.

Java Jacall, 49 years old, died at the poor- 
house several days ago. and it was thought 
he died of pellagra. Officials of the institu- 
tion, including Supt. Wilhite, however. said 
his death was caused by cancer of the stom- 
ach. 

The patients now under suspicion show 
signs of pellagra, but until the disease de- 
velops there is no certainty that the ailment 
is anything more than skin disease.

CRUSHED UNDER WAGON,

An automobile accident in which the inno- 
cent bystander was the most seriously In- 
jured occurred early last evening at Wabash 
avenue and Twenty-sixth street.

Two hundred Oak Park trees are dead and 
the “sick ’”’ ones run up into the thousands, 
according to E. D. Philbrick, forester of the 
Fine Arts society.

Broad white tape has been 
purchased for the tagging. 

The blight which has attacked the Oak 
Park trees is attributed to carelessness on

Many cement sidewalks are built around 
the trees which eliminates the possibility of 
properly watering the roots, consequently 
three magnificent oak trees on Oak Park 
avenue are dead and wil, be cut down at once. 

Three trees in the E. R. Ozias yard, at 
the corner of Lake street and Lombard ave- 
nue, died in three days last week. and a fine 
tree at Scoville place, shading the horse 
show fountain, lost its leaves in one night 
from an unknown cause. ’ 

The Fine Arts society has asked the village 
board to pass an ordinance protecting the 
trees from abuse by corporations and ig- 
norant property owners. 


HEAT KILLS 1, PROSTRATES 1. 


Maximum Temperature Registered in 
Weather Observatory Far Below the 
Sultry Atmosphere in Streets.

Will Confer on Commerce. 

While no definite time has been fixed fora 
conference respecting President Taft's plan 
to reorganize the interstate commerce com- 
mission, it is expected that the president and 
some members of his cabinet, including At- 
torney General Wickersham and Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor-Nagel, will have such a 
conference early in September, either at New 
York or at Beverley. No scheme of reorgan- 
ization has been determined upon and it was 
Stated today that the whole matter yet is in 
@ tentative state. 

Among those likely to be present at such a 
conference are Chairman Knapp and other 
members of the present interstate commerce 
commission, Solicitor General Bowers of the 
departme:t of justice, and Representative 
Townsend of Michigan, a member of the 


house committee on interstate and foreign 


commerce. 

The president's tentative idea is to formu- 
late legislation, in amendment to the present 
railroad rate law, that will provide for a di- 
vision of the work now done by the interstate 
commerce commission. His plan, as dis- 
cussed with those particularly interested. is 
to provide that investigations into violations 
of the interstate commerce act from which 
prosecutions may result shall be conducted 
the department of justice 
or by the bureau of corporations instead of 
by the interstate commerce commission.

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U. §. POSTS CUSTOMS AGENTS 


Letter of Information Is Sent to 
Collectors of New Tariff. 


IT GIVES ALL THE DETAILS. 


Flood of Questions Regarding Pro- 
visions of Act Is Expected. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—Letters of in- 
struction were forwarded today by the 
treasury department to collectors of cus- 
toms containing regulations for their guid- 
ance in the administration of the Payne tariff 


act. 

Official copies of the law already had been 
sent to the collectors. 

It is expected that by Monday or Tuesday 
of next week practically every collector at 
the large ports will become an animatec in- 
terrogation point respecting various phases 


of the new law. 

Bcores of questions as to its administration 
will arise naturally and a good many, per- 
haps unnatyprally. It was in anticipation of 
these inqufties that the circular letters ox in- 
struction were prepared by treasury officials. 


Imports from Philippines. 

Special attention is paid in the instructions 
to imports from the Philippines, which are 
provided for In the Philippine tariff law. 
Collectors have been instructed to admit all 
articles from those islands free of duty except 
rice until further notice. Collectors are re- 
quired, howeyer, to report to the treasury de- 
partment without delay all eniries of sugar, 
tobacco, and cigars, so that a precise tab may 
be kept on such importations. 

A perfect check is required by the law to 
be maintained .on those items, as their im- 
portation from the Philippines is limited by 
the terms of the law. 

Collectors in the Philippines will report to 
the treasury the amount shipped to the 
Tinited States, and, in turn, the treasury will 
check the amounts received in :his country. 

The law limits the free entry into ‘his coun- 
try from the Philippines of sugar to 300,000 
tons a year; filler tobacco to 1,000,000 pounds 
a@ year; wrapper tobacco to 300,000 pounds 
a year; and cigars to 150,000,000 a year. It 
is not expected by the treasury officials that 
these amounts will be exceeded for a long 
time—pernaps seyeral yegrs. 


Like Previous Instructions. 

The letter of instructions to collectors, ex- 
cept as to that portion which relates‘to im- 
ports from the Philippines, is practically 
identical with previous instructions, dif- 
fering only in references to paragraphs of 
the law. 

Except as expressly provided the customs 
regulations of 1908 now in force are extended 
to the importation and entry of merchandise 
under the new law. 

The acting commissioner of internal reve- 
nue has prepared a circular letter to rev- 
enue collectors respecting the removal under 
certain conditions of the tax on leaf tobacco. 
No change will take place in the tax on 
cigars until July 1,,. 1910, and instructions 
respecting this item will not. be issued until 
shortly before that time. 

Collection of the tax on corporations is 
lodged with .the commissioner of internal 
revenue. Until the recentty appointed com- 
missioner, Royal E. Cabell: of Richmond, 
Va., shall assume the duties of his offics 
about Sept. 1, little, if anything, will be done 
in preparation for the work. 


A division of experts will be organized and 
these officials will prepare the instructions 
to the collectors and agents probably late 
in the approaching autumn. CoHections will 
begin on July 1, 1910.

from these farmers, first because the weed 
was needed to fill contracts, and secondly. for 
the purpose of destroying organizggions and 
once more placing all the growers at its 
mercy. Intense feeling was aroused with the 
result that ‘“‘ night riding ’’ began. 

Senator Bradley said some idea could be 
formed of the injury done to Kentucky by 
the fact that the tobacco production in that 
State in 1908 as compared with 1907 had de- 
creased by 44,978,000 pounds, valued at 
$6. 729,400. 

The senator pointed out that under the 
law as construed by the commissioners of 
internal revenue, the farmer must himself 
sell and deliver his tobacco, but he was lim- 
ited necessarily in the field of his operations 
because he could sell alone te consumers. 
The man to whom he soid could not sell with- 
out paying a tax 


Congress Gives Relief. 

In view of the plea made by the Kentucky 
members, congress agreed that unstemmed 
leaf tobacco, in the natural leaf in hand, 
and not manufactured or altered in any man- 
ner, raised and grown in the United States, 
should not be subject to any internal reve- 
nue tax or any charge of any kind whatso- 
ever, and it added in order to remove all 
doubt that it should be lawful! for any per- 
eon to buy and sell such unstemmred to- 
bacco without payment of a tax of any kind. 

Senator Beveridge was especiaily anxious 
to have the law contain a provision prohibit- 
ing the use of coupons. One of the great 
branches of the business of the trust, aceord- 
ing to the senator, is that of prize distribu- 
tion. This involves leaf tobacco, the manu- 
facture of tobacco, making bags, cans, pipes, 
smokers’ materials, and everything of the 
the making of machinery, the retail 


trade generally, and even involves a bill 


posting company. 


“Profit\Sharing Enterprise.” 

The trust calls this coupon business “a 
profit sharing enterprise.’’ A person making 
a purchase receives a coupon ané@ a certain 
number of these certificates entities the 
holder to a designated prize. 

The independent manufacturers are op- 
posed to the coupon business, but the trust 
has insisted that it be continued, as it aids 
Sales largely at a comparatively small cost. It 
is the intention of Senator Beveridge to make 
every effort to obtain a coupon prohibition 
law at the next session of congress. 

The people of the United States consume an 
enormous quantity of tobacco. The per 
capita consumption is fixed at six pounds, 
which is three times as much as that in the 
United Kingdom, more than five times as 
much as in Italy, aad twice as much as in 
Austria. 

Senator Beveridge estimated that every 
male citizen of this republic over 16 vears 
old consumes nearly seventeen pounds of 
tobacco annually. 


Extent of the Industry. 

Practically all the tobacco used, of course 
has undergone some process of curing or 
manufacturing. According to the bureau 
census, there were in 1905 in the United States 
16,828 tobacco manufacturing establish- 
ments with a capital of §323,983,501 and a& pro- 
duction of $331,117,681. These employe 
9,238. officials, clerks, and others waeied 
salaries aggregating $8,800,000 and 159,408 
wage earner?, of whom 85,491 were men 16 
years and over, 66,301 women 16 years and 
over, and 7,416 children under 16 years. The 
employée received wages aggregating g§@2 - 
240,000. 

Iilinois is a heavy producer of cigars and 
cigarets. There are 1,788 factories making 
these products in the state, having a cap- 
italization of $5,157.000, employing 7,000 per- 
sons, who draw selaries and wages amount- 
ing to $3,720,000. 

The value of the products from these estab- 
Hshments is $11,670,009. Illinois also manu- 
factures chewing and smoking tcbacco, and 
snuff, its output of thes« products being 
vained at $4,392,000. 


Controlled by One Company. 

Senator Beveridge showed that the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company controls more than 
80 per cent of the total output of chewing and 
smoking tobacco, snuff, and cigarets. His 
statement was confirmed by the bureau of 
corporations, which has been making an in- 
vestigation of the tobacco situation. The 
only branch of the tobacco business not con- 
trolled by the trust is that of cigars, and the 
only reason, the Indiana senator said, it did 
not control this industry is cigars 
still are made by hand. 

The. bureau of corporations does not con- 
firm the capitalization figures of the bureau 
of census, for it shows that the American 
Tobacco company alone has a capital greater 
than that of the combined establishments.

Two hours after ar- 
riving at his summer capital today Mr. Taft 
was out on the Myopia Hunt-club links, driv- 
ing the ball hard and far away in an effort 
to meet the minimum figures set by Col. 


Bogey. 

The fair greens, baked hard as a board 
by the six months drought, are proving as 
difficult to overcome as the Migh tariff stand- 
patters, but the putting greens are in ex- 
cellent shape, and Mr. Taft found little dif- 
ficulty in cutting large points off the existing 
rates. 

As he putted into the last hole the president 
declared he had never more thoroughly en- 
joyed the game. Mr. Taft has improved as 
a player during the last three weeks. When 
he left Washington he was doing the Chevy- 
chase course in 92 and 93 strokes as against 
scores overlapping the 100 mark a month ago. 
He declared to a number of his visitors that 
the improvement in his golf game had much 
to do with his amiable good humor during the 
heat of the tariff battle. 


Staff on Special Train. 

The president came from Washington in 
a private car attached to the federal express 
and was accompanied by his private secre- 
taries and Capt. Archibald Butt, his military 
aid. 

The president’s car Olympia was cut off 
at the South station in Boston and trans- 
ferred over the Grand Junction branch-of 
the Boston and Albany railroad to East 

Somerville, where it ran as a special train 
over the eastern division of the Boston and 
Maine to the little Montserrat station on the 
outskirts of the city, but not far from the 
Taft residence. 

As he stepped from the train the president 
was greeted by the enthusiastic citizens of 
Beverly and also found waiting for him his 
sons, his wife, and Mrs. More. The Taft 
party immediately entered their automobile 
and were whirled over to Woodberry Point, 
half a mile away. 

President Taft was particularly delighted 
to find that Mrs. Taft was in such improved 
health and was able to come to the station 
to meet him. He barely allowed the train 
to come to a standstill! before he ran down 
the steps of the observation platform, hast- 
ened to the big touring car In which his wife 
and her sister were seated, and fairly leaped 
Into the car. The president embraced Mrs. 
Taft affectionately, and his beaming face 
showed his happiness at being freed from 
official cares and united with his family. 

Among the throng gathered at the station 
to watch the arrival of the president were 
the Cuban minister, Carlos Garcia Velez, and 
the Chilean minister, Sefior Crus. 


Will Work Only Little. 

It je understood that President Taft will 
pay as little attention to official matters as 
he possibly can and that he probably will 
not begin actual work om his message to 
congress until he begins his long western 
tour on Sept. 15. 

Mr. Taft long ago formulated the general 
outline of the message and his views as to 
the better control of corporations, the read- 
justment of various government departmenis 
at Washington, and amendments to the inter- 
atate commerce and Sherman anti-trust 
laws, have been expressed by him from time 
to time in his speeches. 

The president also has formulated the gen- 
eral character of the speeches he is to de- 
liver in the west. He will defend the tariff 
act asp a sincere effort to comply with the 
party platform and campaign promises; will 
ask the support of the country for the cor- 
poration tax law, and explain many of the 
features of the new law as occasion permits 

The president said that he had no plans 

for the summer except to obtain the maxi- 
mum amount of rest, quietness, and recree- 
tion with a minimum quaatity of state wusi- 
ness. 
‘The Federal express brought over from 
Washington a car full of horses, as it is the 
expectation of the president to do some riding 
while on the north shere. cit is expegted 
that he also will seek recreation in motor- 
ing on the smooth roads of Essex county, a 
few excursions on the converted yacht Sylph 
and possibly a couple of fishing trips with 
the children.

He spurned the invitation when it 
first wae presented, but it would not surprise 
his friends if his voice should be heard ona 
number of public occasions befote congress 
meets in December. 

“The Republican insurgents insist that 
while they lost out in the fight against the 
Cannon rules they won a vietory in that they 
put Cannonism in such bad odor before the 
country that the present presiding officer of 
the house never can hope for reélection to 
that place. Some friends-of the speaker in- 
cline to the belief that Cannon will remain 
in congress as long as he lives, but that he 
will not again accept the speakership. Ina 
recent fight over the senatorship in Illinois 
the name of the Danville statesman repeat- 
edly was mentioned as a probable com- 
promise candidate, it having become gppar- 
ent early in the race that Albert J. Hopkins 
could not be elected to succeed himeself.’’ 


House Fight Claimed Him. 

‘Uncle Joe would not consider going to 
the senate at that time. The fight over the 
rules was in progress and hds acceptance of 
a place in the senate would have been iIn- 
terpreted as an admission that the speaker 
had lost his power in the house and was will- 
ing to dodge the fight by transferring his 
activities to the upper branch of congress. 

*“* Many people believe that if conditions In 
the house had been tranqul! Mr. Cannon in- 
stead of Mr. Lorimer would have succeeded 
Hopkins as a member of the senate. Uncle 
Joe is a long headed politiclan. He goes 
back to Illinois with the purpose no doubt 
of sizing up the situation to find out how 
it looks regarding the fortunes of others 
as well as his own. If he decides the time 
has come for him to quit he will do so. On 
the other haad, if conditions look favorable 
he may decide to make another bid for the 
speakership.”’ 


WISCONSIN WILL CELEBRATE 
FIRST VISIT OF WHITE MAN. 
Two Historical Societies Unite to Ob- 


serve the 275th Anniversary of 
Landing of Jean Nicolet, 


Green Bay, Wis., Aug. 7.—[Special.J— 
Working together to commemorate an event 
of great importance to the northwest, the 
State Historical society and the Green Bay 
Historical society have completed arrange- 
ments for a proper celebration of the 275th 
anniversary of the first visit of white men 
to Wisconsin. 

The year was 1034 and and the man Jean 
Nicolet. At atime when the colony at 
Plymouth was only fourteen years old, Sam- 
uel de Champlain, then governor of New 
France, as Canada. was called, sent Nicolet 
to explore the region of the upper great 
lakes. Champlain had been given by a chief 
of the Ottawa tribe who was then visiting 
the fur market in Quebec a large piece of 
copper which he told his French host was 
from the shores of a great sea in the west. 
In later years it was discovered that it came 
from near Ontonagon, in the upper penin- 
sula of Michigan, on the shores of. Lake Mich- 
igan. About this time, also, Champlain 
heard that in the region of the upper lakes 
there dwelt a curious tribe of men whom 
their neighbors said had come from a great 
salt water in the still farther west. Now, as 
this chanced to tally with Champlain’s idea 
that the American continent was either nar- 
row or might, indeed, be a part of Asia, he 
jumped to the conclusion that these strange 
men who had come from the western sea 


must be Chinese, perhaps visiting the Indi-. 


ans for purposes of trade. 

With a desire of finding the mine of cop- 
per in the west, from which the specimen 
had come, also of getting into communica- 
tion with the supposed Chinese, Champlain 
dispatched Nicolet upon this long voyage. 
This famous explorer had spent much of his 
life among the Indians, learning their ways 
and languages, and knew the country as 
far west as Georgian bay. But beyond that 
all was new to him. Taking with him sev- 
eral Huron Indians to paddle his canoe, he 
finally, by way of the Mackinac straits, 
reathed the shores of Green Bay, where the 
strange tribe was reported to live. 

The Jesult fathers, who tell the story of 
this notable expedition in their graphic Re- 
lations, say that as he approached this tribe, 
he donned a beautiful oriental damask 
gown, embroidered with flowers and birds. 
His thought was, that if the men he sought 
proved to be Chinamen they would be pieased 
ai this ceremonial dress. Nicolet found his 
tribe living in a strong fort at Red Banks, a 
high clay cliff on the eastern shore of Green 
Bay, some twelve miles below the present 
city of that name. But his hosts proved to 
be naked Winnebago Indians, an offshoot of 
the Dakota tribe, who had probably been 
driven out by the other Dakotas of the west. 


PLAGUE CARRIED BY CHIPMUNK. 


California Board of Health Will Ex- 
terminate Ground Squirrels Be- 
cause of Bubonic Fever. 


Sacramento, Cal., Aug. 7.—The discovery 
of an authenticated case of bubonic plague 
in Sunol, Alameda county, has inepired the 
state board of health to renewed activity in 
the campaign against the ground squirrel in 
an effort to exterminate these infection car- 
rying rodents. Joseph Mendoza, the yeuth 
who is ill with plague, is supposed to have 
contracted the disease through handling in- 
fected squirrels killed by him on a hunting 
trip last week.

Senator Lorimer, who came to Chicago 
from Washington yesterday, has progressed 
so far in his attempts to obtain federal aid 
for the construction of the lakes to the gulf 
waterway as to be willing ‘to predict that 
an appropriation will be made at the follow- 


ing session of congress. 

Fifteen of the twenty members of the 
house rivers and harbors committee, he said, 
are counted with certainty. in support of the 
project, and the other five are not known 
to be opposed to it. One of the five con- 
gressman not now rated as an outspoken 
friend of the waterway scheme is the chair- 
man of the committee, Alexander of New 
York, but a heavy majority is virtually 
pledged to favorable action on tee request 
for appropriations. 

Speaker Cannon appointed the committee 
largely in accordance with the wishes of 
Senator Lorimer, who expects to be able to 
win support in the senate for the project. 


Wants State Action Deferred. 

Mr. Lorimer does not play to ask his friends 
in the Illinois legislature to take any action 
until congress has made an appropriation 
pledging codperation with the state. His at- 
tempt to secure the passage of a bill for the 
construction of the waterway conditional on 
federal codperation was blocked last spring 
by the failure to harmonize thre two factions 
in the assembly. He does not expect to 
renew the effort until the tangible evidence 
of federal willingness to assist can be’ pro- 


. duced. 


It is understood Gov. Deneen will make the 
waterway issue one of the subjects in his call 
and in spite of Mr. Lorimer’s present decision 
not to interest himeelf in the legislative pro- 
gram he probably will find it necessary to do 
so, at least indirectly, to prevent the state 
administration of water power development 
being carried through. 

For the time being the junior .senator in- 
tends to devote himself to his personal af- 
fairs. 

‘‘T am a million years behind in my own 
business,’’ he said. Later he plans to join 
the congressional waterway commission in 
Europe, but for a short time only. On his 
return he may make some speeches through- 
out the state in support of his waterway 
schemes. 

Talks of Federal Patronage.

NO ALIMONY IS 


Kentucky Court Is¥ Seene: of 
Double Fight for Separa- 
tion of Couple. 


Lexington, Ky.. 
Through a decision handed down here on 
July 3 fast, by Circuit Judge Watts Parker. 
Mrs. Mary L. Keene was granted an abso- 
lute divorce from Foxhall P. Keene. New 
York clubman and son of James R. Keene, 
the Wall street broker. According to attor- 
neys representing the parties, Mrs. Keene's 
charge of abandonment was sustained by 
evidence introduced solely by deposition, and 
the petition filed Dy Keene, asking for divorce. 
was dismissed by the court, and the counter- 
claim of the wife upheld. 


A pecullar feature of the proceedings was | 


the fact that at no time, either before or 
since she filed her counterclaim, has Mrs. 
Keene been in Kentucky. She answered the 
petition of her husband and filed her counter- 
claim by and through Attorney George S. 
Shanklin, while Keene has not been in Ken- 
tucky for a year or more, his interests being 
looked after by Attorneys Allen and Duncan. 


Attorneys Tell of Suit. 

The information given out by the attor- 
neys today, after the fact of the divorce be- 
came known, was to the effect that Mrs. 
Keene had filed suit for divorce in New 
York, but that after Keene had established 
a legal residence in this state she withdrew 
the petition and filed her counterclaim here, 
as she had a right to do under the laws of 
Kentucky, which permits one party to take 
such action in a divorce case so long as 
the other party is under the jurisdiction of 
the court. 

Foxhall P. Keene came tp Kentucky about 
five years ago and built him a bungalow 
on a small tract of land, a part of the 
Castleton farm, near Lexington. He estab- 
lished a legal residence, having cast a 
vote, it is said, the following year at the 
county precinct, near Castleton. A year or 
two later he filed suit for divorce, but no 
action was taken in the case apparently 
until May 12 of this year, when the petition 
of Mrs. Keene was filed, and with it a letter 
alleged to have been written to her by Keene. 


Letter States Keene’s Position. 

This letter, which was written on the sta- 
tionéry of ‘‘ Castleton Farm,” and which 
was not dated, but the envelope of which 
bore the postmark of June 17, 1905, read as 
follows: 

“Dear Madam: I desire to notify you 
that I do not propose to live with you any 
longer as your husband and further do not 
intend to contribute anything toward your 
support in the future.”’ 

This letter was addressed to Mrs. Mary 
Lawrence Keene, care of F. N. Lawrence, 
Bayside, Long Island, N. Y. 

No one in Lexington connected with the 
case knows anything of the whereabouts 
either of Mr. or Mrs. Keene, but it was 
learned at the Castleton farm that Keene 
was supposed to be in Europe. No claim 
was made by Mrs. Keene in her cross peti- 
tion for alimony and attorneys in the’ case 
refuse tonight to discuss that feature of it 
or to say whether a private settlement was 
effected. ; 


Witfe’s First Action in East. 

Mrs. Keene brought her action for sep- 
aration against he: husband in the Supreme 
court of Nassau county last December and 
Justice Marean appoint: Henry Selden 
Weller referee to take te: ....ony. Before 
any testimony was taken it came out that 
Mr. Keene had gone to Kentucky and estab- 
lished his residence at Castleton farm for 
the purpose of bringing a divorce action. 

Mrs. Keene is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fredeaick Lawrence and was the wife of 
Frank Worth White, a broker, who died in 
1886. She married Foxhall P. Keene in 1892. 
They lived together happily until the failure 
of the brokerage firm of Talbot J. Taylor 
& Co., in which Mr..Keene lost heavily. 

After the failure Mr. Keene resigned as 
master of the hounds of the Meadow Brook 
Hunt club because of a difference with the 
club over the payment of bills, and shortly 
afterward sold his hunting stable. He also 
put a $25,000 mortgage on his Long island 
estate. 

Mrs. Keene left her husband in 1904 and 
has been living with her father. The couple 
have no children. Mrs. Keene has a son by 
her first husband.

Senator Carter of Montana is chairman of 

the committee. The other members who 
will make the trip are Senators Warren of 
Wyoming, Chamberlain of Oregon, Flint of 
California, Paynter of Kentucky, and Borah 
of Idaho. At Billings, Mont.. on Aug. 15 Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ballinger and Director 
Newell of the reclamation service will join 
the committee and accompany it upon its 
mission. 
_-About one-half the work that has been 
mapped out for the committee will be com- 
pleted this month. The inspection then will 
be discontinued until November, when it will 
be resumed with Seattle as the starting 
point. 

Leaving Chicago on Aug. 11, the committee 
will arrive at Glendive, Montana, the morn- 
ing of Aug. 13. That day and the next the 
lower Yellowstone project will be inspected. 
On Sunday, Aug. 15, the party will reach Bil- 
lings, and the next day the Huntley project 
will be inspected. 

Other projects that are to receive the at- 
tention of the party and the dates follow: 

Aug. 17 and 18, Shoshone project in north- 
ern Wyoming; 19 and 20, Great Falls and 
Sun River project; 21, lower Milk river proj- 
ect and Dodson dam; 23 and 24, St. Mary’s 
lake diversion canal line; 25, Kalispell and 
Flathead project; 27 and 28, Yakima valley 
projects.

~ waukee & Gary Railway. 


SEEKS BETTER OUTLETS.

The Canadian Pacific railway through the 
Boo line and the recently acquired Wiscon- 
sin Centra! railway is conducting negotia- 
tions for the purpose of establishing a belt 
failway around Chicago. according to state- 
mrents circulated in this city from sources 
declared to be authoritative. The object of 
the move. according to the reports, is to fol- 
jow up the advantage secured when the road 
obtained a termina! line into Chicago by 0ob- 
taining a- better connection with the eastern 
railways and possibly an entrance inte Gary, 
Ind.. without the necesgity of employing a 
transfer line owned by other interests and 


théreby avoiding the congestion of the Chi- | 


cago switching Ccistrict. 

This is to be accomplished, it ts said, 
through the purchase of the Chicago, Mil- 
Waukee and Gary railway, which forms an 
otter’ belt line through De Kalb. Aurora. 
Joliet. and Momence. The road :.:w extends 
from Rockforée, ll., to Delmar, Ind., but has 
completed many of the preliminary arrange- 
ments for extending its line to Milwaukee on 
the north and Gary on the east 
trolled by the St. Louls Union Trust com- 
pany. in order to carry out the plan it would 
be necessary to complete the connection be- 


tween the Wisconsin Central’s Portage line , 


and Rockford, 1ll., and to finish the construc- 
tion work from Momence to Gary, twenty- 
seven miles. 

New Outlet for Ore. 

One of the objects is said to be to open a 
pew route for transportation of ore from the 
Lake Superior district to Gary. This, how- 
ever, would necessitate a traffic agreement 
with the steel company, which has a belt 
line of its own in the Elgin, Joliet and East- 
ern, and meeting the low water rates from 
Duluth to Gary. The Wisconsin Central line 
mow connects with the latter road at Leitb- 
ten, Ill., near Waukegan. 

Another aspect of the plan is suggested 
by the connection between the Chicage, Mil- 
waukee and Gary and the Chicago and South- 
ern Indiana Walsh line at Delmar, which 
has been completed during the last week. 
The Walsh road reaches the coal! fields of 
southern Indiana only a short distance from 
@ connection with the Louisville and Nash- 
& ville and other big southern systems at Ev- 
anzville. By making favorable traffic agree- 
ments with the Louisville and Nashvillegjt 
is declared, the Canadian company might 
open up.a new through route from the north- 
west to New Orleans and by making low 
rates on the Canadian end of the line free 
from the jurisdiction of the interstate com- 
merce commission offset James J. Hill's in- 
vasion of the south in acquiring the Colorado 
and Southern. 

‘ Orders Gasoline Motors. 

’ One of the most notable examples of the 
succeés of gasoline motor cars for local and 
light suburban service is that furnished by 
the St. Jeseph and Grand Island railway, 
which after severa] weeks of successfu) op- 
eration between Highland, Kas., and 8t. Jo- 
seph, Mo., has just placed orders for three 
more McKeen cars for use on other lines. 

The Burlington road, which has recently 
added largely to its freight equipment, has 
ordered five more Mallet compound locomo- 
tives, of the same type as a previous order 
for three which have been put into service. 
Four new club cars, which have some un- 
usual features, have just been received, and 
twelve chair cars have been ordered. 

At the shops of the Pennsylvania lineg 
west of Pittsburg-five locomotives are being 
fitted every day with new ashpan fixtures 
designed to comply with the federal safety 
appliance law, which goes into effect next 
January. 

Steerage Travel Increases. 

The total of steamship steerage passengers 
arriving at thg port of New York during 
the first six months of this year shows in 
increase of 241 per cent over the same period 
‘of 1908, according to the report of the im- 
migrant bureau of the western railroads. 
The total was 455,373, as compared with 183,- 
410 last year. Of these 440,655 were aliens, 
compared with 125,306 last year. and 14,718 
citizens, of whom there were 8,104 last year.

After shaking 
hands with Attorney Cavanaugh and talk- 
ing for some time, he went to bed and siept 
peacefully. In the morning he was up bright 
and early. 

‘* What do you think of this for muscle? ’’’ 
said he, displaying an arm that would have 
done credit to a blacksmith. ‘ That's what 
you get when you do rea] work. It’s the only 
thing. I'm glad of ohne thing; I almost 
learned a trade while I was in Sabula. 
it’s the best thing I ever have done in my 
life. I’m not sorry at all. Any man ghould 
be proud that he knows a trade.”’ 


Hard Labor as Treatment. 

While Clarkson was perfectly willing to 
talk about his trip and his experiences as 
a button maker, Attorney Cavanaugh and 
his friends said ak did not think if was 
best for him to convérse at length upon this 
subject. 

W hile Clarkson is regarded as ‘‘ peculiar "’ 
by his intimate friends, it is not believed he is 
mentally unbalanced. It is thought if the 
former jurist is permitted to spend a year or 
more at labor on the farm he may fully re- 
cover whatever menta!l-poise he now lacks.‘ 
But it is said that he will probably never 
again resume the practice of law. 

Clarkson is known as a whole souled, 
square, honest man. It is declared by his 
friends that he never had an enemy and that 
he was ‘so straight that he disliked the 
practice of law.” 

His friends are legion and they are al! 
anxious to assist him in any way possible. 
Financially, the former judge is in moderate’ 
circumstances, although at one time he was 
considered wealthy. He evinced a deep in-' 
terest in religious subjects, being a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal church, He also was 
prominently identified with the Y. M. C. A. in 
Kenosha, taking enthusiastic part in the ath- 
letics of the association. As a pedestrian, he 
was noted throughout Kenosha county and 
the north shore. His habit for years has been 
to arise every morning at 4 o'clock and walk 
five or six miles before breakfast. On Sat- 
urday afternoons he frequently walked from 
ten to fifteen miles and it was said he could 
easily cover thirty-five miles a day. 

Clarkson once made quite a study of re- 
ligious in general. He looked into the Hindoo 
doctrines and finally declared that he be- 
lieved in reincarnation. 

Various subjects interested him, one of his 
theories being to the effect that people could 
live longer and better if they did not eat so 


| much, Several years ago he fasted six days 


in order to prove his theories, He algo lived 
on a diet of peanuts and water once for four- 


‘teen days and the experiment did not seem to 


injure him in the least.

ALLEGED FORGERS WANTED 
BY POLICE OF TWO CITIES. 


Three Women Arrested in Chicago 
Sought by Washington and Phila- 
delphia Authorities. 


Mrs. M. C. Edwards, Mrs. C. C. Olcott, her 
reputed daughter, and Miss Anna Croake. 
their supposed maid, under arrest at the Har- 
rison street station on fugitive warrants 
charging forgery, are undecided whether they 
shall opposed extradition while the police of 
Washington and Philadelphia have started 
a spirited contest for their custody. 

The upshot of it will likely be that they will 
stay where they are until after Judge Dicker 
gives them a preliminary hearing tomorrow 
morning. The women are without funds and 
without legal advice and much worried be- 
cause no responses have been received to 
rumerous telegrams they have sent east. 

Detective Sergt. John C. Berman of Wash- 
ington, D C., arrived in the morning and .ap- 
peared considerably vexed because Capt. 
O’Brien would not turn the prisoners over io 
him. John B. Taylor, superintendent of the 
Philadelphia police, made the original re- 
quest for the detention of the women and 
Capt. O’Brien believes that city has the best 
claim. 

An officer from Philadelphia started here 
about the same time the Washington man 
began his trip to Chicago, but was delayed 
at Harrisburg, procuring requisition papers. 
The District of Columbia, being’ under gov- 
ern jurisdiction, proceeds along different 
lines. Instead of taking out+requisition pa- 
pers the police officials there have their 
prisoner arraigned before a United States 
commissioner. 

It was Sergeant Berman's plan to have. 
the women taken before Commissioner Foote, 
who on the evidence in the possession of 
Berman would have sent the women to 
Washington in charge of a deputy United 
States marshal. That would have given 


+ the Washington authorities precedence over 


the Philadelphia police. Berman notified 
his home office of Capt. O’Brien’s attitude, 
but the captain insisted that the Washington 
police cannot get the prisoners unless the 
Philadelphians relinquish their claim. 

The local police received a bundle of circu- 
lars from Philadelphia during the day witha 
request that they be distributed among the 
leading hotels. In the circular Mrs. Edwards, 
the eldest prisoner, is named as ‘‘ Mrs. M. C. 
Durfee, Mrs. Olcott ag ‘‘ Mrs. C. Olcott,” and 
the maid is not named. It reads in part: 

‘* They go to first class hotels, good appear- 
ance, order C. O. D.'s paid for, and get checkz 
cashed on the B. M. C. Durfee Trust com- 
pany of Fall River, Mass, They mentioned 
here in Philadelphia that they were inter- 
ested in institutions for the insane and also 
visit them.” 

When told of the suspicions the police had 
against them the prisoners assumed a calm 
demeanor and reiterated that their arrest 
as a mistake, that they came into posses- 
sion of the checks in lawful! manner, and that 
the “‘M. C. Durfee,’’ alleged maker of the 
checks, gave them to Mrs. Olcott in payment 
for household goods she sold him. They ex- 
pressed a preference to be takén to Philadel- 
phia. Mrs. Hdwards denied that she ever 
represented herself as Mrs. Durfee,

Former Chicagoan 


Dies in Michigan. 


John Link, a former widely known and 
once wealthy resisdent of this city, died yes- 
terday at Ganges, Mich., aged 87 years. He 
came to Chicago when a boy from Brock- 
ville, Canada. 

Mr. Link. when a young man, became the 
confidential clerk of Augustus Garrett, and 
when the latter served as mayor of Chicago 
from 1848 to 1845 Mr. Link had absolute 
control of the mayor’s.private enterprises. 

Mr. Garrett left a large share of his estate 
to Mr. Link. Among the real estate was a 
plece of land at Lake and La Salle streets 
for which Mr. Link spurned an annuity of

was not ready for such fine structures, and it 
remained idle. He lost his fortune in the 
panic of 1857. He left a widow, his second 
wife, and several! children. 


MANIAC BARS SELF IN HOME 
AND SHOOTS DEPUTY SHERIFF 


Asylum Inmate, Home on Furlough, 
Becomes Violent and Chases Negro 
Two Miles with Shotgun. 


Augusta, Ga., Aug. 7.—R. E. Dunnington. 
27 years old. a former inmate of the state 
asylum for the insane, who now is serving a 
furlough at home with his relatives. about 
four miles from Augusta, became violently 
insane yesterday afternoon, and is barri- 
caded at his father’s home, defying the of- 
ficers of the law. Asa result of an attempted 
arrest this afternoon, Deputy Sheriff M. Gary 
Whitele of the county constabulary was fired 
upon, and several bird shot took effect in his 
body. 

Dunnington was let out on a ninety day 
furlough and at the expiration of the ninety 
days seemed to be getting along all right. 
That was about twenty daysago. Yesterday 
one of the negroes on his father’s farm failed 
to saddle his horse and he became wiolent 
and chased the negro with a shotgun for 
about two miles. His brother made appli- 
cation to the ordinary for a writ of lunacy 
and the sheriff sent officers to his place this 
morning to make the arrest. They were 
warned by the insane man not to approach 
the house. He stated he would kil! the first 
man who did. As sudden death stared the 
officers in the face, they were unable to 
make the arrest. 

It was Dunnington who wrote an article 
for one of the leading Georgia weeklies, 
anent the management of the asylum, mak- 
ing such grave charges against the officials 
that an investigation was ordered by the 
governor. He and George Bell, a former 
state politician and later an inmate of the 
institution, both wrote letters about the asy- 
lum. Bell, on the day for his furlough to be 
up, committed suicide. 

The officers have the house surrounded and 
will arrest Dunnington if it is possible to do 
so without killing him. He at one time fasted 
for fifty-one days and he defiantly stated to 
the officers today that he would fast that 
long again before he would submit to ar- 
rest. His parents fear that he will commit 
suicide rather than be arrested.

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REVIVE BOOM FOR CIGRAND 


Dentist’s Friends Hope He May 
Become City Librarian. 


SEEK LIGHT ON THE LAW. 


NextThursday to Be ‘‘Cleaning Day”’ 
Throughout Chicago. 


Some of Dr. Bernard J. Cigrand’s friends 
have relaunched a quiet boom for his selec- 
tion as public 
hopes on a belief that a reénactment of the 
library law by the legislature at the last ses- 
sion might have nyllified the ¢ivil service 
law so far as it pertains to libraries. 

The revival of the dentist's aspirations to 
the office left vacant by the ousting of Fred 
Hild last spring, was revealed in the corpora- 
tion counsel's office, where a. request for 
an opinion of the effect of the legislation 
bas been filed Dy Robert J. Roulston, presi- 
dent of the library board, with a suggestion 
that its possible nullification of the require- 
ment of civil service examination be looked 
into. 

Legal Opinion Expected. 

Clyde L. Day. assistant corporation coun- 
sel. has not written his opinion, but before 
he had had time to consider the proposition 
Dr. Cigrand was noticed as a visitor to the 
corporation counsel's office. He said that he 
was calling on Mr. Brundage in reference to 
another matter. If he had any hope thatthe 
plans of the civil service commission were to 
be discarded and the new librarian elected by 
the board, it was said, he probably-would be 
disappoinied, 

"TIT have not written the opinion,’’ said Mr. 
Day, “and I dislike to discuss the question 
until I have passed on it finally; but my pres- 
ent belief is that the reénactment of the li- 
brary law, which I understand was merely 
to overcome some technicality about bonds, 
would have no effect on the requirements of 
the civil service law any more than the crea- 
tion of a new office would exempt that office 
from the operation of the law unlesc the 
civil service requirements are mentioned spe- 
cifically in the law creating It.” 


» Files Charges Against Campbell. 

In compliance with Acting State’s Attor- 
ney Lundgren’s instructions, Ald, Emerson 
of the Eighth. ward filed charges with the 
state’s attorney durihg the ,day showing al- 
leged specific instances of ‘violation of the 
building ordinances by Murdoch Campbell, 
city bullding commissioner. The violations 
relate ‘to the alleged granting of permits by 
Campbell for the construction of ftame 
buildings within the fire limits of South Chi- 
cago. The charges are to be presented to 
State’s Attorney Wayman, who is away on 
his vacation, and an effort will be made by 
the alderman to have the matter brought be- 
fore the September grand jury.

DOUBTS ROBBERY

ABSENT MAN HEARD FROM 


Declares He Was Abducted, but 
Inspector Hunt Makes Light 
of the Story. | 


Intimation was given yesterday that Ben- 
jamin W. Porter, the insurance collector who 
disappeared myB8teriously last May, left the 
city because of trouble known to his wife 
and that worry over the affair had much to 
do with causing her death, which occurred 
last week. 

On learning of her death Porter wrote a 
letter to the district superintendent of the 
insurance company by which he had been 
employed. In the letter he said he had been 
robbed and abducted. 

“I regard the disappearance of Porter as 
unworthy of further investigation,’’ declared 


Police Inspector Hunt. 
details set forth in the letter and I have rea- 
son to believe that the whole affair was 
planned by Porter himself. He knew that he 
was going to leave and the letter is only an 
attempt to obscure the real motive.’’ 

Nevertheless, Capt. O’Brien of the city de- 
tective bureau assigned Detectives Burke 
and Coyle to resume work on the case and 
to try to find Porter. Porter's letter was post 
marked ‘* Pueblo, Colo.,”” and was dated 
July 26. 

Thinks Wife Knew the Secret. 

Grant Porter, an uncle of the insurance 
man, declared that he doubted the state- 
ments made in the letter and believed there 
was another motive for his nephew's. ab-

sence, although he said he was ignorant of 
the real motive. 

“TI think Ben’s wife, who died last Tues- 
day because of grief and anxiety for her 
husband, knew the secret of his absence,”’ 
said the uncle. ‘‘On her deathbed she told 
her mother, Mrs. L. C. Ludwig, that if her 
husband would return she would forgive 
everything. With Mrs. Porter’s death I be- 
lieve that the mystery of my nephew's sud- 
den disappearance was sealed.”’ 

Following is Porter’s letter: 

“E. J. Nealy, Prudential Insuranee com- 
pany: On May 201 had on my person about 
$325 in checks and currency. I was waiting 
for a car at Sixty-third street and Stony 
Island avenue when I heard some one calling 
faintly for help in the edge of the park. 

‘Just inside the bushes I saw a man lying 
on his side, moaning. I bent over to assist 
him, when some one seized me from behind. 
Of course, I resisted, and was knocked in- 
sensible. 

‘“* When I regained consciousness I was ina 
closed cab. I was driven around until dark, 
then taken out and led into an old building. 
down into a basemen... I was kept there 
twenty-four hours, then taken on board a 
train for Frisco. Since then I succeeded in 
escaping and am now working at hard labor 
and am keeping hid. 

Promises to Pay Back Money. 

“T am not making much, but I want to 
pay my balance to the company. It will 
take me about six months to do this, but I 
will pay every cent. My object in writing 
this is to give you the truth concerning my 
disappearance. I absolutely cannot give you 
the details now, because if I am publicly lo- 
cated my life will not be worth a nickel. 
But at some future time when I can do so 
with safety I will tell you personally an ex- 
perience that will make your hair curl. 

“ Would any sane man leave his wife and 
family at a time when I was forced to leave 
mine? . 

‘* How do I know that I will ever see my 
wife and babies again? 

“There is no use of you trying to learn 
my whereabouts through my relatives, for 
I have had no communication with any of 
them since May 20. If you will please have 
this published, together with my balance, I 
will be grateful. Ben. W. PORTER.”’ 

Following the receipt of an unsigned letter 
by Mr. Nealy immediately after Porter's 
disapppearance, which told of an attack 
upon the collector, the police investigated, 
and found near Jackson park Porter's pock- 
etbook, Bearing several slight blood stains. 
The police gave it as their opinion that Por- 
ter wrote the anonymous note.

Indiana Bank Employe Comes Back

Auburn, Ind., Aug. 7.—After wandering in 
the woods without food for three days and 
nights, struggjing to pitch his nerve to the 
point of killing himself, Frank Nicolai, ‘as- 
sistant cashier of the City National bank.

charged with having embezzled $5,000 of the 
bank's funds. a 

“I have fought the fight,” said Nicolai at 
the jail, ‘“‘and I have come back to face the 
charge.””

For three years, he added, he 
had been taking sums of money from the 
bank. He said he did not know the tota! of 
his defalcations.

We even had enough for 
luxurfes, We hardly knew what was going 
on in the world. Teaching school was our 
life work. and right well did we enjoy it. Our 
little home here we built and fitted up. 

“* We had each other to care for. We were 
still active and able to teach, though we had 
begun to advance in years. When we arose 
this morning we could see years of happiness 
before us; now there is nothing. I was inthe 
room and Isabella was cleaning some clothes. 

“We were cleaning house before vacation 
seagon ended. Isabella had a can of gasoline 
and the gus stove was burning. .I wat’ busy 
in the room. Suddenly I heard the explosion. 
Turning about, I sdw my sister enveloped in 
flames, a living torch, and rushed to her aid, 
attempting to smother the flames. I, too, 
was burned severely, and when help’came 
Isabella was dead. I hardly know how it 
happened, it all ended so quickly." 


Cottage Is Badly Damaged. 

The house was damaged to the extent of

INCREASES TAX’ 
ON TRUST FUNDS 


Review Board. Announces 100 
Per Cent Raise on Heritages 
Held by Banks. 


FIELD ESTATE IS HIT. 


Large Holdings in Many Chicago 
Institutions Affected by 
New Ruling. 


Trust funds held by banks for the benefit 
of heirs of estates will yield a larger revenue 
to the city and county this year than last. 
The board of review announced its decision 
yesterday regarding the assessments on 
these funds, which have been under consid- 
eration for some time. It is the judgment 
of the board of review that in most instances 
the valuation should be double that fixed 
by the board of assessors, and therefore 
they have made a horizontal increase of 100 
per cent upon these heritages. 

The greatest burden from this increase 
falls upon a certain trust fund left by the 
late Marshall Field, on which the assessors 
fixed a value of $1,259.000, which has been 
increased to $2,518,000 by the reviewers. The 
board has done considerable raising to the 
Field estate taxes this year, having pre- 
viously added $2,500,000 to the personal prop- 
erty valuation of the general estate, making 
@ total personality valuation of $15,018,000 
upon which the estate shall pay taxes. This 
figure does not include the real estate held 

by the estate.

Another big increase was made in the 
estate of Otto Young, which the reviewers 
have brought up from $895,000 to $1,790,000.

Trade of Western Hemisphere. 

The enormous value of the trade the west- 
ern hemisphere has between the countries 
within its bounds and the rest of the weérld 
is shown by statistics just compiled by the 
Bureau of American Republics. The aggre- 
gate, including the United States, during 
1908 was $4,847,019,947, as against $5,415, 798, - 
197 during the preceding year. This loss of 
over $550,000,000 is attributable to well 
known economic causes which affected com- 
mercial centers throughout the world. 

In the total for the year the share of the 
United States is represented by $2,869,282, 928, 
composed of imports amounting to $1,116,- 
449,681 and exports valued at, $1,752,833,247. 
Latin America figured in the grand total! for 
$1,977,787,019, the imports being §893,253,898 
and exports $1,084,483,021. In spite of certain 
adverse conditions in the financial world it is 
apparent that the demand for articles of 
Latin-American origin created a trade bal- 
ance in vor of the producing countries to 
the extent of $191,229,023, in which sum the 
exports for the year exceeded the imports. 

In the year’s trade total for Latin America 
the share of the United States was $468, 216,- 
455, ag compared with $558,279,201 in 1007. Re- 
ceipts of Latin-American merchandise fig- 
ured on the trade lists of the country for 
$271,498,425 and shipments of United States 
goods to those countries were represented by 
$196,718.0380. 

Argentina Has Huge Business. 

The Latin America country having the 
largest trade was the Argentine Republic 
with a total of $638,978,077, of which 
$272,072,736 constituted imports, and 
$366,205,341 were exports. Brazil ranked 
second with a total of $397,925,000. Mexico 
was third with $232,170,000, Chile fourth with 
214,040,000, and Cuba fifth with $179,822,000. 
In the great import trade of Latin America, 
the United States has not as large a share 
as Great Britain and Germany. 

In the case of Argentina, for example, 
British imports were valued at $93,371,000, 
German $37,847,000, and American $35,597,- 
600. To Bolivia Germany furnished 16 per 
cent, America 14 per cent, and Great Britain 
10 per cent of the imports. The opportunities 
for the increase of American tradein Latin 
America were never better than at the pres- 
ent time. Congress it is urged should sub- 
sidize lines between this country and the 
southern continent in order that sufficient 
direct transportation may be available for 
our exports and imports. 

The new President of Venezuela, General 
Juan Vicente Gomez, is seeking to popular- 
ize his government by apparently returning 
to the constitutional system in force before 
Castro became dictator. The Andean ruler 
reduced the number of states from twenty 
to nine, and increased his term of office from 
four to six years. The former enabled him 
to exercise greater control over his lieuten- 
ants who governed the states and the latter 
relieved him from the embarrassing necess- 
iiyeof going through an electoral farce every 
four years. 


Wanted Picture in U. S. Papers. 

I met Gomez when in Caracas several years 
ago and was profoundly impressed by his 
desire that I should take his photograph for 
publication in American newspapers Heisa 
suave, cordial, Venezuelan gentleman, per- 
fectly willing to pursue any course which will 
inure to his own advantage. He is by no 
means as strong as Castro and was looked 
upon by the latter as a tool. 

He. has surrounded himself, however, with 
able men. Moreover, with the return of the 
states to their original number he will be 
able to satisfy the itch for office which wor- 
ries Venezuelans far more than it does Amer- 
icans. For the same reason he has deter- 
mined to increase the number of diplomatic 
posts, and a couple of dozen men who might 
be troublesome at home will be sent abroad tu 
represent their country. 

Gomez, of course, will be a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself if he should retain his presem 
office for the full term of four years. There 
is no doubt he will be reélected, provided the 
patronage distribution he is engaged in 
proves satisfactory to the men ready to lead a 
revolution. Permanent peace and order can 
never be assured in Venezuela until the 
United States applies to that country the 
financial policy it is enforcing in Santo Do- 
mingo. The sooner this is realized the better. 


ANGERED BY ACTRESS’ FLIGHT. 


Managers of Berlin Theater Feel Hurt 
When Frau Olley Deserts to 
the Shuberts.

BERLIN. Aug. 7.—Frau Marietta Olly. the 
Berlin. actress who abruptly took flight to 
New York on Wednesday to enter upon an 
engagement with the Shubert theatrical 
company, has left her Berlin managers ina 
wrathful frame of mind. Frau Olly had 
been playing a summer engagement at the 
Deutschers theater, the foremost private the- 
atrical institution of the city, and had been 
billed to appear in a number of performances 
between this and’ the end of the month. 

On Wednesday, on learning from the agent 
of the Shuberts here, Gustav Amberg, that, 
under the terms of her contract, it was neces- 
sary for her to proceed to New York forth- 
with she abruptly departed for a steamer at 
Bremen, leaving her managers a pathetically 
worded note wherein she asked them “ please 
not to be angry with her.”’

BEHEADING STIRS UP FRANCE

Demand for Change Expected in 
Method of Public Executions. 


Guillotining of Paris Patricide Pre 
sents a Dramatic Spectacle. ; 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS. Aug. 7—The French mind being 
preéminently logical, there is a demand for 
a change in the method of executing death 
sentences. - The law provides that they be 
performed in a public place. 

In practice no member of the public, strict- 
ly speaking, saw anything of the recent guil- 
lotining, the only eyewitnesses being 100 
journalists, a dozen mounted gendarmes, and 
twenty policemen 

The difficulty of finding a place for the guil- 
lotine since La Roquette prison was pulled 
down always has been preferred aS an excuse 
for the practical abolition of capital punish- 
ment which Paris enjoyed or suffered in the 


last decade. 

That this difficulty no longer exists was 
shown last Thursday when the guillotine was 
erected in the midaie of the yard of Sante 


prison. 
Troops Line the Road. 

Opposite the wall are the grounds of a 
huge unoccupied convent, so that nothing 
overlooked the spot. Theonly drawback was 
that there was no door to the prison on this 
side, ana therefore the condemned, leaving 
by a door in Sante street at right angles with 
the Boulevard Arago, was driven some sev- 
enty yards along this street and then 150 to 


the place of death. 

Some 1,200 soldiers were on duty, barring 
every road around the prison. They assured 
that no one approached except those pos- 
sessing police passes. 

About 3:45 a. m. Executioner Deibler’s men 
began erecting the guillotine. Without the 
sound of a hammer and witnout a spoken 
word of command, the machine was put to- 
gether by the light of a candle flickering in 
an old time lantern. 

Executioner Is Satisfied. 

The lantern only was used when Deibler 
wished to test by a water level that every- 
thing was exact. Within an hour one of his 
assistants extinguished the light and all was 
ready. The knife was run up to the top, but 
no test drop was made, so confident wag 
Deibler in his men and the machine. 

The dawn of a summer day revealed the 
maroon colored “wood of justice.’ Its 
position among trees robbed it of much of 
its terrors. | 

Shortly it was fully daylight. The prison 
van came round the corner up the boulevard 
and stopped opposite the guillotine. Two 
men let down the back, which formed steps 
from the vehicle, down which came first the 
prison governor, then @ priest, and then a 
figure which might have been Lazarus com- 
ing from the grave. It had its hands fas- 
tened behind its back and a loose covering 
hanging from its shouléers. The body was 

except for linen trousers. Over the 
face hung a black veil, thin enough to allow 
the features to be visible. 


Punishment of a Patricide. 


The code prescribes that patricides must be 
taken to the scaffeld with bare feet and veiled 
head. 

Duchewin, the condemned, was 28 years old, 
but the livid face might have been that of 
@ man any age over 60. It was the face ofa 
man without the consciousness or feeling of 
any kind, a man for whom the bitterness of 
death already had passed. 

Within fifteen seconds from the time the 
prison van stopped the knife had fallen. 

Deitbler’s aids seized the cloak and veil and 
conducted the condemned three paces be- 
tween the van and the machine, laid him in 
place, and the knife fell. The body was 
pushed into a basket. 

How such perfection can be attained when 
men have so Httle practice on living subjects 
is little short of marvelous. This speed, com- 
bined with the evident insensibility of the 
doomed man, robbed the spectacle of much of 
its horror. It had more resemblance to the 
clever performance of a disappearing lady

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BRITISH BUDGET WAR WAXES 


Lloyd-George’s Contest with the 
Dukes at Hotter Stage. 


PROVES EQUAL TO THE TASK. 


Westminster and Portland Most Out- 
spoken of His Critics. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—A bombshell was ex- 
ploded in British politics this week and prac- 
tically changed the whole aspect of the situat 
tion in regard to Lloyd-George's budget. The 
chancellor of the exchequer has been wag- 
ing ever since he introduced the financial] 
proposals in the spring a fight which has 
been growing more bitter every week. 

Not for years has a political question in 
England given birth to such personal invec- 
tive as the present discussion of the buge- 
taria measure. His opponents began by 
calling Lloyd-George a Socialist and now 
they are likely to go even further in the way 
of invective. 

Lloyd-George a Fighter. 

Lloyd-George is not a man to accept de- 
nunciation mutely, and as he is the most 
nimble wit in the English political arena, he 
is a dangerous antagonist and tactician,as the 
duke of Westminster discovered this week. 
The duke has been urged by sympathizers to 
sue the chancellor for libel. Such action 
would possess all the attraction of novelty, 
but Westminster, In a letter to the papers, 
intimates he will take no legal steps. 

** While in other circumstances,” he writes, 
‘“‘I should be disposed to attach importance 
to every utterargce coming from the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, the traditions of that 
great office become so far submerged under 
the personal indiosyncrasies of the present oc- 
cupant that a person attacked from that 
quarter should find all that is necessary in 
the way of defense in the fairness and sense 
of decency still inherent in the community. ”’ 

‘* Lloyd-George seems to have a special 
grudge against dukes,’’ writes Lord Avebury. 
“They are twenty-seven in number, and if 
he confiscated the whole of their property 
it would only bring in, say, $150,000,000 and 
affect our taxation for one or two years, 
after which everything would go on as be- 
fore, but with this unfortunate difference 
that security to property would have been 
shaken, enterprise and thrift would hava 
been discouraged, and capita] driven out of 
the country.’’ 


Portland Also Singled Out. 

The duke of Portland, who, like the duke of 
Westminster, is another great London land- 
lord, has been singled out for attention, 
which his grace resented to such a degree 
he addressed a meeting of his tenants at 
Wellbeck abbey. and delivered himself of his 
opinion on the budget, which was not favor- 
able. 

Lloyd-George himeelf hag not responded to 
this ducal critic but one of the radical pa- 
pers took up the cudgels in his behalf by 
printing a column history of the Portland 
family which is not altogether edifying read- 
ing.

German Government Cireles See 
Danger Line in Cretan Trouble. 


ATHENS GETS URGENT NOTE. 


Hellenic Consul in New York Declares 
Porte Is Trying to Pick a War. 


BERLIN, Aug. 7.—German government 
circles regard the situation between Turkey 
and Greece as being in a most acute stage. 
Germany has made representations to Con- 
stantinople and Athens urging the necessity 


of a peaceable solution of the Cretan ques- 
tion. She has advised both sides to adopta 
more moderate attitude in the interest of 
peace and has urgently advised against any 
course which must lead to serious compli- 
cations. 
Greece Gets an Urgent Note. 

ATHENS, Aug. @.—The Turkish govern- 
ment has communicated to Greece an urgent 
note asking that she express her disapproval 
of the annexation agitation in Crete and 
formally declare that Greece has no ambi- 
tions regarding the-gsland, 


Turkey Firm in Stand. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—Turkey will 
stand by what she regards her rights in her 
controversy with Greece over the island of 
Crete. Such is the nation’s attitude ag com- 
municated to the American state department 
and to the European powers. 

Turkey is determined there shall be a re- 
turn to the conditions preceding the Turko- 
Grecian war of a dozen years ago when four 
of the powers of Europe—England, Russia 
France, and Italy—landed troops and dis- 
patched ships to pacify the Cretans. 

The decisive policy of the Turkish govern- 
ment is ascribed to the progressive and de- 
termined attitude of the new régime in that 
country as contrasted with the apparent in- 
difference of the administration of Abdul 
Hamid, which made no serious effort to 
bring about a settlement of the anomalous 
conditions existing in Crete. 

Turkey Accused of Aggression. 

New York, Aug. 7.—Before he had seen the 
cablegram from Constantinople that the 
porte had sent a note to Greece, demanding 
a formal declaration of noninterfe: ence in 
Cretan affairs, Demetrius M. Botcssi, the 
Greek consul general in this city, declared 
there was no doubt in his mind but that Tur- 
key was trying to pick a war with Greece. 

“It is hardly possible that the great 
powers will permit the opening of the eastern 
question just row,” the consul general con- 
tinued. ‘I also believe that Turkey h_s en- 
tirely too much interna! trouble to stand a 
war, particularly with Greece. It is utterly 
impossible for us to repudiate publicly the 
provisional government established in Crete, 
which has declared in favor of union with 
Greece.”’

Haldane Leads Budget Fight. 

In the tremendous physical fight into which 
the struggle for the budgeg has degenerated, 
Haldane, the secretary of war, is the most 
remarkable figure.

Not a tall man— 
something like 5 feet 10 in height—he looks 
like a block of heavy stone, so squat, mas-

Haldane Scotch by Birth. 
Haldane is a Scotch laird; that 's to say, 
a small landlord, and comes of a family 
which has always been remarkable for its 
intellectual gifts; some of the Haldanes have 
been great doctors, one was a bishop, one a 
soldier of distinction; many are in the public 
service. Haldane took care to educate et! 
his faculties to the utmost point. When he 
had finished his education in England, he 
went to a German university, with the re- 


sult that he speaks German like one born in 


Germany and that he is supposed to be the 


one man in England who can read and under- 


stand Hagel, Schopenhauer, and the other 
German philosophers. Indeed, he is guilty 
of an edition in English of Schopenhauer’s 
works.

Two Hour Talk Preliminary. 

The most marvelous performances for years 
tn the house of commons were his speeches 
in introducing these new schemes of army 
reorganization.

afternoon when it began. I met Haldane at 
dinner the evening of the day that had begun 
in this way.

Works to Relieve Lloyd-George. 

One little feat of his must not be omitted, 
for it is at once a revelation of his char- 
acter and of th® other chief figure {n this 
contest of giants which is now going on in 
the house of commons. At 4 o'clock in the 
morning Haldane turned to Lloyd-George, 
told him he was too tired togo on and packed 
him off to his room. - , 

Lloyd-George, among his many gifts, has 
the gift of immediate sleop—anywhere, anr- 
how; he threw himself on the sofa in his 
‘room and in a few seconds was in a profound 
sleep; hearing vaguely now and then the 
distant sound of @ivicion bells, but not hecd- 
ing them nor thefr pers!etent summons, but 
falling back into delicious slumber again. 

Haldane was fiercely attacked in the mean- 
time? Balfour roused himself in the middle 
of the night to a stormy protest—pointing to 
the absence of Lloyd-George as an outrage: 
Haldane calmly declared that Lloyd-George 
was asleep and that he declined to wake 
him; and when Lloyd-George came back 
after an hour and a half’s sleep, blithe, fresh.

Balfour Like Steel Spring. 

There is a third figure in this mighty fight, 
whose physical endurance is also the subject 
of universal wonder.

French Scientist Says Ocean 
Currents Will Give the 
Needed Clews. 


URGES WORLD TO STUDY. 


Co-operation of Nations Would

PARIS, Aug. 7.—Teisserenc Debort, the 
distinguished meteorologist, believes that 
real progress at last Aas been made in the 
direction of determining in advance the gen- 
eral character of the seasons. Wide and con- 
tinued observations of the behavior of at- 
mospheric movements and ocean currents 
seem to him to establish the already certain 
general laws._and furnish hope that. man 
soon will be able to predict weather months 
beforehand. 
For thirty years I have been studying 
the movements of the centers of high and low 
pressure,’’ Debort says. ‘I observe certain 
interesting and suggestive phenomena. For 
instance, in the summer, when the oceanic 
high pressures, whose centernis in the neigh- 
borhood of the Azores, remain south of Eng- 
land and west of Europe, we enjoy normal 
weather and clear skies. 


Where the Rains Come From. 

“If the contrary, the high pressures are 
driven back toward the south, they leave the 
field clear for atmospheric vortices with low 
pessures, which ordinarily remain in the 
altitude of Iceland, and west winds with gen- 
tle winds predominate in Western Europe. 
If the high pressures reascend to the north 
without expanding over Europe we have 
cold winds, rains, and hall in winter. 

* Equally interesting facts are observed 
now as to the differences in the temperature 
of the marine currents, like the gulf stream 
influence on the behavior of atmospheric de- 
pression,

This is always so when we get 
a wet Summer. With rain the London death 
rate sinks.”’

Jews Keep Feast of Ab. 


The Feast of Ab was strictly kept by ortho- 
dox East End Jews in London yesterday.

- Tradition has it that the 
Chaldeans destroyed the first temple on this 
day in the year 586 B. C., while in.

The East End synagogues were denuded 
of all ornament, the congregation sat upon 
stools but a few inches from the ground, 
the usual illumination of gas or electricity 
was replaced by the wavering light of sput- 
tering tallow candles. Visits were paid tothe 
graves of departed relatives and friends. 


FRANCE TO ENLIST NEGROES 
IN HUGE ARMY OF DEFENSE. 


Proposition to Extend Recruiting Laws 
to West Africah Possessions Is Met 
with General Favor. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 7.—Is the negro destined to 
be the soldier of the future? France is so 
pleased with the record of the 2,000 black 
men in her army that she is considering the 
idea of recruiting from her- West African 
possessions an army of 100,000 negroes avail- 
able for service in France or wherever 
French troops are called. 

The father of the scheme is Col. Mangin, 


“wko proposed that the French conscription 


law be extended to the African colonies with 
their population of 12,000,000... This would 
give a black force of 100,000, with a reserve of 
500,000. 

Freneh experience with black troops proves 
them faithful, easily controlled, fond of mil- 
itary life, brave, and even foolhardy in pres- 
ence of danger. The fighting qualities shown 
by the negro regiment in the American civil 
war and by the negro soldiers in the regular 
American army, for instance, at San Juan 
hill. are mentioned in the diseussion. 

It is recalled, too, that France has reason to 
respect the prowess of the blacks, for the 
Haitians not only drove out the French from 
Santo Domingo but successfully dcficd Na- 
poleon'’s veteran troops and generals. 

It is probable that parliament soon will 
authorize the enlistment of at least 40,000 
blacks for service in Algeria, as it is deemed 
unwise to garrison Algerian posts. with 
Arabs. 

The Arabs who are enlisted in the future 
will be brought to France, 

Mangin’s proposition, which seems to meet 
with much favor, points the way to a new 
career for the negro. Practically every Eu- 
ropean nation except Russia has tropical 
possessions from which could be drawn hun- 
dreds of thousands of the infeTior races, who 
could live on little and would release the 
present armies of whites to productive labor. 
It would, of course, occur to no European 
nation to fear the réeult of the addition of 
large bodies of armed and trained negroes 
into the country, however Americans might 


fee] regarding such a policy.

Speech at Cowes Interpreted 
‘as Promise to Aid Cause 
of Freedom. 


GRANDSON BESTS EDWARD 


Czar’s Son Lets King Eat Cater- 
pillar When Advised to 
Keep Silence. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—It is a question whether 
those critics of the czar who a week ago 
were loud in protest against his reception by 
the English sovereign would consider it expe- 
dient to renew their protests, now that 
Nicholas has spent the best part of a week at 
Cowes. 

At Cowes, as at Cherbourg, Nicholas took 
occasion to pose as monarch of a country 
with a ‘constitutional government, and his 
farewell reference to ‘‘ happy auguries for 
the future’ was interpreted as hardly less 
than a promise to endeavor to bestow upon 
his own subjects in a measure that happy lib- 
erty the subjects of King Eaward enjoy. 

Every effort was made by the imperial en- 
tourage to encourage belief of this kind. One 
English correspondent was informed by 
members of the suite that the “ essence of 
the emperor’s speech was his favorable men- 
tion of the deputies of the duma."”" He might 
have abstained from saying anything what- 
ever about them, but not only did he speak 
of them, but he spoke of them in such a way 
that it was impossible Bt to see in his words 
his determination to maintain intact the rep- 
resentative institutions which owe existence 
to his own will despite the continuous ma- 
chinations of the reactionaries 


Nail in Ultimatum Story. 

That, it was added, was the most significant 
event that took place at Cowes 

Iswolsky’s declarations in regard to Eu- 
ropean politics and the influence his im- 
perial master’s visite to Kiel, Cherbourg, 
and Cowes must exercise, indicate that the 
Balkan crisis mace no material change in the 
European situation and put an additional 
nail in the coffin of the German ultimatum 
story. The Anglo-Russian understanding 
already has borne good fruit in Persia and 
should have a good effect upon the possible 
developments of the Mukden Antung railway 
in so far as they relate to the unsettled ques- 
tions of Manchurian concessions involving 
the United States. Russia, and Japan. 

Personally the czar made a favorable im- 
pression upon those who met him at Cowes, 
but the lion among the Russian visitors from 
a popular point of view has been the young 
czarevitch. The latter's fondness for the 
drum and fife President Fallieres gave him, 
his anxiety to climb on top of the motor 
car and his generally exuberant good spirits, 
all have been a matter of much newspaper 
copy, and some good. not.to say tall, stories, 
one of which may be quoted. This is vouched 
for as true by a usually veracious corre- 
spondent: 


Let Edward Eat Caterpillar. 

During a family luncheon party aboard the 
Victoria and Albert the czarevitch broke in 
on the conversation of his elders By shout- 
ing: 

‘‘Grandpapa!” 

King Edward, putting on a frown, re- 
proved him with: ‘* Little boys should be 
seen and not heard.’’ 

General silence, but after a minute or two 
the king, to comsole the child, asked: 

“Well, what .is it? What do you want 
to say?’’ 

‘Too late now, grandpapa,”’ answered the 
royal youngster. ‘‘ There was a.caterpillar 
in your salad, but you have eaten. it now.” 

History is dumb as to what followed. 

It is needless to emphasize the fact that 
the safe departure of the Standart raised a 
load from the minds of the English authori- 
ties. In view of the different reports current 
as to the czar's personal fear of the possi- 
bility of assassination the impression formed 
by an English visitor who saw him frequent- 
ly at Cowes may be mentioned: ‘ Nicholas 
evidently was extremely nervous. He is 
constitutionally sensitive. I saw him smile 
only once. He undoubtedly has much to 
worry him, and one couldn't help feeling 
sympathy for him.’ 


FRANCE PLEASED BY CZAR. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 7.—No event in recent years 
has afforded France the satisfaction that is 
manifested everywhere by men of all parties 
over the success of the czar’s visit to the 
president of the republic and the king of 
England. It is the consensus of opnion, alike 
popular and expert, that the reconcilation 
proclaimed’ at Cowes within two days of the 
reaffirmation of the French alliance at Calais 
marks the beginning of a rapport in Euro- 
pean politics. Some enthusiasts go further 
even than a writer in Aurore who declares: 

‘The Anglo-Russian friendship is now an 
element of the Franco-Russian alliance, and 
the triple entente is practically a new triple 
alliance. The word alone is lacking. ’’ While 
this writer's rhetoric outruns the facts, there 
can be no doubt that the display of good feel- 
ing between the king and the czar will solve 
the problem presented hitherto by the ap- 
parent incongruity of France's alliance with 
Russia and entente with England, two na- 
tions who heretofore have been judged un- 
synipathetic, to say the least. 


Press Praises New Entente. 

The French foreign office repeatedly hag 
been reproached on the argument that two 
arrangements so incompatible would break 
down in case of emergency. The Temps 
observes: 

‘The reconciliation of Great Britain and 
Russia is of inestimable value to France. 
The antagonism of England to Russia for 
half a century has been the favorite weapon 
of Germany against France This situation 
always was Bismarck’s trumpcard. Sadowa 
and Sedan were possible only on account of 
the inability of England and Russia to unite 
forces to preserve the European balance.’’ 

The velled intimation in this historic al- 
lusion that the new triple entente has the 
limitation of German ambition as its special 
object is not dwelt upon in the published 
comment, although it privately is discussed 
with the greatest satisfaction. The public 
phrase is that it is to" insure the preserva- 
tion of the peace of Europe.” 

One voice alone, that of Jaures, the Social- 
ist leader, is lifted to ask why Germany is 
left outside and is not admitted to the widen- 
ing circles of French friendships. 

Jaures writes in ‘‘ Humanité ”: 

‘* We do not deny that it is to France's in- 
terest to maintain good relations with 
Russia. We do not wish to disturb that al- 
liance, but would extend it to all Europe. 
We rejoice that the entente has reached 
Great Britain, Franee, and Russia, but 
should welcome an enduring understanding 
between:France and Germany.” 

The movement for French and German 
rapprochement wil] not gain strength from 
the establishment of the new entente, it be- 
ing clearly apparent that the leaders are 
completely satisfied with the position now as- 
sured France as a member of the tripartite 
understanding. 


Arrives at Kiel Late. 

KIEL, Aug. 7.—Emperor Nicholas of Rus- 
sia, returning from Cowes on board the im- 
perial yacht Standart, did not reach Kiel until 
nearly 10 o'clock tonight, the passage of the 
Russian fleet through the canal having been 
delayed by fog. 

Emperor William boarded the small cruls- 
er Sleipner at Holtenau Locks at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon and proceeded through the 
canal to meet the czar. He went aboard the 
Standart near Rensdburg at 6 o'clock, and 
met a hearty reception from the Russian 
emperor and the royal family. 

The journey toward Kie] immediately was 
resumed, Emperor William remaining aboard 
the Standart and for the greater part of the 
time in private conversation with Emperor 
Nicholas. , The Russian fleet will spend the 
Kiel harbor.

NOVELIST SEES A ROMANCE. 


Rider Haggard’s Daughter a Bride 
After Courtship in Two Lands.

LONDON, July 28.—Something like a sen- 
sation is expected to be caused in France 
shortly by the publication of some racy me- 
moirs which were supposed to have been 
safely burned. They are those of the famous 
Gen. de Galliffet, who died recently. 

Almost a decade ago the general sanctioned 
the publication of a few extracts from the 
reminiscences which he had begun to write, 
but he was said to have been so enraged at’ 
the chilling reception of those autobiograph- 
ical fragments that he threw the remaining 
manuscripts into the fire. 

That such was their fate, however, is now 
denied vigorously by M. Jules Claretie, who 
affirms in the Temps that the extracts re- 
ferred to were merely digcursive memoranda 
to which the genera] atached no importance, 

Later, Galliffet set to work seriously on his 
reminiscences, which he told his friends 
would be published only after his death. 
Several years ago he wrote to M. Claretie, 
“I have begun my fifth volume."’ 

“ Galliffet’'s memoirs of Paris, the court, 
the army, and of life in general—what a mine 
of information these pages will be,”’ says 
M. Clarette. “‘A world which has disap- 
peared will live again; it will be a procession 
of phantoms, another ‘ revue nocturne.’ ”’ 


Novelist’s Daughter a Bride. 
Rider Haggard’s only daughter, Sybil, was 
married this week to Maj. Cheyne of the 
Indian army. This wedding. which took 
place at the parish church of Ditchingham, 
the home of the bride’s famous father, was 
the outcome of a little romance after Rider 
Haggard’s own heart. The happy pair met 
originally in England and became friends, 
but an accident resulted in separation. 
Two years later, while Miss Haggard was 
traveling in Japan, she again met Maj. 
Cheyne, and this time the course of true love 
ran smoothly. The bride is an expert ama- 
teur photographer and has helped her father 
in preparing material and “ loca) color "’ for 
his literary work. 


Honor Memory of Johnson. 

There has been a revival of interest in 
Dr. Johnson of late that must have rejoiced 
the shade of Boswell It is due to the com- 
ing celebration at Lichfield, the lexicogra- 
pher's native town, of the 200th anniversary 
of his birth. It is a surprising discovery, by 
the way, that outside the English speaking 
countries the author of “ Rasselas"’ prac- 
tically is unknown, the only translation of 
his * Life" extant being, curiously enough. 
in Russian. 

From the letters of the late Prosper Meri- 
mée, however, it is evident that he not only 
was familiar with Boswell's great work. but 
found it an antidote for melancholy. Writ- 
Ing to a friend in 1855, the French author 
declared: 

“I spend my evenings reading Boswell’s 
famous biography. Johnson, with all] his 
obesity and awkwardness, led a singularly 
happy life. He was petted by all] his women 
friends and he bullied every one who came 
near him until the day of his death. I can- 
not imagine a more diverting existence."' 


Russ Editors Face Difficulties. 


Running a newspaper in Russia is no fun. 
for many reasons. One of them is the lack 
of support which the press receives in the 
land of the czar, where few are. readers. 
The Slovo, one of the small number of dailies 
published in St.. Petersburg, was wel! edited 
and readable, but it has just “ gone bust ”’ 
for want of subscribers. 

Even the best known dailies in the Russian 
capital have surprisingly smal] circulations. 
The Novoe Vremya possesses the largest— 
about 33.000—while papers like the Novosti 
and the Viedomosti are content with 10,000, 
although both have a world wide reputation 
and the former numbers Camille Flam- 
marion and other as distinguished foreigners 
among its contributors. 

As illiteracy is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception in Russia, more than 75 per cent of 
the army recruits cannot read or write, and 
recruits are 21 years of age. Hence news- 
papers in St. Petersburg are published only 
for the educated minority. and while in style 
they compared favorably with the best Euro- 
pean journals, few of the proprietors can 
expect to make fortunes. 


Hewlett as Peace Advocate. 

Maurice Hewlett, the author of ** Richard 
Yea-and-Nay,”’ ‘‘ The Fool Errant,”’ and 
other charming books, is keenlyinterested in 
many problems of higher politics, and, among 
other things, he is a warm advocate of peace. 
He has been setting forth his views in a 
letter read at the annual meeting of the 
International Peace association a few days 
ago. 

‘TIT am, as you suppose, a peace at any 
price man,’ he wrote. ‘ The use of murder 
and homicide as a means of deciding inter- 
national difficulties seems to me inconceiy- 
able. I donot, however, believe that we shal] 
make any real advance until war is common- 
iy spoken of in the terms we now apply to 
drunkenness or gluttony, as degrading and 
disgusting.”’ HAYDEN CHURCH.

PARIS, Aug. 7.—Prof. Henri Poincare, lec- 
turing before the Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, announced that one 
of Newton's fundamental laws of mechanics 
now was questioned by scientists. Newton 
laid it down that the effect of force on a 
moving body is independent of the speed 
which that body already has acquired. 

If a certain force acts on a moving body 
for one second it communicates a certain 
speed. If it again acts for another second 
it gives a new increase equal to the first, and 
so on, so that by repeated applications of this 
force for a sufficiently long time great speed 
theoretically could be attained. 

Partisans of what is called new mechanics 
question this principle. They say that the 
increase in speed in the second second is less 
than that given in the first, still less for 
the third second, and generally less and less 
in proportion to the speed at which the body 
is moving. Hence there is a limit to the 
speed that can be produced, and this limit 
is the speed of light, from which they argue 
that the mass of a material body is not con- 
stant, but increases with the body's speed. 

The Newtonian principles also state that, 
whether the force acts on the moving body in 
the same direction or at right angles, it 
produces the same acceleration, but the new 
theories say if the moving speed be extreme- 
ly great its resistance will not be the same 
in each cage. 

Prof. Poincare allowed that it was diffi- 
cult to establish the new theories for want of 
a body moving at a sufficiently high speed. 
Automobiles making 100 kilometers an hour 
were, from this point of view, snails, and 
heavenly bodies, like Mercury, at 100 kilo- 
meters a second, did not suffice, but radium 
supplies three kinds of rays, one of which 
is appealed to as affording proofs of these 
new theories.

Lively Week; World’s Biggest 
Reclamation Scheme. °

Boise, Idaho, Aug, 7.—[Special.J—Apples 
aad other choice products from this bocality 
are to be on view when the doors of the Unit- 
ed States Land and Irrigation exposition are 
opened Nov. 22. Representative business 
-men of this vicinity have declared themselves 
in favor of the proposition of making a good 
showing in Chicago and active preparations 
- with that end in view are now in progress. 
Reilly Atkinson, secretary of the Commer- 
cialc club- of this city, has announced that 
Boise will be well represented. The matter 
has been discussed at meeiings of the offi- 
‘clals of the Commercial ciub and has been 
given their official sanc-:ion. 

Idaho, especially the southern part, is en- 
joying a boom as a resu‘t of recent irriga- 
tion projects and the land in the vicinity 
of Boise is getting its shaie of prosperity. 
The Payette-Boise project of the United 
States reclamation service is of great scope 
‘as it covers 300,000 acres of splendid land in 
this vicinity. The project will call for the 
expenditure of $7,000,000 befure it is finished. 
The headgate at the reseivoir on this proj- 
ect was opened June 4 of the present year, 
which fact shows that the project is already 
under way. 

One of Nation’s Favored Spots. 

The valley that is to be watered is fifty 
miles long and from thirty to forty miles 
wide, and it is one of the most beautiful spots 
in the northwest. The Deer Flat reservoir is 
one of the chief features of this project. The 
. f€0Ontracts for the work in connection with his 
@eservoir were let early in 1906 and construc- 
tion has been pushed ever since. Two enor- 
mous dams are necessary in order to inclose 
Deer Flat.

sto be 51°, which is only about 1° lower than 
;the mean for Springfield, II. Comparison 
‘with the distribution of temperature through- 
‘Out the year, however, shows that the av- 
ferage January in Boise is 3° cooler than 
‘Springfield. 
* “The absence of high winds is an important 
feature of the climate of Boise. The average 
movement of the wind is about five miles an 
hour, or about one-third less than the av- 
erage at Denver. Windows may safely be 
left open nearly the year round. and discom- 
fort from the wind is almost unknown.

WORLD’S* BIGGEST PROJECT. 


Zapata, Tex., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]—The most 
gigantic irrigation project in the world is to 
be carried out in the valley of the Rio Grande. 
Many millions of acres of land, situated on 
the two sides of the international boundary 
stream, are involved in the scheme. 

It is planned to build dams across the Rio 
Grande at four different places between its 
mouth and the point where the Conchos river 
empties into it on the Mexican side. It is 
roughly estimated that the cost of these 
dams and their attending canal and ditch 
systems will aggregate $22,000 000. 

The surveys for the great irrigation works 
are now being made as a preliminary step to 
learn the amount of land that can be re- 
claimed by water from these proposed stor- 
age reservoirs. It will be several months 
before this calculation’ is completed, but it {is 
known already that not less than 15,000.000 
acres of land will be made available for culti- 


vation from the series of reservoirs and ir- | 
rigating systems that are to be constructed. | 


Promoting the American End. 
The land in the valley on the Texas side 
of the stream is not held in as large blocks 
as upon the Mexico side, but practically all 
of the owners of property to be embraced in 


the irrigation system are anxious to do thetr |

Mexico’s Liberal Subsidy. 


The new irrigation subsidy law of Mexieo 
makes the reclamation of lands in that coun- 
try an attractive proposition. It is stated 
that the number of acres on the Mexican 
side of the river which are involved in the 
project now under consideration is approxi- 
mately 8,000,000, The irrigation act of Mex- 
ico will enable the men to put water upon 
this land and draw from the federal treas- 
ury a subsidy of $6 gold per acre for every 
acre so reclaimed. This subsidy alone would 
therefore amount to approximately $48,000, - 
000 gold, or more than double the cost of 
installing the irrigating system upon both 
sides of the river. 

The situation upon the Mexican side of the 
river below the site of the first dam is far 
better than upon the Texas side. ‘It isstated 
that more than 2,000,000 acres of land can 
be irrigated from the proposed canai system 
leading from the first reservoir upon the 
Mexican side. The main canal will be either 
flumed over or syphoned under the San Suan 
river, a short distance below Roma. 

The site selected for the second dam and 
storage reservoir is at a point ten miles 
above Zapata. This second unit in the great 
water conservation and irrigation system is 
of enormous importance in its reclamation 
features, particularly upon the Texas side. 


World’s Most Remarkable Dam. 


The third dam and storage reservoir will 
be located above Laredo, at some point be- 
tween that city and Eagle Pass, the exact lo- 
cation of which will not be determined unti! 
further surveys have been made. It is stated 
that several available sites exist along that 
stretch of the Rio Grande. It is planned to 
build a dam at some point where the water 
can be brought to a sufficient height to ow 
by gravitation over the higher lands which 
extend back from the river on either side 
for many miles. 

The fourth unit in this great international 
water storage and irrigation project involves 
the building of what will be probably the 
most remarkable dam inthe world. The site 
of this proposed dam is at the Lajitas cros# 
ing of the Rio Grande river in what is known 
as the Big Bend region of Texas. The river 
flows for many miles through a canyon which 
for depth and inspiring beauty is almost 
equal to the Grand canyon of the Colorado. 
It is planned to build a dam at the mouth of 
one of these series of broken canyons at 
Lajitas.

July Figures Establish Record—Gain 
of Over $1,000,000 in 
Chicago.

Building was upon a more active scale in 
July than in any of the preceding months of 
the year. and was far ahead, showing an in- 
crease of 25 per cent over the corresponding 
month a year ago. During the month just 
closed, according to official reports to Con- 
struction News, permits were taken ont in 
thirty-eight cities for the construction of 
11,408 buildings. involving a total cost of 
$57,074,903, against 8.658 buildings aggregat- 
ing in cost $46,305,924, an increase of 2.750 
buildings and $11, 768,974 over the same month 
a year ago, or 25 per cent, and the most sat- 
isfactory feature of the situation is that 
from all sources from which reliable infor- 
mation may be obtained there are no indica- 
tions of a letup, and it would not he surpris- 
ing if the remaining months of the year show 
an increase over the prevailing activity.

the musicians. Even the idiotic exclamations 
of Rice (or is it Prevost?) and the orchestra's 
accompaniments to his falls and sprawls— 
which I have regarded as the funniest clown- 
ing that ever was—were precisely the same. 
Moreover, they were quite expert and effec- 
tual. 
oe 

There is Yankee hayseed in my hair, I 
guess, and I've come on to London to buy 
green goods. Anyway, I've been out of five 
dollars in money, and two afternoons and an 
evening, to see, from an ordinary parquet 
seat, Maud Allan dance once in a music hall. 
In a long theatrical advertisement, nearly 
all:the space was given up to big-type brag 
about Maud. Knowing that she had gone 
from San Francisco to become a sudden stage 
fad in London, I took note of the line, “ Half 
price at Saturday matinées.”” .-The evening 
charge for a chair is $2.50, so I was lured by 
the belief that I could get Maud for half as 
much. I went for the bargain. And gave up 
the usual 12 cents for the program in which 
to find out that Maud performed in the even- 
ings only. 

The next day’s Sunday advertisement had, 
in letters five times the size of the other spe- 
cialistea, “The great Maud Allan,” and— 
smaller—‘‘ She will dance at a special mat- 
inée on Thursday.’’ The hayseed hadn't yet 
been combed out of my hair. On Monday 
evening I sat in a seat costing $2.50, and on 
scanning the 12 cent program learned that 
Maud Aldan had closed her evening engage- 
ment and would appear this week one after- 
noon only. I swore to see her and did at 
that special; but that afternoon the price 
was raised to that of anevening. Thus the 
operator of the game won from me §12.86— 
for I tock a companion at each visit. 

Maud Allan, seeing Isadora Duncan's Gre- 
clan dances in bare limbs, imitated them here 
with all of their original grace of audacity, 
and has become a theatrical celebrity. To 
describe Maud’s exploit of artistic nudity, 
however, would repeat what you have read 


about Isadora’s. 


se ; 

A quarter of an hour of pictorial dancing 
at one of the halls attempting to be American 
in stuff as well as style; and it was so very 
sightly—so much finer stagefuls than we 
ever get in our vaudeville—that I never 
minded its condensation of three miles of 
Broadway into one scene, with the Times 
building from Times squere facing the Her- 
ald building from Herald square, while the 


statue of Washington from Union square 
gazed across the way at one of Taft, and 
Madison square’s trolley cars were crossing 
directly to the Brooklyn bridge at City Hall 
square. The title ‘On the Square,’’ was no 
more at odds with the map of New York 
than the dances by red Indians, yellow Chi- 
nese, and black Africans were with Broad- 
way customs. However, those things may 
have been especially rearranged for rapid 
exhibition to the English tourists who 
alighted among them frem a trans-Atlantic 
balloon. |

Therein were the first phalanxes I have yet 
seen in either London or Paris, recruited 
and drilled in the American method of uni- 
formity in sizes, shapes, and motions. Near- 
ly all the dancing at the halls is in the way 
of orthodox grand ballets. At this same 
Alhambra, the legend of Venus and Cupid 
was enacted with a small premier of the 
tip-toe kind for the god of love, a big women 
for the goddess, and as many trained cory- 
phees as the stage would hold. It was fine 
art; and the people appreciate it; but it would 
be ruinous to an American vaudeville house 
through ite cost and lack of popularity. 

The same dancers, though, were utilized for 
Americans in “On the Square '’—with the 
Cupid and Venus out and a Topsy in. We 
have negroes on our variety stage in plenty, 
but always separate from white performers. 
Haven't you observed how, when a white 
actress uses black boys, she keeps aloof as 
though in fear of contamination. Yet here 
was a real negress, billed as Topsy, paired off 
in several dances with a principal white girl 
and mixed intimately with the others in the 
action. Nor was the audience siow to ap 
plaud her first rate darkyisms.

An American visitor to English music halls 
comes across specialists whom he has seen in 
vaudeville at home. The exchange of talent 
between all parts of the old world and North 
America is general. A difference to be noted 
abroad is that, while big ballet spectacles 
are usual, our practice of transferring costly 
dramatic actors to vaudeville in short plays 
4s almost unknown. 

In the undergrade of halls, especially those 
in the outskirting sections, performers divide 
the afternoon or evening among three houses, 
and as the whole show in these cheap places 
is given three times daily—at 2 o'clock, 7, 
and 10—an “‘artist’’ may give his ‘‘ act” 
nine times for the three meals he gets. Usual- 
ly he puts on his makeup soon after noon, 
and if it is elaborate doesn’t take & off till 


past midnight. If he is a fellow of small 
account he ts likely to lounge in the theater's 
barroom when off the stage with his comic 
paint and clothes on. The manager favors 
that because it incites traffic in drinks. 

> 

A persisting search was necessary to find 
the uttermost depth of vaudeville in London— 
that ie to say, a big taproom with a chair- 
man to direct a crude entertainment by real 
and bogus volunteers. Such places used to 
be common; now they are by-gone; and it was 
in the Whitechapel slum that I dropped into 
the Mug and Tuppence, Names of public 
resorts here are historical or traditional 
mostly; but *twagn’'t so in this instance, for 
the title meant that a mug big enough to 
hold an ordinary quaff of beer would be 
filled for tuppence—four cents—with stuf 
that smelt, tasted, and intoxicated like gin. 
They had benches for two hundred and 
most of them were occupied, at ten in thé 
evening, by bum men and bleary women. 

The chairman, I am sure, was an aristo- 
cratic butler gone wrong; and if by any 
chance that wasn’t so, then he was a de- 
generate old actor of pompous flunkies on 
the stage. He was most impressive. His 
equal for oracular solemnity has never exist- 
ed among all the negro minstrel middle men 
that ever talked bass. Yet he could be a col- 
loquial jester. 

“Perhaps one of the gentlemen from the 
States will kindly oblige with a song or a 
wheeze,” he said, after our party was settled 
down to rye whiskey and soda for easy 
identification, “and pending a response the 
professor will play ‘ Yankee Doodle.’ ” 

The songs, dances, and wheezes—anec- 
dotal or topical jocularity—were rough fraw, 
and sometin.es indecent. It was hard to tell 
the hired persons from the gratuitous ama- 
teurs. Once in a while a waiter kindly 
obliged with ditties so cockney that I could 
only guess the purport. A woman of full 
60, with something in her gin-and-fog vaice 
faintly echoing vocal culture from long ago 
girlhood, sang “‘ Annie Laurie” and “ Sally 
in Our Alley.” A poor creature who had 
sunk as low in two score years as that woman 
in three, gave a dance that indicated ballet 
training at some point in a slide downward 
from Mayfair to Whitechapel. An undoubt- 
ed amateur, in the brass buttons and frayed 
velveteen of a coster, began a song, but @dn't 
finish it, owing to the audience's turbulent 
objection, which culminated in the impact 
of a pewter mug and the vocalist’s equally 
hard mug, making a dent in both. 

“Order, gentlemen, order,” the chairman 
shouted, as ne whacked his table with a 
gavel. “Amateurs who endeavor to amuse 
us should not be treated impolitely. And as 
to our mugs—positively, ladies and gentle- 
men—they must not be battered.” 
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chorus threw away its gloves and used do- 
mestic exercise to develop the arms, legs, 
and waist muscles. 

** Don't choose a Gibson girl,” the soubrette 
fang to the young man about to get married. 
The ditty ended: ‘“ A lady acrobat will be 
more useful in your flat,’ and the chorus on 
the stage demonstrated that lady acrobats 
also are the style in choristers just now. 

Musical comedy may be said to be in its 

Rooseveltian period. For the girls in ‘‘ The 
Goddess of Liberty ’”’ chorus the last three 
weeks have been a Marathon of strenuosity. 
Punching bags, tennis racquets, polo sticks, 
golf clubs, parlor exercisers, fencing folls, 
medicine balls, and other gymnasium appa- 
ratus must be as easily handled, and she who 
cannot wear a sweater or ‘a polo suit would 
better give up her hopes at once. 
, But the chorus girl ts not the only one who 
feels the influence of the African lion hunter. 
There is the prima donna, for instance. 
Here she comes, followed by the leading 
man. He is a strapping Englishman in 
search of a fortune, and she is the niece of 
an American millionaire who wants a title 
to hang up in the library, and who has emu- 
lated the athletic ex-president to such an 
extent that he has all the members of his 
family, the girls included, running Marathon 
races and riding unbroken colts. 

What are the prima donna and the leading 
man doing? Making love? No, not just yet. 
They are wrestling. 

“Put your arm around my waist—fke 
that,”’ says the prima donna, taking a peek 
at her manuscript. ‘‘ Now put your right 
hand under my left knee—’’ 

The producer reminds the leading man 
that it is just a rehearsal. 

“Look as though you wanted to jump 
into the English channel,’’ shouts Mr. Pro 
ducer, who seems to think the public will 
just rave over the wrestling match. “ Look 
as though you wanted to sneak away and 
cove? up your head.” 

The leading man looks all that—and more 
—and thumbs his manuscript for his cue. 
His cue is to look for rain clouds, then go 
back to tha neck hold again, and be tempted 
to kiss the strenuous goddess of liberty who 
is putting him off his head and his feet. Just 
as he reaches a pucker out to get the kiss 
the prima donna catches him under the chin 
with one arm and under the knee with a 
foot, and —” bing ’’—down he goes on a mat. 
At least he says he goes down. 

“ Bing!’’ be shouts, “I’m down.” 

**O” have I killed him?’ cries the prima 
donna. 

The producer’s whistle sounds as though 
the police are coming to make a pull. 

“ Why don't you fall?.” asks the producer. 

“ Because,”” the leading man confesses, “I 
haven't any pads on and my shins and 
shoulders are black and blue, and last night 
when we did this I hit my knee on the leg of 
a table and it’s stiff.”

The first joyful moment to the chorus cir! 
who hops and sings morning, noon, and night 
rehearsing for a musical production is that 
when she is measured for her costumes, and 
the seco is that. a few weeks later, when 
she is perMitted to wear the gowns for the 
first time—at the “costume parade.” Next 
to the chorus girls’ delight the costume pa- 
rade seems to be an institution for the tor- 
ture of costumers and dressmakers. 

** Girls, get on costumes for the first act,” 
shouts the producer. 

Away they scamper and in a jiffy they are 
back, pulling and tugging. ready for inspec- 
tion. The producer is down in a seat in the 
front row. A few seats away is the theater 
manager, whose thousands are going into 
the show. Between them they have cor- 
ralled the man who measured the girls and

made the clothes. Grouped around are au- 
thors, music composer, press agent, stage 
carpenter, electrician, wardrobe mistress, 
office boy, back door man, chief usher, and 
other volunteers, ready to render assistance 
in case the costumer attempts to escape with- 
out a satisfactory remedy of his mistakes. 

A Gerisive laugh from the producer. 

“ Sey,’ he says to Mr. Stitch, the costum- 
er, “that dress on the third girl from the 


‘end looks like a gunny sack. No shape, 


too long. Tight at the neck and loose at

The third girl from the end pipes up:

‘Sir Herbert Beerbohm Treé 


Is Popular as Knighted Actor. 


By Malcolm Watson. 


LONDON. — [Speciai Correspondence. ]— 
Two days ago Tree knelt before the king and 
rose Sir Herbert. The announcement of the 
honor to be conferred upon him was, of 
course, made some weeks ago, but it was 
only on Thursday that he, in conjunction 
with Arthur Wing Pinero, recefved the royal 
accolace. 

The bestowal of a knighthood on the pop- 
ular actor-manager has occasioned gereral 
satisfaction. Personally I have no great sym- 
pathy with such acts of royal favor in rela- 
tion to actors, but assuredly no one de- 
served it better than Tree. It is an open 
secret that he would have received it long 
ago had he been somewhat less of a bo- 
hemian and shown a less pronounced spirit 
of independénce. 

Among the hundreds, I might almost say 
thousands, of congratulatory messages re- 
ceived by him there is only one couched in 
what I may describe a& an ambiguous vein. 
It came from Sir Squire Bancroft and ran 
as follows: ‘‘ Glad that the king honors our 
proftssion.’”” The telegram might be. taken 
to suggest thatin the sender's judgment afly- 
body would have done as well as Tree.

The l&tter, by the way, is off to Marien- 
bad to drink the waters for three weeks. He 
brought his season at His Majesty's te a 
chose a week ago with apleasant little speech 
in which he dealt out compliments pretty 
well to everybody, himself included. Tree 
is a confirmed optimist and it was natural 
he should seize on the opportunity to play 
ghe part of “praiser of his own times.” 
The drama, he declared, was never in so 
vital and so promising a condition as it is 
at present.

Tree himeelf is to give us a “translation ™ 
of Eugene Brieux’s “ La Foi,”’ named “False 
Gods” by the adapter, James Bernard Fagan, 
who ts shortly to cross the Atlantic to super- 
intend rehearsals of his play, ‘‘ The Earth.” 
I have read the piece and I am confident that 
artistically it will create something of a 
sensation. The action takes place iff Egypt 
8,000 years ago, but the theme is intrinsically 
modern, I have already given some details 
of the story and there is no need, therefore, 
to go over old ground. Enough thatittreats 
of the perennial struggle between faith and 
skepticism, between religion and science

By the time this reaches the other side 
H. B. Irving will, I expect, have secured a 
lease of the Waldorf. This, it may be re- 
membered, was the theater which the Shu- 
berts selected for their pied-Aa-terre in Lon- 
don. From the outset the venture proved 
a failure and things went from bad to worse 
until at length the Shuberts retired. some- 
what ignominiously, from the struggle. From 
time to time the Waldorf reopened its doors 
only to close them again with a promptitude 
which left everything to be desired.

Mr, 
(ireet is also correct when he says that 
the general standard of play writing at 
present is not a high one, and yet thete 
are many notable exceptions. of 
the most successful plays now the 
stage, like “The Lion and the Mouse,” 
for instance, deal with the aspects and 
tendencies.of modern commercial life, or, 
like “ The Servant in the House,” with 
social questions of the highest  impor- 
tance. These and other performances of 
the same class have been largely attended 
by business men who have been ente:- 
“tained quite as pleasurably as they would 
have been at a musical comedy show or 
in a summer garden. While it is trna 
that the great majority of people go to 
the theater to be amused, and that tired 
business men require relaxation, it does 
not follow that they will aot patronize 
performances of a high order if they are 
entertaining.

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HAT relatfons between the courts of 
St. James and of Berlin are once more 
strained is evident from the postpone- 
ment at the last minute of the visit of 
the crown prince and crown princess 
of Germany to England, after all sorts of 
entertainments, including a court ball, had 
been specially organized in their honor. It 
is perfectly true that the crown princess is 
in a delicate state of health, expecting an 
addition to her family, but this was known 
at the beginning of July, before the invita- 
tions for the state ball In question were is- 
sued. Moreover, if the crown princess could 
not have come—she has never been to Eng- 
land since her marriage—her husband, at 
any rate, could have run over for a few 
days, in order to make amends for her ab- 
sence. 
“= ~ 
What serves to emphasize the unpleasant- 
ness in this connection is the fact that, al- 
though some two dozen or more English 
officers, representatives of the regiments 
which had taken part in the battle of 
Minden, in which British and Prussian 
troops fought side by side against the 
French in 1759, had accepted invitatians to 
attend the one hundred and fiftieth anni- 
versary celebration of that Anglo-Prussian 
victory Sunday last at Minden, where they 
were to be the guests of the emperor, and 
where the most elaborate preparations had 
been made for their reception and entertain- 
ment, they failed at the last moment to ap- 
pear. The previous Thursday or Friday —that 
is to say, about forty-eight hours before 
the festival—news was received at Berlin 
that, owing to sudden prohibitory orders is- 
sued from the war department at Whitehall, 
none of the invited officers would be alloweé 
to proceed to Minden or to attend the cele- 
bration of the anniversary. 
—~- 


Nor is this all. The Prussian field mar- 
shal, Von der Goltz, who with considerable 
reluctance recently undertook, at the press- 
ing entreaty of the new régime in Turkey, 
the reorganization of the Ottoman army, 
obtaining for the purpose six months or a 
year’s leave of absence from the kaiser, is 
abandoning his task in anger and disgust and 
returning at once to Germany, complaining 
that the obstacles placed in his way by the 
leading Turkish statesmen and commanders, 
at the instigation of the English and Russian 
embassies at Stamboul, are such ag to render 
his position intolerable. 

It would seem as if there had been a com- 
plete and radical change for the worse in the 
relations between England and Germany 
since the recent interview of the kaiser and 
the czar in the Gulf of Finland, and there 
are rumors to the effect that Nicholas con- 
veyed to England afterwards an intimation 
that William had revealed his hand, and 
that it was far from friendly towards Great 
Britain. This latter story is, however, mere 
court gossip, which must be taken for what 
it is worth. One fact remains—namely: that 
the kaiser himself is almost alone at the 
court of Berlin, and quite the only member of 
his family to entertain English sympathies. 
He persists in these, despite all the rebuffs 
qgwhich he has received, but his sentiments 
are not shared by any of his sons, who do 
not make any secret of the fact that they 
are quite as bitter towards Great Britain 
as most of the Teuton military caste, and, 
indeed, as the bulk of the German people.

Apropos of the last state ball at Bucking- 
ham palace, which had been arranged in hon- 
or of the crown prince and crown princess of 
Germany, altogether unprecedented strict- 
ness was displayed on the xurrival of the 
guests in Insisting on the presentation of 
their cards of invitation, or, failing that, of 
their visiting cards. Several who were un- 
able to comply with this demand were de- 
tained long enough to sign their names ina 
book, which was compared with the invita- 
tion list. The most extravagant rumors en- 
sued, conspicuous among them being one to 
the effect that the assassination of Sir Cur- 
zon Wyllie at the semi-official entertainment 
given at the Imperial institute had caused 
the authorities to fear that some white or 
dusky anarchist might happen into the pal- 
ace and take advantage of the ball to make 
an attempt on the life of the king. This was 
a trifle farfetched. 

The truth of the matter is that on several 
occasions people have had the impudence to 
attend these state balls without having re- 
ceived any ‘‘royal commands '’—that is to 
say, invitations—the female offenders rely- 
ing upon their exquisite toilets, their beauti- 


ments are crowded on these occasions with 
nearly 2,000 guests, to escape the notice of 
the officials concerned. In one particular in- 
stance a well known New York couple, who 
had failed to secure presentation by their 
own ambassador, managed in this fashion 
to attend a state ball, under the wing of 
an Arglo-American dame who is noted for 
her enterprise in piloting strangers through 
the mazes of London society, and for spon- 
soring them—in return for a consideration. 
There was no end of a row. But it seems 
that early in this year there were fresh 
grounds for complaint, and the king and 
queen, being determined to put a stop to 
the presence of uninvited guests. at their 
court and state balls, have now adopted 
extremely. rigorous measures, not only with 
regard to the presentation of cards at the 
entrance, but in obtaining the assurance that 
the bearers are the actual people whose 
names figure thereon.

The lists which have been published of the 
guests present at-the children’s party given 
by Queen Alexandra at Buckingham Palace 
just before she left London, for the young- 
sters of the prince and princess of Wales 
and of the crown prince and crown princess 
of Sweden, are all imaginative, as the queen 
insists that no list shall be given out or pub- 
lished, taking the sensible view that it is not 
wholesome for youngsters to see their names 
in the papers, and, moreover, wishing to 
avoid the heart burning and disappointment 
suffered by those little ones whom she had 
for one reason or another been unable to ask. 

There were some small people there who 
were treated with particular attention by the 
queen, and whose names recall a romance. 
They were the little children of Baron and 
Baroness yon Vincke. The baron is a good 
looking retired officer of gavalry in the 
Prussian army, while the baroness was Prin- 
cess Sibyl of Hesse, youngest sister of the 
blind landgrave of Hesse and a first cousin 
of Queen Alexandra, /her father, the late 
Landgrave Alexander Frederick of Hesse. 
having been ‘the brother of the late Queen 
Loulse of Denmark. One of the brothers of 
Princess Sibyl, Frederick Charles of Hesse, 
is married to Princess Margaret of Prussia, 
the: youngest sister of the kaiser, and all 
sorts of obstacles were raised to the union 
of the princess to Baron Vincke, on the 
ground of their difference in rank. For, al- 
though the nobility of the Von Vinckes is 
ancient, dating back to the dawn of German 
history, it was not considered of sufficient 
importance to warrant marriage with a royal 
princess.

life. The sooner we recognize this the quick- 
er will we be relieved of one hindrance to real 
ligion. 

Ome of the worst types of character is that 
which fortifies itself with the boast that it 
never did any harm. The test of life wili not 
be by the mischief we have left undone, but 
by the positive good we have done, The 
man, who is too lazy to get into trouble or to 
do any harm wins no merit by his inno- 
cence. 

‘There is no gocd in the goodness that is 
only innocencé of evil. Whenever a life is 
given over to negation. to the sole alm of be- 
ing absolutely free from all wrong, it al- 
ways finds that as soon as it is rid of sin in 
one form the old enemy Is entering in a dozen 
new ways. There Is no goodness save posi- 
tive goodness. The only way to overcome evil 
is to put the whole life into the pursuit of 
the good. 

It is wholly a vain endeavor to hope to find 
goodness by negation. Yet it is the easiest 
thing in the world, without even giving voice 
to the foolish prayer, ‘‘ O, to be nothing,’’ to 
answer practically the prayer for yourself. 
The strange thing is that those people who 
try most successfully to be nothing are most 
willing to give themselves away on any altar 
or in any cause. 

He only ts good who is good for something, 
and the real measure of his goodness is in 
the giving of efficient service to his world. 
To be good means that you have caught the 
com- 
plete, ordered, trained life, that life Nas be- 
come worth the living for the sake of the 
value and meaning you may put into it. 

The really good people in this world never 
have time to stop and take stock of them- 
selves; they are so busy doing their work and 
fighting their battles that they cannot stop 
to look in the mirror and see whether their 
helmets are on straight or count their pulses 
to see whether they are healthy. They do 
not even know often whether they are good 
or not. 

Real religion must either be out for busi- 
ness or go out of business. It must either 
make the world better, be doing things for 
the ideals which it sees, or acknowledge that 
it is nothing but a dream oradelusion. Now 
when one is in the thick of as big an under- 
taking as religion sets before him, nothing 
less than the redemption of the whole world, 
he has no energy left to wonder whether he fs 
as good as he ought to be. 

The sickly saints are always worrying 
over their souls; their spiritual livers are 
always out of order because they are perpet- 
ually examining them. They complain and 
groan so much that the ignorant, hearing 
them, imagine religion to be a mournful af- 
fair. The pious hypochondriacs are so near 
to hypocrites that they have the same effect 
on others. 

He only is good who does good. Every man 
is good in the measure of the life he gives 
the world. He only is fit for heaven who is 
really fit. efficient, for the service of heaven 
here. The greatest need of the world is 
men and women to whom the divine plans. of 
life are so glorious that they will pay any 
price to become proficient In realizing them. 

There is a world of good work to be done 
right.here. You may cease to worry as to 
whether you are good or not if you will but 
begin to do with all your powers the good 
work that lies next to your hands. The 
only way to be is to do. Every man really 
refiects the thing for which he works. He 
who works 4or the ideal kingdom shows its 
glory in his countenance. He whoserves the 
good, who does good. is changed to its glory 
though he knows it not.

-He possesses a far wider circle of friends 
than his father; friends whom he made on 
the football and cficket field during the years 
that he spent at school-in England; friends 
whose good will he won as a pargicular!s 
agreeable comrade while-doing gallant serv- 
ice as an officer of Russian cavalry during 
the war in China In 1900; friends by whose 
side he worked as a special war correspond- 
ent at Muscovite headquarters durifig the 
conflict between Russia and Japan in 1904; 
and friends with whom he has been brought 
into contact during hés life in Paris, on the 
Riviera. in-Italy, and in Austria. where 
he will henceforth make his principal 
home, at the chateau of Frohsdorf, near 
the Hungarian border. There is not one of 
all these friends but who.will be gratified 
and pleased with the declaration made by 
Don Jaime after his father's funeral that 
he would never involve Spain in the hor- 
rors of a civil war for the advancement of 
his own rights to the crown of Spain; that 
he woul@ never do anything to hamper or 
disturb the reign of his cousin, Alfonso XIII, 
and that the only case,in which he would 
allow himself to be induced to enter Spain, 
and to summon his followers to arms, would 
be if misfortunes were to overtake the pres- 
ent king. if his throne were overturned, an- 
archy and chaos were to ensue in the pen- 
insula, and it in consequence thereof be- 
came incumbent*upon every true Spanish 
patriot to contribute his share to the restora- 
tion of law and order.

Nearly a year ago I intimated in these 
articles, on the strength of private letters, 
that the end of Carlism was in sight; that 
Don Carlos and his only brother, Don Al- 
fonso, were averse to any armed conflict 
in behalf of the cause for which they —_ 
fought so repeatedly in the seventies, an 
that Don Jaime Was a man of too modern 
and liberal ideas to ever take up arms; on 
his father's death, to champion the policy 
to which they were committed—namely: one 
of well nigh medieval reaction. A contra- 
dicticn of my assertions was issued from 
Carlist headquarters in Venice and at Mad- 
rid. Indeed, from Spain it was intimated 
that the ceath of Don Carlos would be fol- 
lowed by an appeal to arms on the part of 
Don Jaime and in the outbreak of a Carlist 
insurrection more important’ than any of 
those that brought so much misery and 
trouble upon Spain inthe nineteenth cen- 
tury. Events, however, have proved the 
truth of my forecast, and Don Jaime has 
fulfilled the expectations concerning him by 
those who know him best, in virtually aban- 
doning his pretensions to the throne of Epain, 
at any rate as long as it is occupied by King 
Alfonso and his children. 

By adopting this attitude Don Jaime sat- 
isfies everybody, save the nameless and pen- 
niless adventurers and soldiers of fortune 
who have nothing to risk and everything tc 
gain in a Carlist insurrection. All those 
Spanish grandees and territorial magnates 
who have remained true to the Carlist cause, 
by reason of family tradition and hereditary 
loyalty to.the Carlist branch of the dynasty, 
realize full well that were Don Jaime to 
embark upon a conflict with King Alfonso, 
it would, at the best, prove a forlorn hope. 
which would result in the confiscation of 
their ancestral possessions, in exile. in loss 
of liberty, and even death, without any pros- 
pect of victory. They are therefore grate- 
ful to Don Jaime for abstaining from de- 
manding of them these sacrifices for his 
sake. 

The reigning houses of Great Britain, of 
Russia, of Austria. of Prussia, and Bavaria 
are all allied to the present cecupante of 
the throne of Spain by ties of kinship. 
They, too, appreciate the action of Don 
Jaime in refraining from anything that 
might be calculated to add to the serivus 
Jifficulties with which King Alfonso is con- 
fronted. Were he.to put himself forward 
as an active pretender to the Spanish crown, 
not only they but also every other govern- 
ment maintaining friendly relations with 
Spain would be in duty bound to decline to 
permit his sojourn Within their borders, on 
the ground that it. would be an abuse of 
their hospitality Yor him to organize, while 
their guest, hostilities aguinst a friendly 
ruler. Finally, by expressing good will and 
sympathy for Don Alfcnso at Vienna the 
other day, Don Jaime has earned the favor 
of the church, and in particular of the pope.

| Degeneration the Penalty for Sloth. 


HERE is no understanding the ways and works 
of lwing nature, unless we take into account 
the influence of degeneration. Evoluti®@n is not 
all progress. The development of life is not 
always attended by advance, and devolution is 
as marked a fact and circumstance of vitality 
as are the rise and progress which, in the 
main, are traceable as the factors that have 
given us the varied’ warp and woof of life. 
Biologists generally recognize that there are, in 
truth, three great forces or conditions which 

determine the fate of a living species. 
l‘irst, there are advance and development, 
which tend towards the raising of the anima! 
or plant in the sc&le of life. In the second 
place, we may find a state of stability in which the organism rests in 
statu quo ante. It neither progresses. nor recedes, but remains 
unchanged and unchanging through long periods of time. Finally, 
there is degeneration, which operates toward producing a state of 
greater Simplicity im’ place of the complexity which attends evolution, 
viewed as advance. This degeneration may be called biological back- 
sliging. he animal or plant tends to lose the normal! features of its 
race anc to lapse backwards to a condition in which it may, indeed, 


part with even all the essential features of its structure, and exhibit 
the wholesale effects of a literal sinking into the slums of existence. 

Thus regarded, a species is either progressing or standing still or 
declining. The influence of degeneration has left its mark on whole 
groups of animals and plants. It is, in truth, only through our recog- 
nition of physical dacksliding that we can explain the origin of many 
typical states and conditions of animal and plant species. Take, for 
example,.the case of “ parasites.” A parasite everybody recognizes as 
an animal or plant which liyes at the expense of another living being, 
animal, or plant, as the case may be. Some animal parasites infest 
neighbor animals; others sponge upon plants, to use the schoalboy’s 
expression; while plants, in turn, may be parasitic either on other 
plants or upon animals. The mistletoe is a parasite on oak or apple. 
Though it does draw so much nourishment from the host on which it 
appears aS an unwelcome and unbidden guest, it can, nevertheless, 
feed itself in some degree, for it possesss leaves, and thereby can drink 
in carbonic acid gas from the air, and _ utilize it, as. all green plants do, 
as part and parcel of its food supply. Much more degenerate than 
mistletoe is the dodder plant, which is a farmer’s enemy, and whose 
structure has degenerated to an extent which leaves it as a mere 
wiry looking growth that strangles other “plents of nobler aspect and 
mien.

sets in. It has to pay the penalty of an easy and inglorious life, for 
the parasite has ever been regarded as the type of all that is mean and 
‘ow. Nature exacts the penalty of idleness and indolence in depriving 
the parasite in time of its structures essential to a healthy existence. 
If it has no need to forage for food it will have no need of organs to 
Hence feelers and jaws will disappear, and as it 
may feed on the food prepared by its host for the latter’s own use— 
being a boarder as well as lodger—its digestive organs will similarly 
decline. Being fixed on its host, its legs or other locomotor orga will 
degenerate; and, as it has noj need of sense organs, eyes dnd ears will 
vanish away. 

This wholesale stripping of the parasite of ite structures is the 
inevitable result of the operation of the law of disuse. When parts 
and organs are not regularly and properly employed for the purposes 
Nature intends them to serve they disappear. Degeneration is, there- 
fore, Nature’s way of reproving her lazy and indolent children for their 
choice of an easy, and at the same time indolent, existence. It is in 
the heat of the struggle for existence. when the warfare is most hotiy 
waged, that bone and muscle, nerve and brain become best attuned 
towards the perfection of function that constant use implies and en- 
courages.

parasites originally were active; degeneration has made them what 
they are.

burning with one common love for man. one 
common hatred against oppression.’

man should take the place erstwhile given to 
service of God, a brotherhood in which work 
should be worship and love should be bap- 
tism, in which none should be regarded as 
alien who was willing to work for humen 
good.”” The two launched the Link, a half 
penny .weekly, the spirit of which was ex- 
pressed by its motio, from Victor Hugo: 
“The people are silence. I wiil be tbe ad- 
vocaie of the silence. I will speak of the 
small to the great and of the weak tec the 
strong.”’

sophical questions were urging attention.

That was the early spring of 1887. In May 
the same year she joined the Theosophical 
society.

‘that I plunged headlong into theosophy 
and let my enthusiasm carry me away. I 
think the charge is true in so far as the de- 
cision was swiftly taken; but it had been 
long led up to and realized the dreams of 
childhood on the higher planes of intellectual 
womanhood. More than all I hoped for in 
that first plunge has been realized, and a 
certainty of knowledge has been gained on 
doctrines seen as true as that swift flash of 
illumination , *

‘I know by personal experience that the 
soul exists end that my soul, not my body, 
is myself; it can leave the body at will; 
that it can, disembodied, read and learn 
from living human teachers, and bring back 
and impress on the physical brain that which

Most European countries have been vis- 
ited and branches of the society founded in 
each: France, Belgium. Holland, Germany, 
Hungary, Italy.

Unwonted frankness and unaffected direct- 
pess mark an article by Charles D. McCaul] 
in the Fine Arts Journal for July. He-—or, 
perhaps, it was the editor—captions the con- 
tribution ‘‘ The Making of a Great Hit.” and 
as adjectives go in theatricals this may be 
regarded as not necessarily impairing the 
clean. informative, honest value of Mr. Mc 
Caull's story. ° 

The “ great hit ’’ is the comedy of ** A Gen- 
theman from Mississippi,’ and the article 
deals with its development from a nebulous, 
unwritten scenario back in the days when 
Alfred Henry Lewis’ novel of “‘ The Boss ”’ 
Was among the six best sellers, to the formal 
launching of the comedy in Washington, D. 
C., on’ Sept. 21 last. through the New York 
City premiére a week later, down tothe open- 
ing of a Chicago run by a second cast on 
April 26. 

Mr. McCaul! speaks of New York and Chi- 
eago in the vernacular as the ‘‘two best 
show towns in the world,”’ andi then proceeds 
to explain that he means in a business sense. 

**T have no wish to flutter,”’ he writes, “ the 
lofty persons who think that the best stage 
art is to be found in London, Paris. Berlin, 
and Vienna. Results are what tell with 
the managers of plays and players. and it Is 
im these two well ocntrasted American cities 
that we first look for results.”’ 

There is no reason, according to Mr. Mc- 
Caull, to cover up any of the material his- 
tory of the comedy: Patently, he is*not in 
sympathy with the pose of theatrical men 
and women who affect to deride the stage as 
commerce and preterd that all that is gcod 
in the theater springs from what they cal) 
an “ art impulse.’’

It-seems that Thomas A. Wise, who wrote 
the play in collabcration with Harrison 
Rhodes, had his thoughts first turne@ to- 
ward the impersonation cf an up to date 
Statesman by reading ** The Boss,"' which a 
great many persons regardeg as Mr. Lewis’ 
semi-fictive bicgraphy of Richard Croker, to 


whom the novelist was close in the late ‘0s. 

Mr. Wise obtained the stage rights of the 
book; but the novel passed from vogue be- 
fore he was able to-find a playwright will- 
ing to dramatize it. All whom he sought for 
the work told him that the political ** boss ”’ 
of everyday life could never be a sympa- 
thetic or likable stage type, no matter how 
good a fellow he might~ be shown in the 
course of the dramatic Intrigue. 

Then, a year or so later, along. comes 
George Broadhurst with his dramatization 

f Philadelphia's civic upheaval of 1905, 
“The Man of the Hour,’ and proved that 
all the other playwrights were wrong. 

Mr. Wise's dream:-of a “ boss’ who should 
be a suecess in the theater then underwent 
a transformation. He was.taken ill in Chi- 
cago and in his convalescence thought out 
another type of indigenous politician—a ‘** big 
hearted, unsophisticated chap, who should 
be for atime a victim of the sharps, but one 
with such untarnishable honor and honesty 
that he should win leadership in the end. The 
filmy figure solidified Into Senator William 
Langdog; the protagonist of *.A Gentleman 
from Missigsippl.’"’ Mr. Rhodes was the 
first literary playwright with a “* name ’’— 
he had helped Anthony Hope write “‘ Captain 
Dieppe '’—to\ happen along, and he and Wise 
set to work to complete the play. 

“They took the powerful Aldrich ‘ag the 
prototype of the man who should oppose their 
hero in the performance of his duty; but\they 
madeé this opponent human, and plausible. 
and persuasive, as they made the hero. him- 
self. Langdon, like Capt. Corcoran. must. on 
occasion. use the big, big ‘D’ ; he liked the 
drink of Bourbon which the scheming Pea- 
body weuld not touch. He was not too 
good, and Peabody was not too bad. 
Wise and Rhodes had, in their time. been 
newspaper reporters, and, jike all geod ores.

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HE WISE-FAIRBANKS SMILE IN NEWYORK 


Has Gone to Same Theater 
Each Week for 24 Years. 


Twenty-four years of steady playgoing is 
the record of Frank Wollin, 88 North Hal- 
sted street. The greater part of his unfailing 
patronage has been bestowed on one theater. 
@ play house which has undergone as many 
changes. both in construction and policy, as 
any place of amusement in the city. Wollin 
backs his record by a file of. programs 
stretching back to 1885. 

The house that Wollin has patronized so 
extensively is the Olympic theater, which on 
Aug. 29 swerves from the vaudeville field 
to musical comedy with “‘ The Queen of the 
Moulin Rouge.’ This north sider has seen 
the play house through many régimes, and 
now may class himself with its historic name 
as a fixture. 

“ There were five of us young fellows who 
started visiting the Olympic theater back 
in the middle ‘80s,” said Wollin the other 
day. ‘‘ We used to say: ‘ Let's go down to 
the 0.’ That's: what every one called the 
Olympic then. Saturday night and Sunday 
night were the times we ret apart for visit- 
ing the show. 

“ All of us eventually married and the rest 
gradal:y dropped the habit of going week 
after week, but I have kept right on. I 
even broke my little son Irving in early. 

_ When he was 4 years old I took him to the 
Olympic, but they wwuldn’t let him in. The 
next year, when he was larger. I took him, 
and he now has the habit like myself.

“In those days the Olympic was in a little, 
Marrow grey stone front building about four 
stories high, and there was only one en- 
trance—on Clark street.

Every First Place Goes to Michigan 
Avenue Team. 


Chicago Athletic association athletes, mak- 
ing up one of the classiest teams that ever 
wore the Cherry Circle, took first honors in 
the annua! Central A. A. U. meet on Marshall 
field yesterday. The events were a, succes- 
sion of record breaking feats, marks in seven 
of the fifteen contests going by the boards. 

Practically no competition was furnished 
the Michigan avenue athletes, who took 
every first place without being pushed. Of 
126 possible points Coach Delaney’s men 
piled up a total of 110, Central yy.

to unattached athletes. As an interassoci- 
ation meet, the affair was not taken seri- 
ously. Nevertheless, there was constantly 
evident some of the keenest competition ever 
seen’ on Marshall field. The struggle was 
among the C. A. A. stars themselves by vir- 
tue of their anxiety to secure berths on the 
team that travels to Seattle to compete inthe 
Alaskan-Yukon-Pacific games on Aug. 13 
and 14. 

Waller, Ramey, Crocombe, Hamilton, 
Irons, and Horner hung up new marks for 
‘the Central A. A. U., while May tied the time 
of 10 seconds in the century. 


Sensational Jump by Irons. 

Probably the most sensatonal performance 
of the day was the leap of 24 feet 1 inch by 
Frank Irons, who last summer won the 
broad jump at the Olympic games in London. 
The best Central A. A. U. mark made before 
yesterday was 21 feet 11% inches, made by 
George Schobinger. The former holder had 
to be content with third place at yesterday's 
meet, Markley, an unattached jumper, also 
beating him. ‘ 

Frank Waller and Joe Horner, wearing Chi- 
cago Athletic association colors, tied for 
individual honors. Each, in addition to set- 
ting up a new record, took two firsts, Waller 
capturing the 440 yard dash and the 220 yard 
low hurdles and Horner taking the ehotput 
and discus throw. 

Waller sent a thrill through the crowd when 
he forged? ahead ef Bhaw in the isst fifteen 
yarde of the low sticks event and bettered 
the defeated athlete’s time by one-fifth of a 
second. Waller traveled the distance in :25. 
This performance came after the ex-Wiscon- 
sin athlete had won the quarter mile from 
Lindberg in the fast time of :50 4-5. 

Horner shoved the sixteen pound shot out 
44 feet 1% inches, the best distance made 
previously being 43 feet 7 inches by Bur- 
roughs. Horner came back with a 121 foot 
toss of the discus, beating his nearest oppo- 
nent, Brundage, by ten feet. ~ 

The half mile run was the occasion of a 
‘big surprise when “ Chuck’ French, for- 
merly of Cornell and winner of the eastern 
intercollegiate, failed to place. Horace Ra- 
mey romped in a winner by a large margin, 
Wallace of C. A. A., his team mate, and 
Sauer of Central Y. M. C.A. fighting hard for 
second place. Ramey’s time was caught at 
1:50 2-5, a new record. 


Hamilton in Old Form. 

“ Red” Hamilton was in hie old time form 
in the 220 dash. He sped the distance in :22, 
one-fifth of a second faster than he ran it 
when setting the record in 1908. He finished 
with a magnificent burst of speed. “ Billy ”’ 
May. conference champion, won the 100 
handily, but could not get better than a 
third to Taylor in the longer sprint. 

Crocombe furnished a sensational perform- 
ance, taking the two mile in 10:16 3-5. Har- 
low’s record of 10:25 4-5 was the one to fall 
on this occasion. Crocombe never was both- 
ered by the field against him and ran alone 
the entire distance. 

Degenhardt captured the high jump at 5 
feet 11 inches from Miller, holder of the pres- 
ent groin A 1% inches.

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 7.—The New York Ath- 
letic club this afternoon won the senior eight 
championship of the American Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen, the final event of the thir- 
ty-seventh annual regatta, after a magnifi- 
eent race, in which they were challenged 
every inch of the way by the Argonauts of 
Toronto and’ the Détroit Boat club crew. 
The race was won inthe fast time of 6:05. 

Canada and New York this afternoon divid- 
ed first place tn all of theevents. Four firsts 
were credited to New York oarsmen of four 
different clubs, and Canadians took the re- 
maining three. 

Had James Cosgrove of Toronto steered a 
straighter course in the final of the senior 
association single eculls Canada would have 
placed another first to {ts credit, for the 
Toronto man finished first by two lengths, to 
be disqualified for fouling William Merhoff 
of the Nassau Boat club of New York, who 
was given firet place. Cosgrove and Merhoff 
bumped together at about the three-quarters, 
and the judges held that the little Canadian 
was to blame. 


Senior Eight Hard Fought. 

The senior eight championship was con- 
ceded by veteran oarsmen to be one of the 
hardest fought races in the history of the 
association: There never wags a full boat’s 
length between the three leading shells 
throughout the mile and a quarter of the 
race. Minnesota spurted at the start and 
held a short lead for about an éighth of a 
mile. New York, the Argonauts, and Detroit 
then passed the western crew and these three 
shells fought for the lead from that point 
to the finish line. As they passed the mile 
post the three shells were lapped, with New 
York leading slightly. Minnesota by that 
time had fallen two lengths to the rear of 
the leaders with the Wyandotte crew several 
lengths behind them. 

By a desperate spurt the New Yorkers 
held their lead to the finish line, across which 
they swept with the nose of the Argonaut 
boat a tlozen feet behind their bow, and De 
troit ten feet behind the Canadians. 


New Yorkers Withdraw. 


As was expected, the senior four oared 
shells event produced a splendid contest. 
The New York Athletic club. four, which

The winner will be determined from the 
best record in the three races, based ona per- 
centage system by which the boat finishing 
first counts 100 points, the second boat &6 5-7, 
and so on down the list with a deduction of 
142-7 points for each boat which finishes 
ahead of the boat computing its percentage. 

By this means it is possible for a boat which 
does not win a race to take the cup, as was 
shown in 1008, when Chicago and La Rita I.. 
neither of which had finished in front in three 
contests which went to a finish, took first and 
second places on their percentages.

It must always be the case that a big meet- 
ing which follows Detroit will have the win- 
ners in some of its events foreshadowed by 
the results at the other Michigan town, prac- 
tically the same nags being named in certain 


_¢lasses, and this was shown most forcibly in - 


the case of the slow and the fast class paces. 
George Gano was immeasurably superior 
to his field, and Lady Maud C. was equally 
“{nvincible in the free for all. Small lists of 
‘entries in the late ciosing slow classes were 
“the feature at both Detroit and Cleveland, 
and it is pretty well established that the 
‘great mass of horsemen in the west will not 
patronize grand circuit meetings, except to 
the extent of naming some particularly prom- 
ising animals in the events to which nomina- 
‘tions must be made long in advance of the

When the average horseman knows that

It is true that Murphy, 
who won his full share of the money at De- 
troit and Kalamazoo, got his horses ready 
on Long Island; but. on the other hand, Dean 
and McMahon, who did their fitting near Chi- 
cago, were far fromready, the former having 
but one horse, Tony Swift, fit to start at the 
Michigan towns, while McMahon did not 
make the showing he would have done against 
the same fields a month later.

year old colt Colorado, owned by George H. 
Estabrook of Denver and being prepared for 
his Futurities by Gus Macey. 

Known to be a speedy yearling, the train- 
ing‘of Colorado this season has been on the 
plan of getting him ready to carry his clip, 
rather than to increase the rate at which 
he could trot. Until the week before the De- 
troit meeting Colorado never had been driven 
a mile better than 2:26, although, he stepped 
@ half over the Terre Haute track in 1:07 
and did it with such ease it was patent he 
could have gone the whole route better than 
2:20. While the Windsor meeting, at which 
the Estabrook horses were engaged, was in 
progress Macey worked Colorado a mile in 
2:23, stepping the first three-quarters in 
about 1:45, and then, on account of a strong 
head wind allowing the colt to finish as he 
liked. The following week he trotted in 
2:16, which is the best mile ever shown 
by a 2 year old trotter this early in the 
season. 


Colorado May Be Surprise. 

It looks as if Colorado had a good chance 
to become the champion 2 year old race trot- 
ter, as in addition to speed he has size, breed- 
ing, and manners, and it is within the pos- 
Sibilities that, fitted specially for a single 
trip against the watch he might excel the 
2:10% of Arion, which has stood unap- 
proached for many years. The Estabrook 
colt is by The Bondsman, dam by Jay Mc- 
Gregor, a combination of blvod lines which 
could hardly be improved upon if early and 
extreme speed was the goal of the breeder, 
and what makes him look like a poesible 
champion is his phenomenal speed. Last 
spring during his work at Denver the colt 
rather got away from Macey during a work- 
out where nothing much in the way of a 
fast clip was intended, and stepped the last 
quarter of a mile in :32. He was so evi- 
dently going well within himself that Mr. 
Estabrook, on looking at his watch, decided 
it was out of order, and without saying what 
his timer recorded he asked a friend who 
had been invited to see the colt work what 
he had caught it in. The friend smiled in 
rather an embarrassed way, but finally said 
“thirty-two seconds,’’ and Macey’s watch 
told the same story. This showed that what- 
ever Colorado might lack in the equipment 
of a racehorse it was not speed or gait, and 
from that day to this his training hase been 
conducted on the plan of giving him plenty 
of slow work, with the result that after 
going only two full miles, better than 2:30, 
the fastest in 2:23, he stepped a heat in 
2:16 the first time he really wes turned 
loose. 

Of course there are other good 2 year old 
trotters, all of which Colorado will have te 
beat before he collects the Futurity money. 
One of them is a beautiful little chestnut 
filly, owned by the Dromore farm, Port 
Huron, Mich., and trained by Ed Benyon. 
She is by Axworthy and out of Welcome 
Bunker, daughter of Mambrino King and 
Lady Bunker, which makes her breeding 
superfine in every way. This filly hac not 
been a mile better than 2:23, but I saw her 
step the last half of that heat in 1:09%4, the 
final quarter better than :34, and later she 
trotied a quarter in :32% with ease. 


Dickerson’s Two Good Ones. 

John Dickerson has two Bellini 2 year olds, 
one of which has -been in 2:22 and the other 
in 2:20, and yet he doer not know which is 
the better. Dickerson is a wizard vith colts 
as well as a fine t@miner of aged horses, his 
work this year with the 3 year olds Soprano 
and Winifreda showing that, and his 2 year 
olds are going to cut some yjgure when race 
day for the baby trotters comes along next 
fall, no matter how fast Colorado or any 
other youngster goes, 

And then there is Tom Murphy. It was his 
electric finish with Trampfast that enabled 
the roan colt to set the 2 year old race mark 
at 2:124%, and today Murphy is training a 2 
year old filly called Native Bell, daughter 
of Moko, that he emphatically says is *’ the 
best colt I ever had.””

Having a no trump hand, south led trump 
at trick two and the deuce of trumps was 
a much better play than the king.~ At tricks 
four and five he collected as many of the ad- 
versaries trumps as he could ard then 
switched to the spade suit because the fall 
of the cards on the second round of hearts 
indicated that north held six hearts orig- 
inally. West jumped into the.game at this 
stage and his subsequent play greatly af- 
fected the final result. It is evident that 
this player religiously gave south credit for 
a holding of four trumps originally. 

Twenty years ago his conclusions un- 
doubtedly would have been correct, as at 
that time players were more concerned 
about giving correct information as to the 
number they held in each sult than they were 
in getting tricks. 

West hoped to hold the trick with the king 
of spades, extract the last trump held by 
south and have one trump remaining with 
which to secure the lead after his club sult 
was established. He failed, however, to 
consider the possibilty that east might hcid 
the other trump; and the trump lead at 
trick nire, therefore, was disastrous. 

North showed good judgment at trick 
seven in returning his partner's spade suit 
instead of leading his established hearts. 
He correctly read south for the trey of 
hearts and gave the latter credit for having 
a good reason for discontinuing the suit.

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‘MAY FORCE BLACK 10 TERMS 


Jeffries Declares That He Is De~ 
fending the Title. 


SOME QUESTION TO CLAIM. 


Johnson Will Have Something to Say 
About Purse and Match. 


The last week was one of the quietest the 
game of pugilism has experienced for some 
time. The only real morse! of gossip the 
fans had on tap to chew over was the pro- 
posed match for the heavyweight champion- 
ship between James J. Jeffries and Jack 
Johnson, but the only thing that happened 
of importance was the posting of $5,000 by 
Johnson to cover a like amount placed a 
short time ago in the hands of a New York 
stakeholder by Jeffries. 

This action by the negro settled all doubts 
as to the sincerity of his repeated state 
ments that he would more than gladly 
enter the ring to have it out with the big 
Californian. It put the game up to Jeff, but 
Jeff kept his word about going to Europe and 
is now on the high seas, probably taking 
things easy and not thinking overmuch ofa 
battle with the negro. 

But before his departure Jeffries by his 
remarks made it so plain that it would not 
be an easily made match, that even the most 
optimistic of fans were forced to come to 
the conclusion that much dickering will be 
necessary before the actua!] meeting of the 
two heavyweights will have been accom- 
plished. The bcilermaker through Sam Ber- 
ger also gave the public some news which 
was not entirely unlooked for from the 
Jeffries end of the proposition. 


Berger Shy on Division. 

Berger declared Jeffries was going to be 
real generous when it came to the division 
of the purse and that he would not demand 
90 per cent of the money, as is the style of 
the ‘‘ big’ pugilists these days when it come 
to making a match. A loser’s end would be 
given Johnson, so Berger said, but when it 
came to a question of how much this loser’, 
end might be, the manager of Jeff ducked 
the issue and refused to declare himself. Thig 
was not at all surprising, but from Berger's 
statements it would seem Jeff is going to 
make a big demand, perhaps something like 
75 per cent or thereabouts of the purse for 
his end, win, lose, or draw, the negro te cop 
what is left. 

Just how Johnson will look on this proposi- 
tion is not guess work atall. The black be- 
lleves he has a better division of the money 
coming to him than this, and when in Chicago 
a few days ago he voiced his sentiments in no 
uncertain terms. He said he was anxious 
that nothing should stand in the way of their 
meeting, but that he does not propose to fight 
for nothing, and see Jeff walk away with 
the big bag of coin, regardless of whether 
he takes a beating or not. 


Negro Has Many Supporters. 

In taking this stand the negro has many 
supporters, who give him credit for being the 
heavyweight champion of the world, which 
is something, by the way, Jeffries does not 
concede. And those supporters, much as they 
would like to see a battle; would not blame 
Johnson if he were to stand out for some 
thing more even in the way of a spft tor 
fighting Jeff. 

Jeffries’ declaration that he and not John- 
son would be defending the championship of 
their class when they don the padded mitts 
for battle has a ring ofhumorinit. Thatthe 
Californian, who by his own statements re- 
tired from the ring five years ago, should 
claim that he is still the boss of the heavies 
is strange. In these five years he has not 
fought, and the fact he announced his retire- 
ment was sufficient in itself to make it clear 
that he had relinquished his claim to the title 

Fans remember this when Jeff quit the 
game, and they also have not forgotten when 
Marvin Hart and Jack Root fought in Nevada 
the big Californian announced that inasmuch 
as he was out of the game the winner of the 
fight could have the title. Whether or not 
Jeff really passed out the championship at 
the time the men fought Hart was the win- 
ner. Following Hart came Tommy Burns, 
and Tommy claimed the.title, and all the 
time there was never a peep from Je@ as te 
who was champion. 


Jeffries Claims Title. 

But a big difference came in the attitude of 
the boilermaker when Jack Johnson beat 
Burns for the title. The fact that a negro 
wore the crown brought Jeff into action, and 
he declares now that he is the real champion. 
Leaders of the pugilistic game throughout 
the country are divided as to whether Jeff ig 
right in his claim, but nevertheless a cham- 
pion who has not fought for five years iss 
peculiar man to claim a title such as that 
which will be at stake when Jeffries and the 
negro face each other. 

Some of those who think the Californian is 
right believe so simply because they are of 
the belief he is the better fighter. They re- 
member the Jeffries of five years ago and not 
the Jeffries of today. Undoubtedly the Jeff 
of a few years ago was so much better @ 
fighter than Johnson that there would have 
been smal! chance for comparison, -but the 
saying “It matters not what you were, it’s 
what you are today ” comes pretty close to 
hit{(ng the nail on the head, and the fans may 
discover they have made a mistake in their 
calculations. But those who are unpreju- 
diced and willing to give credit where it is due 
will allow that Johnson is champion,, al- 
though it is hard for some of them to concede 
it because of the fact thar the wearer of the 
crown is a colored man. At that they will 
admit that in the coming fight it will be Jonhn- 
son and not Jeffries who is defending the title 


Big Purse May Be Offered.

Today one of the accepted ideas in the fol- 
low-up series of persona! letters seems to be 
that in some one letter of the series the per- 
sonal appeal shall be made to the addressee, 
asking him, if he has no personal interest in 
guch advertising, will he kindly notify the 
advertiser? Occasionally the text of this 
particular request takes the form of a scold- 
ing letter, as if the innocent and patient 
‘addressee had been a designing party to a 
deception. 

Since the postal laws have recognized any 
card acceptable as a postcard, often the cir- 
ocular letter incloses such card, asking that 
the recipient fill it out and mail back to the 
house, indicating his interest in the letters or 
his lack of interest in them. But the card 
never is stamped with the necessary postage! 
But even if it were stamped, would the ad- 
dreasee fill it out and post it?

Vital Weakness in System. 

Here is the weakness of the whole follow- 
up letter and circular system. Unless it shall 
strike home to that person interested enough 
at once to write in return and look to imme- 
diate purchase, the advertiser by the method

Where one man is interested enough to 
write back, inclosing his money order fora 
purchase, ten men may be sufficiently inter- 
ested ‘‘ almost ” to do so. Twenty others may 
be open to conviction if only a little direct, 
personal argument fittting their condition 
and temperament were pressed home. But 
as no one of these does write in response, they 
are all in the same category with those per- 
sons who at the moment of opening the en- 
velopes have cast them to the scrap heap. 
There is nothing possible to indicate where 
the vital “ follow-up’”’ letter should go. 

““T've been doing some campaigning for 
business by mail,” said an old business man 
to me the other day. “In the first place, I 
was startled by the cost of it, compared to 
my ideas of it in the beginning. But more 
than this, my experience has been that it 
shows less return for the investment than 
comes from the high salaried salesman travy- 
eling with a liberal expense account anda 
commission on the side.”’ 

As this cost of the circular letter campaign 
has proved itself, the struggle hag been for 
the person using it to make up his mailing lst 
on a basis of tested probabilities. To this 
end the newspaper advertisement, “ Write to 
us for further information,’’ hag been most 
effective, especially where the condition has 
been such that the advertiser could exact the 
inclosing of stamps forareply. The inquirer 
making inquiry on this basis can be accepted 
aimost. without question as one worthy of 
further campaigning literature.

Looks Suspiciously Like Graft. 

In the last few years, however, the appeal 
for ‘“‘names of your friends’ who might be 
interested, with blank forms for filling out 
and some sort of premium for the courtesy, . 
has been much in use. Now and then in cer- 
tain lines of business a distinct commission 
on sales affected through such Hsts heve 
been offered to those who are willing to put 
their friends in the position of’ recipients of 
the follow up letter, circular, and probably 
@ sales agent in person. | 

“In no way will your friends discover the 
soyrce of our information,” is the universal 
assurance of the alivertiser. . 

If this does not involve the principle of 
graft, why should assurance of confidential 
relations be given? Why, except for the 

commission, should one volunteer the name 
of a friend ae interested in a certain scheme? 
And if such a friend finally shall become a 
customer, buy and the commission be paid, 
can the friend accept it in secret and stil! 
pose as friend? Inevitably it is the friend 
who pays the commission; it comes directly 
out ef his pocket, for the business man is 
selling ate sufficiently advanced price to leave 
his profits whole. 

But everywhere, especially in the cities, 
this form of graft has been nurtured by scores ‘ro ” il Bey 
qf businesses.. You may argue, in the case = — | . AANA 
of your friend, that you are just as much en- = =e = = 
titled to that commission asa stranger sales- = 
man might be. But if you are, why should 
you wish your part in the deal to be kept 
from your friend? Why does the dealer need 
to assure you that your friend never shall 
have a hint of how the deal was approached 
and carried through? 

This form of grafting tn general] has prog- 
ressed so widely in the cities that today 
thousands of conscientious friends would 
hesitate to call attention of a friend to some 
particular bargain in which they have rea- 
son to know a friend is interested actively. 
It is too common for this friend to ask him-

Excellence the Guiding Star. 

When winter came we provided the cows 
with a good, warm barn. We arranged it so 
that I could easily feed and water them and 
keep the barn clean. During this time. we 
studied and learned all we could relating to 
the best means of caring for our little herd 
of Jerseys. We made excellence our mark 
of attainment and that has kept us interest- 
ed. We adopted systematic feeding and at- 
tending to the entire business. We weigh 
each feeding and every cow’s milk. We 
keep account of every quart of milk sold and 
just the amounts we receive each day for 
the same. We know just how much it costs 
to keep each cow, and we also know what 
the income from each cow’s milk product 
is. We purchase all of our feed and rent 
pasturage; yet we have no trouble to puta 
surplus in the savings bank each month. 

When we purchased our first four or five 
cows we kept them in a nearby pasture where 
there were from six to eight other cows that 
were owned by neighbors. We all paid the 
owner of thé pasture $2 per month for each 
cow. That state of affairs exists no longer, 
for three years ago I rented the whole pas- 
ture and have since kept from eight to ten 
cows, the limit of our capacity in dairying. 
We sell a dally average of twenty gallons of 
excellent Jersey milk. Our herd eften num- 
bers thirty head of young and old. Some of 
our Jerseys now are registered thorough- 
breds. Now and then I sell an excellent Jer- 
sey cow for a hundred dollars. 

What I wish to emphasize is that excellent 
milk is always in demand and any man who 
wishes to add to his regular income can do 
so by keeping one or more cows. It is espe- 
cially easy to do this when there is a boy 
or twoin the family. It also furnishes splen- 
did occupation for the boy, for the one who 
learns to hande and care for a cow has an 
education that will diways be of practical 
value to him. The time has arrived when 
education means that which properes us for 
usefulness in life,

Thirty minutes later the employment bu- 
reau of the university, which is conducted for 
the benefit of students who wish to help 
themselves, had arranged that John Plas- 
man was to become a member of the count’s 
party. A short time after he was westward 
bound In the suite of the count, whose name 
should be familiar to Americans because of 
his connection with the famous pencil manu- 
facturers, the Fabers. Plasman became the 
most valuable member of the party, direct- 
ing the routine of their trip till they reached 
Vancouver. For this work he was paid 
$80 a week and all ——

Trips Both Enjoyable and Profitable. 

This summer college students all over the 
United States are enjoying just such trips 
and at the same time are laying aside money 
with which to continue their school work in 
September. Some are simply companions in 
summer resorts and in trips east and west; 
others are being taken on tours through 
Europe and the Holy Land. At the Univer- 
sity of Chicago nearly $20,000 was earned by 
students doing outside work during April, 
May, and June; for the summer, when most 
students work to enable them to continue 
their courses, the sum will be much larger. 
The percentage of those engaged as traveling 


‘companions and tutors is perhaps smalier 


than those waiting on tables in summer re- 
sorts or traveling with stereopticon outfits, 
tinware. and books, but nevertheless it fur- 
nishes many men with lucrative employ- 
ment. 

Often students are asked to accompany 
familiés as tutor and companions during 
the summer months. They teach boys and 
girls of high school age, or prepare them for 
college, and at the same time are treated as 
members of the household. They enjoy boat- 
ing, fishing, and automobiletrips. No longer 
is the tutor a’ poor stucent with threadbare 
coat and high water trousers. In his place 
has come the college man of good manners 
and sense. congenial with the family and 


ready to adapt himself to all requirements. 
Members of the University of Chicago faculty 
are frequently asked to name studegts who 
can enter a home as tutors. For this work 
the pay. is ordinarily $20 to $25 a month and 
more, including board and room, or what 
practically amounts to a home, something 
that is not to be despised by the boy who is 
working his way throtigh college. Some 
men earn $60 a month as-tutors all the year 
around, effectively paying their way through 
school. 
a « 
Common Sense Best Asset. 

In work of this kind common sense and 
adaptability are assets that often outweigh 
a knowledge of Empedocies and Cicero. Work 
is required mostly in German and French in 
the languages, and in mathematics. His- 
tory and literature seem to come easier for 
the American boy. 

At present many requests for tutors are 
coming in. Boys and giris who have spent 
their time in social! frivolities in high school 
are getting the help of college students. 
Proud fathers who want their sons to enteg 
universities of standing must have tutors te 


‘help them over the breakers of entrance ex- 


aminations. Most of the cramming for ex- 
aminations has been going on all summer. 
but the final tussle comes in late August and 
early September, when the tutor sits up at 
nights with an unwilling youth who is to be 
educated in spite of himaelf. 

There are many college men at summer re- 
sorts this summer, but nbdt all are riding 
around in motor cars of their own. Hun- 
dreds have gone out from Chicago to become 
waiters in hotels, men of all work at board- 
ing places, keepers and caretakers of golf 
links, boathouses, and the like. At Pine 
Lake Inn, Castle Park, and Macatawa, 
Mich., the man on his vacation will meet 
many students. Waiters get about $20 ‘a 
month and tips, which amounf to $25 more, 
as well as meals and room. Some may be 
met on the steamers that cross the lake as 
assistant pursers, or bellboys. Many stu- 
dents from Hope college, in Holland, Mich., 
get positions every year in Waukazoo Inn, 
Mich.. while Macatawa hotel has for years 
recruited its summer staff from Wabash col- 
lege. Ofttimes the entire baseball and basket- 
ball teams of one college are jocated in one 
hotel or summer resort, making the summe: 
work a joyful task for the college man.

He moved about 
a good deal and possessed the gift of describ- 
ing what he had seen. My brother Wayne,

Wayne,who 
could learn anything by simply looking ‘at 
it; was prepared for college by a man from 
Harvard.

He liked New Haven 
better than Cambridge. Undergoing the cus- 
tomary examination, he matriculated at Yale, 
and withdrew from Harvard.

My father never thought that Wayne 
would be anything but a lawyer, and, I sup- 
pose, he had the same feeling as to myself.

My course at 
Yale was shaped by my purpose to be a law- 
yer.

Yes; the girl to whom I was 
engaged to be married lived in that city. 


‘Moreover, it was growing fast, and so I de- 


cided to make it my home. After my mar- 
riage, and while looking for a business oppor- 
tunity my father-in-law suggested a connec- 
tion with a man he knew who was about to 
establsh a wholesale grocery establishment. 

What did I know. abiut groceries? Noth- 
ing. I had never been inside of a wholesale 
store of any kind tn my life. My friends 
were lawyers. I doubt if I had ever been 
personally acquainted witha merchant. The 
three men with wrom I was associated, un- 
derstanding my limitations aga grocery ex- 
pert, put me in charge of the office, which 
brought the finances, the accounts, and the 
credits under my management. 

Later, I’ bought out my partners and re- 
organized -the business, While struggling 
under the load of debt which I assumed 
when I obtained control, I was burned down 
with the rest of Chicago...My two special 
partners, one of whom was -my brother 
Wayne, had some property left, but I was 
cleaned out. However, I didm't say any- 
thing about it. We startedagain, being given 
extensions by our creditors, as was practi- 
cally the case with every other merchant in 
Chicago, and worked our way out. U/Iti- 
mately we had a large and prosperous busi- 
ness. ’

Takes Up Public Work. 


The public has forgotten it, but Chicago 
had two fires. We came out of the ashes 
of 1871 only to be frightened to death in 1874 
by a fire that promised to be as ruinous as 
the first one. We moved our most valuable 
goods to the ntarest railway tracks and 
loaded them on cars tobetakenaway. In- 
deed merchants throughout the wholegale 
district emptied their stores and fies with 


“ Overwork and anxiety caused me to suf- 
fer another slight hemorrhage. While rest- 
ing in the country I was informed of my 
election to the presidency of the Citizens’ 
association. I. was an inconspicuous figure, 
and the election puzzled me. For the next 
eighteen months I gave about half my time 
to the work of the association. Chicago was 
then governed by a group of practical poll- 
ticlans who were too busy with their own 
affairs to give the city adequate fire protec- 
tion. Insurance companies, after the second 
fire, threatened to quit accepting risks on 
business property. The Citizens’ association 
was active in establishing better municipal 
conditions. It is alive today, after an hon- 
Orable and strenuous part in local politics. 

To be a ‘consistent and sustained worker 
dn public affairs one must be born with the 
propensity in his blood. Plenty of men flash 
out now and then in behalf of some tempo- 
rary reform, and then disappear for years, 
or altogether. But the person who is seri- 
ously in earnest and is concerned naturally 
in the great questions of citizenship will be 
steady in his application to what he deems 
to be for the public interest. I grew up 
in an envirenment highly charged with poll- 
tics. My father lived and died a free trade 
Democrat. All through my childhood he 
talked tariff and hard money at home andin 
public. [I have never been enabled entirely 
to separate myself: from my training and 
inheritance. 

Becomes Candidate for Senate. 

I was a Gleveland Democrat in 1804 and was 
nominated as the Demoeratic candidate for 
the United States senate at a state conven- 
tion. Speechmaking had been part of my 
business as a citizen, and so I pleaded my own 
case on the stump. Senator Cullom and 

William E. Mason spoke against me. We 
didn’t get into a joint debate, but we elec- 
tioneered pretty vigorously, and I had a good 
time, even if I failed to persuade Illinois to 
send me to the senate. 

The cartoonists took some liberties with the 
cut and quality of my clothing in a humorous, 
good natured way. I didn’t dress the part of 
a candidate, but wore the same kind of cloth- 
ing I was accustomed to wear at home. [f[ 
remember I was to meet an elderly man at 
Peoria who was a power in the Democratic 
party. My counselors advised me to treat 
him with great respect and consideration, 
and I tried to follow their advice. °

years ago at a dinner of commercial! bodies 
in Boston, it was strange and new. From 
that day to this I have believed in the doc- 
trine that individual wealth should be ad- 
ministered for the public as a whole. 
Rockefeller has accepted the idea, and so 
has his son John, although they do not 
clearly exprese it in words. Money cannot be 
given away without injury to the individuals 
who receive it, and the natural accretions to 
se fortunes, as with Rockefeller and 
Carnegie, are so large, and mathematically 
constant that it is physically impossible to 
give safely and diminish the original prin- 
cipal. 
aa late William R. Harper, president of 
the Chicago university, one of the really 
great men of his generation, told Rocketeller 
and Carnegie that they personally could not 
prudently dispose of even their incomes— 
that the longer they lived the more they 
would have. He suggested givimg by syndi- 
cates, that is, through selected committees 
or boards, and thus Rockefeller has contrib- 
uted $53,000,000 to a single university, and 
Carnegie has established a spiendid pension 
fund for teachers.

Changes in Business Methods. 


The most notable change in merchandis- 
ing has been the elimination of middlemen 
Formerly there were manufacturers, import- 
ers, and jobbers, Now jobbers buy such 
goods as they need in foreign markets, and 
many of them are operating their own fac- 
tories. The methods of business, therefore, 
are becoming simplified and the profits cen- 
tralized. Another marked change is the en- 
larged zones within which merchants at 
great centers are enabled to do business. We 
used to be confined to a small area around 
Chicago. Today even heavy goods are 
shipped into thirty different states. 

Brains are the” -scarcest 
community in the United States. or 
anywhere else. By brains I mean 
capacity, preparation, and willingness. There 
are plenty of good, solid,.reliable men, but 
those with initiative, foresight, and orig- 
inality are hard to find. When an able man 
appears he can get his own price. Oppor- 
tunities are multiplying on every hand, but 
the visible supply of brains nowhere equals 
the demand. 

“IT belleve that Theodore Roosevelt has 


_brought more conscience into all the plain 


and usual transactions of life than ever be- 
fore existed—not that merchanis, manufac- 
turers, and managers of railways are more 
honest than they were, but that they now un- 
derstand the public side of their relations to 


the community. 
. * 


Unconscious Dishonesty Is Less. 


I remember the time when my own pockets 
were full of rebates and railway passes. Be- 
for I gave up my business in. Chicago to 
become secretary of the treasury I would 
have been ashamed to accept a rebate, even 
though the law had been silent on the sub- 
ject, or to have had a pass in my possession. 

Still, I was just as honest when I took re- 
bates and passes as when both were con- 
demned and abolished by statute. I came to 
see and comprehend the other of the 
question, to realize the ethics of the whole 
situation. Mr. Roosevelt radically changed 
the narrow view of business, or, rather, made 
it perceive that which had been unnoticed or 
hidden. 

Inherent honesty is no greater now than 
it was five, or ten, or thirty years ago, but 
unconscious dishonesty has grown to be 
very much less.

Stenography Offers Good Chanc@ 


After carefully comparing the salaries 
usually received by women engaged in the 
various lines of business, I have decided that 
stenography is the most remunerative busl- 
ness in which the average woman can engage. 

You will hear on every side that the mar 
ket is overstocked with stenographers, and 
while this is true, it is also true that the 
market is overstocked with people in all other 
lines of business. 

A stenographer having but a common 
schoo] education, if she is bright and compre- 
hending, can command a salary of $15 per 
week, while her cdllege educated sister re- 
celves as high as per week, and occa- 
sionally where a stenographer gets to be pri- 
vate secretary to some high official she re- 
ceives all the way from $150 to $200 per 
month. Of course these positions are in the 
minority, but it simply goes to prove that if. 
a girl strives hard enough in this particular 
line there is no limit to her possibilities. 

Take, for instance, the court reporter, pub- 
lic stenographer, as well as the gir] who can 
report lectures, etc.; they make.more money 
in a day than the average woman does in a 
week. 

Even the schoo! teachers in the public 
schools do not average $75 per month, as they 
lose two or three months every summer, 
while the stenographer gets a paid vacation 
every year. 

The millinery business pays well to those 
who are engaged in a business of their own, 
but mot every woman can afford to start in 
business for herself. 

Nurses also make good wages when they 
work, if proficient, but they are not ateadily 
employed, and nursing is one of the hardest 
vocations. 

Some people contend that gtenographers do 
not receive as high salaries as they claim. 
This is doubtless true in some cases, yet I 
know for an actual fact that a great many 
stenographers are receiving $15 per week 
when they are not really worth $10. It is 
simply a case of poor discrimination on the 
part of the employer, who may be paying 
the expert stenographer the same salary. 

While stenography may not be considered 
a desirable vocation by some, viewed from a 
financial standpoint, stenographers have the 
decided advantage over the majority of 
women in business.

managers do not like to have their repre- 
sentatives betray illiteracy to outsiders. The 
lack of education would be even a greater 
handicap in an office. ‘ 

The same young girl can go into a dress- 
making establishment as errand gir). or if 
older as general helper, and get small wages, 
and an opportunity to learn a good trade 
that will be useful all her life, no matter 
what her rank or station. Some wil! say, “1 
hate to sew.”’ Others “‘I never could learn 
to cut and fit.”” These are usually workers 
in some other line who have mastered far 
more difficult details, if they only knew it. 
The unknown always seems more or less 
complex and mysterious to the uninitiated. 

The most successful dressmakers of to- 
day do not “cut and fit,” and but rarely 
handle a needle. Some do not even do their 
designing. They manage and direct the es- 
tablishment, bringing to that consummation 
the brains and ability that would perhaps 
have made them famous in some other line, 
had they been more highly educated. While 
if they have the education it is a great ad- 
vantage. 

What are the qualifications of a successfu 
modciste? A certain amount of technica! 
knowledge. This in some instances is sur- 
prisingly small. Then comes tact, resource- 
fulness. the ability to read temperament, and 
to handle help. “Originality and style,”’ 
those elusive qualifications. are more often 
the result of clever adaptation of newspaper 
anc magazine illustrations. There are many 
well dressed office women who )Dlan their 
gowns with finer taste and more discrimina- 
tion than Innumerable dressmakers. 

The qualities stated bring success in large 
ventures. Along the. moderate lines the 
skilled workers average from §10°to $18 a 
week Inthe largeestablishments. The dress-~- 
maker who goes out by the day gets from 
$2 to $3.50 a day and her boarc. If she is 
as painstaking with her work as a con- 
sclentious stenographer, she will have steady 
work in the small families the yedr round. 
She can also go into business in a smal! town 
or city at small expense and became, as 
they nearty all do, an autocrat; this In spite 
of the ever increasing output of ‘ready to 
wear’’ dresses. The fastidious woman who 
ean afford it invariably prefers her gowns 
made to order, for the sake of incividual- 
ity, and will, to the end of time.

F something of a knockout nature hap- 
pénhs to the mian in well tailored clothes 
there are ten chances to one that his rela- 
tion will hear-of it through the police de- 
partment much sooner than will relations 

of the man in the hand-me-downs who has 
suffered like misfortune. 

*O, yes,”’ you say, “ the police will geta 
whole lot busier about finding the relations 


‘of the man in the good clothes.” 


But that by no means is to be inferred in 
such acase. The fact is that the man inthe 
tailored clothes has been identified absolutely 
by his tailor the moment he gets into a new 
suit. : 

Somewhere about the coat or vest of the 
tailored suit. mest often in the lining of an 
inside pocket, the tailor stitches in a white 
linen strip, printed with his own name and 
address, while on blank lines for the purpose 
appear in indelible ink the name of the 
person, the number of the suit in the tailor’s 
series, with the date of the making of the 
clothes. 

No-matter where John Smith may be 
up, unconscious: in. the streets or 
drowned in the river or canal, this tailored 
suit is his, identification. to the police and 
coroner. Only in the case of fire destroying 


the clothing of the victim may this identifica- 


tion be wiped out unless in the case of @ 
suicide where a studied attempt is made to 


 @éstroy all evidences of identity by ripping 


out these linen slips from pocket linings.

Slip in Many Places. 

But even in the case of the suicide he may 
fail in his efforts through not knowing in 
how many places these identifying slips are 
sewn. 

In all cases the wearer of the tailored suit 
expects to find his tailors name sewn just in- 
side the coat collar. Most of the ready-to- 
Wear suits have either the name of the maker 
or of the dealer-in that position. But with 
only this mark .on the tailor se clothing, 
there &re many tailors in the cities with such 
large Custom that identif¥ing the man who 
bought'the suit even the week before might 
be difficult, uncertain or even impossible.

Date of Especial Interest. 

Not the least significant feathre of this 
tailor’s identification slip is the date of the 
making of the clothing. If the name of the 
man and his occupation as known to the 
tailor indicate that he should have soft palms 
and undeveloped muscles and the man on 
which the clothing is found gives evidences 
of having made his living at manual labor, 
then the date is of especia! bearing and inter- 
est. If the clothes, for example, bear date of 
two or three years before, the chances are 
that the original owner has sold them 
through an old clothes man and that they 
are worn by another person than the original 
owner. 

Here might be a tip of value to the wife of 
the man who has bought a second hand suit 
of clothes. At the least. she might rip out 
the original tailor’s identification slips from 
the pockets; it might well be Worth her while 
to replace these slips with others on which 
she has written the husband’s name and ad- 
dress. 

Every day the police departments of a hun- 
cred cities are troubled with the unconscious 
bodies of unidentified victims of heat, cold, 
accident, and crime, while on the part of the 
relations of such persons there may be 
agonies of suspense and heartache.

Mineral Resources on the Wane . 
Wanton Waste in the Production’ 


By ALFRED J. REDDING. 


N the following striking approximate 

dates for the disappearance of some of 

the most indispensable of natural min- 

eral resources of the country the geo- 

logical survey calls the attention of the 
public to a figurative tomorrow. 

Coal, exhausted in 

Petroleum, exhausted in 

Natural gas, exhausted in 

Iron ores, exhausted in

The figures have been taken from files of 
the survey's publications and a canvass of 
the situation has been prepared in a special 
bulletin. The chief implied charge in the 
work is that wanton waste has been going on 
in the production of many of these nature's 
supplies and that one of the first moves in 
retrenchment should be more economical 
methods in mining and distribution. 

Coal heads the list as the most wasted of 
all products, losing 50 per cent of the orig- 
inal deposit in the mining and marketing. 
The greatest of these losses come from leav- 
ing thin strips of coal in the veins and in 
thicker strata as pillars supporting the mine 
roof. But thousands more tons find their 
way to the slate and shale dumps, while from 
the first movement in shipping a loss is suf- 
fered through shattering and weathering and 
haulage, until the fuel is at the furnace door. 
And even then bad firing under boilers occa- 
sions another extravagance, complained of 
scarcely less by owners of steam plants than 
by a general public which protests against 
soot and smoke. 

* * 
Consumption of Coal Enormous. 

“Coal has been mined extensively in the 
United States for little more than half acen- 
tury,” to quote the survey bulletin, “ but 
the consumption is increasing so enormously 


that if this increase should continue, all the 


easily available coal would be exhausted by 
the year 2040 and all coal by the middle of 
the twenty-first century. It will not con- 
tinue at such a rate, of course, for the in- 


creasing scarcity will raise prices and check 


consumption. Waterpower, too, will largely 
take its place.” 

As the national survey sees it, however, the 
situation as to petroleum is much more seri- 
ous This mineral oil has been in use only 


about fifty years. while if consumption ard. 


waste still goes on, it will have disappeared 
within twenty-five or thirty years. If pro- 
duction be curtalled and the waste is stopped 
it may last to the end of the present century. 
Electricity has displaced much of the oil 
originally consumed for illumination, but 
the lubricants which are byproducts of the 
crude petroleum are not to be replaced with 
either animal or vegetable oils. 

Natural gas is wasting into the air at the 
rate of a billion cuBic feet every twenty-four 
houfs afd this, with ‘the rate of consump- 
tion, prémises to exhaust the supply within 
twenty-five years. 

Iron, which is almost universal, ordinarily 
is found in ores so poor that up to the pres- 
ent methods have not evolved which will 
allow of them being worked within bounds 
of reason. These rich and easily worked ore 
beds are becoming exhausted rapidly, prom- 
ising no more than thirty years more of life. 
If then the manufacture of iron and steel 
shall continue, some new and far more eco- 
nomical method of mining and treatment 
must be devised, if iron shall not advance in 
price above the dreams of the “ village biack- 
srnith.” 3 

| . * 
Lead at Maximum Production. * 

As to lead, the production has been increas- 
ing in the United States but decreasing else- 
where in the world, with marked increase in 
prices. Altogether it appears that the max- 
imum of production has been reached and 
that hereafter there will be a decline in the 
output of the mineral. 

Copper, in rich deposits, has been feeling 
the drain of the world’s demand. But the 
mineral exists over wide areas and with in- 
crease in price of the metal, these low grade 
ores probably will be worked far into the 
future. Zinc, of all the baser metais, gives 
most promise of life by reason of the vast 
deposits of the mineral. 

But gold and silver, of all the mineral re- 
sources of the country, promise centuries of 
exploitation, even on present lines. Also 
there is the minkmum of waste {fn the 
processes of redemption. 

Not even the geological survey disputes that 
somewhere in nature any one of these wan- 
ing resourees may not be discovered in rich 
deposits. But on the principle that a bird 
in the hand is worth two in the bush, it is 
emphasizing the need of the present genera- 
tion curtailing the reckless waste that so 
long has been going on, quite as a matter of

Cabochons, knots, fiat bows.

All these frocks are representative of the 
newést style tendency, being of the type 
known as Moyen Age. They are nearly ail 
developed in soft materials like cashmere 
ée soie, with touches of embroidery in self- 
tone entirely covering many of the new long 
waisted bodice portions and also the sleeves. 

The elongated waist line fs accentuated by 
the introduction of a Jow sash bow—the sash 
bow, it is said, portending the return of the 
bustle. In some models this bow ties about 
the lower edge of the bodicé, while in others 
the ends almost touch the edges of the hem. 
These sashes come to a deep point in front. 
‘Sashes often supply In a most satisfactory 
Manner the touch of color that is thought 
Becessary on the lingerie and soft silk dresses. 

They are draped in all manner of nove: 
fashion, sometimes: laid around the natural 
waistline in front anc::dropping low in the 
back, as shown in the illustrations. They 
Usually end in a big, splashy bow. 

Ribhons of gold and silver are frequently 
usec, but the.soft, shimmery’ satin ribbons 
and the velvet in all widths, or the ribbons 
with the blurred pompadour flowers are con- 
sidered much more smart, 

Another ribbon fancy of the season is to 
have vividly colored satin, drawn under and 
through laces and breaking out in the most 
alluring little bows. Only the most brilliant- 
ly colored ribbons are chosen for this fancy, 
however, intense grass green, a queer vivid 
blue and the most peculiarly shaded pinkish 
lavender which is trying to any one who has 
mot a perfect skin. 

To be properly up to date in these new 
gowns one must give the impression of being 
enwrapped in yards and yards of material, 
but it must fit the form perfectly, give prac- 
tically no sign of seams and be dotted here 
and there with some sort of ribbon cecora- 
tion. These. dresses must practically be made on the 
person for whom they are intended, pinned and basted 
with care. 

A princess lining of faultless fit is the first requisite 
and whatever material is chosen to drape it must be 
soft and clinging.

Professional Way of Making Rosettes. 


Chiffon and ribbon rosettes are used frequently in 
the decoration of these gowns. The summer girl may 
care to know how these rosettes are made, or rather tied 
professionally, in order that she may be able to dupli- 
cate them on her frock. 

These rosettes must.be made methodically and not 
at all in a haphazard way if good results are desired. 
A double rosette of chiffon with two made satin rose- 
buds are favorites for frock garniture or for catching 
the folds of “the washerwoman’'s flounce” together. 

Chiffon is double width. Halve it in the center, 
crease, reserving.each half for one rosette. Fold in the

Shaped Into Rosette or Bow. 

Don’t cut the ribbon, slip the length of the ribbon 
across ana entirely around the tight venter and down 
through the loose loop just made. Pull through tightly 
into a knot. Slash the ribbon diagonally, leaving the end 
about three and one-half inches at the longest point. 

You will find that you now have a charming cluster 
of loops which,may be shaped by coaxing into a round 
rosette or pulled into a long bow. The remaining ribbon 
should be crushed together a little above the center, dou- 
bled and attached to any part of the rosette by needle 
and thread. The ends of the streamer should be slashed 
diagonally, one being shorter than the other. The soft 
satins and the flowered ribbons are prettiest for these 
girdles. 

To make the flat, stiff and typical shoe bow that is 
used in adorning the Moyen Age models, as shown on 
this page, use one-half a yard of ribbon, one and one- 
eighth inches wide. Cut two pieces four and one-half 
inches long for the bows, and two pieces three inches 
long for the center tross pieces. 

Fold a four and one-half inch piece into a stiff bow 
and sew into place. Make one fold or plait lengthwise in 
a three inch piece and pass across the center of the 
stiff bow, finishing neatly. at the back with as little bulk 
as possible. Heavy white ribbon or black velvet should 
be used for these bows.

A supply of wooden molds in different sizes will be 
the first thing necessary and smal] rings for the frame- 
work of skeleton buttons. Almost any sort of ribbon 
material may be used providing it-accords with the gown 
or the blouse for which the buttons are intended, and if 
the maker is artistic beautiful effects wi)) be produced. 

First cut a round of the material rather larger than 
the mold, marking the size of the mold on it with white 
cotton, and if the button is to be embroidered let this be 
done next. The line of cotton will show the center of 
the button. \A small pad of wool or cotton placed 
under the stuff and the mold often helps to make 
the button stand out better.

becoming, too. A green chiffon veil in a good 
tone is smart indeed, and for young girls all 
the pastel colors, pinks, and blues, and 
mauves, and lavenders, and raspberry. are 
just as attractive as they can be. 

The white chiffon veil has but one fault—it 
soils quickly; so for general wear it is safe to 
choose a brown or a dark blue or a good 
green. The gray chiffon veil is hard to wear 
unless one has,a high, vivid color, and the 
black chiffon veil is gloomy looking and 
should not be worn by those not in mourning. 
All the shades of tan and ecru are fascinating 
and especially good with pongee frocks and 
natural linens, but they, too, soil easily. 

Some clever girls are buying plain chiffon 
veils and giving little individual touches to 
them. For instance, one girl who has @ 
sailor hat trimmed with a crushed band and 
big bow of French cretonne put a one inch 
binding of the cretonne all around a three 
yard chiffon veil of dull green, in place of the 
hem. It looks like a Paris importation. 

Another girl, who has a traveling coat of 
rough navy blue pongee faced with black 
and white checked silk, has a long navy blue 
chiffon veil with a narrow binding of black 
and white checked ribbon, sewed on by her 
own deft fingers, It is just as smart as it can 
be. 

Chiffon vells, by the way, may be washed in 
suds made of white soap and lukewarm 
water, after which they should be lightly 
ringed in more lukewarm water, and rolled 
up quickly in a towel to remove superfluous 
water, but they must not be squeezed or 
wrung. While they are still wet stretch 
them on a bed and pin them lightly to the 
spread. They should need no ironing except 
a slight pressing of the hems,

To Prolong Life of Veils. 


Net veils should be removed from the hat 
when not in use, and either rolied or carefully 
folded and slipped into a perfumed case. 
Such care will! prolong theimlife many days. 

It has been so much of > Rochen to get on 
these net veils over a wide brimmed hat that 
perhaps the directions a certain milliner 
gives her customers may be helpful to some 
of us. She advises, first, that the upper cen- 
ter of the veil be fou and several! smal! 
plaits taken there with long pin, which isto 
be stack flat into the froht center of the brim 
of the hat. The ends of the veil are then 
brought to the back and twisted, but never 
tied, together and pinned: to the. back center 
of the brim. The veil is now pinned to the 
sides of the brim, then pulled taut to the back 
and secured under a veil pin or barrettein the 
place where a barrette is always worn. By 
using this method carefully there should be 
no looseness over the chin, and no ugly draw- 
ing back under each side of the brim of the 
hat, but if the hat is wide brimmed and odd 
in shape, it is sometimes necessary to run a 
thread for about two inches along the lower 
center edge of the veil and draw it up, sewing 
it firmly, so as to hold under the chin. 

Every veil should be adjusted firmly and 
yet not too tight. In its proper vocatioh a 
veil keeps the hair in place, steadies the hat, 
and is a decided aid to the values of the com- 
plexion. Take a look in your mirror the next 
time you put on a veil and see if your veil is 
fulfilling these duties, If it is not you had

What girl doesn't hoard her leather postale 
with the intention of making pillow tops or 
trunk covers with them.rather than store 
them away as souvenirs ang sentimental 
tokens? 

That the happy invention of the leather 
postal has spurred the ingenuities of many 
home ma..ing girls any one would be ready 
to affirm who has seen them daintily laced 
together to make foldirg screen panels, sew- 
ing bags, footrests, and even coverings for 
shirtwaist boxes.

Candle Shades Made from Cards. 


The effect is unique and attractive, though 
of course too many postal card anomalies 
_in one room wou!d confuse and bewilder the 
eye and should be avoided. 
One girl who has a knack for making new 
and ingenious things for beautifying the 
home selected a number of the ordinary 
souvenir view postals from her collection 
and used them in making candle shades, the 
frames of which were of red passepartout. 
Only such postals were used that could be 
cut down to three inch squares without de- 
stroying the view or figure in them.

Another experiment of hers revealed that 
one may reproduce colored scenes on scrim 
or burlap pillow tops by pressing on it the 
colored side of a thoroughly moistened 
tal card with a hot flatiron. By cutting 
out the shape of a flower or figure on a 
postal card she made some useful stencils, 


which could, if desired, be retraced on stencil! 
or gelatin paper. 

Kindergarten teachers are perhaps thost 
familiar with the practica) use of the picture 
postal. With many of them they are an im- 
portant and attractive item in what they cal] 
thelr ‘‘ busy work.” They cut up into small 
triangles, rectangles, and trapezoids a num- 
ber of the more instructive kind of postals, 
such as’park, animal, and floral scenes, and 
the children find no end of delight,in fitting 
them together.

Several New Games Invented. 


Sometimes they require the children to sup. 
ply themselves with a dozen or more of se- 
lecte® posta] cards and under their super- 
vision they are laced or pasted together to 
form pencil or handkerchief boxes or sma!! 
waste baskets. 

A number of postal card games have been 
invented by clever hostesses. One of these 
requires sixty cards, that is, a series of four 
views from each of the fifteen largest cities 
in the union. From six to ten persons may 
participate. 

The cards are shuffled thoroughly and dealt 
one by one until each guest has four. The 
rest of the cards are kept in a neat pile in 
the center of the table. Each one. draws 
from his right hand neighbor, turn by turn. 
all trying to get cards that will complete a 
series of four views from one city. 

When any one has a complete geries he 
lays it. aside and is allowed to take up a card 
from the center of the table. The person 
disposing of his or her cards first is pre- 
sented with a posta! album, the person hav- 
ing the Jargest number of cards still on hand 
is obliged to sit for a camera picture. 

Another picture postal game requires that 
ten or twelve postals be laid face downward 
on a smooth table at which as many guests\ 
as may be comfortably accommodated are 
assembled. On the address side of each 


postal appears several! short sentences, giy- 


ing @ more or less abstruse clew to the kind of 
picture on the under side. Each guest 
scans the sentences and draws his inference 
or makes a guess accordingly. The hostess 
keeps tally at the head of the table and 
when the postal has come back to her she 
holds it up for inspection and names the cor- 
rect guessers. 


Smart Touch for Blouse F inish. 


A good looking touch t.at the-girl who 
. embroiders can put on a-flannel or siik 
shirt waist she is thinking of making for 
this fal) is a buttonhole edge in color down

The buttonholing is done around an open-

If preferred when the loops are worked on 
the material down each side of the box Plait 
a half-inch of it can form a hem beyond 
the scalloping and the rest turned under to 
meet in the center as in making an ordinary 
Plait.

Before the buttonholed loops are worked, 
the edge of plait, rabat, and cuffs are fin- 
ished in a straight line of buttonholing an 
eighth of an inch deep, the same color as the 
loops.

you have just finished your schoo! or uni- 
versity course, your studies have occupied 
most.of your time and you begin housekeep- 
ing without the knowledge you would be glad 
to acquire. A few hinte in connection with 
your own good sense and interest in your 
work will bring success. 

All fruits for canning, preserving, or jelly 
making should be in their prime, not what is 
termed ‘dead ripe,’’ at which stage they 
lose much of their acidity. Dead ripe fruit 
will not form jelly, and no matter how much 
boiled will be a sort of molasses. Overripe 
fruit is fine for the table when fresh and 
we call it rich and sweet, but it is too mature 
for making jelly, because much of the acid 
has turned to sugar. If it so happens that 
you cannot make up your fruit till too ripe, 
the addition of a little lemon juice will help 
in forming jelly or a mixture of currants 
with berries will bring this result, or place 
in the sun after cups are filled. Acid is the 
jelly forming constituent. 

In canning blackberries and raspberries, if 
for pies they need not be sweetened, but if 
for sauce, add about four ounces of sugar to 
a quart of berries. Put sugar in the pre- 
serving kettle and add just enough water to 
keep from burning. Stir till boiling has 
commenced, add the berries, and boil six 
minutes. All small fruits cook quickly. Fill 
hot cans to the brim and screw on the covera, 
Tighten occasionally as fruit cools.

How to Make Blackberry jam. 

To make blackberry jam, mash the fruit 
and allow pound for pound. Put sugar and 
fruit together in kettle, boil slowly, and stir 
constantly, as jam burns easily. After boil- 
ing six or eight minutés try a small portion 
on a cold dish and if, when cold, it is like jelly 
it is ready to be put im small jars or cups. 
Cover with brandied paper and put on the 
tops. 

Fivins may be canned or preserved If 
canned they should be sweetened much ‘or 
litthe as desired, but any fruit will keep with- 
out sugar if properly canned. If preserved 
allow pound for pound. Wash, wipe, and 
prick the plums before preserving, and add 
them to the sugar, which has been dissolved 
with just a little water, and brought to a boil. 


Put tn one layer at a time and as soon as skins 


begin to crack remove to a plate and put in 
another layer. When all are done put all in 
the sirup together and boila few minutes and 
put in cans. A foam may sometimes come 
to near the top of the can; run a silver knife 
down to the bottom several times close tothe 
glass and bubbles will rise, which then cen 
be removed. It is well to take this precaution 
with any fruit put up in cans. 

’ A slower method, but surer to have plums 
whole, is to make the sirup, boil and ekin and 
pour hot over the plums for three days in suc- 
cession. The fourth day put all in the kettle 
together and boil twenty minutes. Put up 
like jellies or put in cans. The latter is pref- 
erable, because fruit is surer to keep. 

When your fruit is “ put away” for the 
winter and you take a peep at the different 
varieties looking at you through the glass 
case, and the jellies, jams, and preserves 
waiting to serve you on your table, daintily 
set for John’s home coming, you will feel a 
thrill of pleasure that will repay you for the 
hours of toil.

Summer Hints. 


_ When you put your corsets on in warm 
weather, dust them thoroughly with talcum 
Powder. To fasten corset cover in front use 
the little strap that comes on the hose sup- 
porter. 

To make candies burn brightly, roll them in 
fine sait and put them on the ice for a few 
minutes. If wax, warm them slightly before 
rolling in salt. 

To remove tar stains, moisten with olive oll, 
then a tepid lather of white soap and water. 
Put this over @ pail and let it drip through. 
Do not wring. Put a large bunch of mignon- 
ette on the table where you have files and you 
will be surprised how few remain in the room. 

To restore the atmosphere of the room after 
it has been fumigated with formaldehyde, 
sprinkle the floor thoroughly with aqua am- 
monia, the kind sold at the groceries will do, 
and hang cloths about the room w& with 
ammonia. 

For burns, apply thin slices of raw potato, 
or if you have time scrape it and bind tightly. 
Change often. | 

For bites apply vaseline and burnt alum; 
lemon juice for bee stings; common biuing 
for bites of any insect, or vaseline, lard, and 
burnt alum can be applied. 

For vaseline stain, soak in cold water for 
half an hour or longer. Then apply warmer 
water, and finally wash in strong white soap 
and boiling water. If white goods, put inthe 
sun. 

Cream of tartar will remove iron rust. To 
take iodine stains from linen, make a thick 
paste of ordinary starch and cover the stains, 
and then apply heat—either that of the sun or 
stove. For carbolic acid burn apply vinegar 
at once, and then make a poultice of stale 
bread and vinegar. This holds good for a 
burn from lye. 

For sore feet, three parts salicylic acid 
powder, ten parts starch pulverized, and 89 
per cent of pulverized soapstone. Sift into 
shoes and stockings. For a canker in the 
mouth, two ounces honey mixed with one- 
half dram of powdered borax or boric acid 
powder. 

To mend amber, warm the surface and dip 
in linseed oil and bring parts together until 
they are sticky, then tet cool. To remove 
grease from the finest fabric, one pint of rain 
water—if the water is hard use borax—one 
ounce ammonia, one-fourth teaspoonful salt- 
peter, one-half ounce of shaving sodp cut 
fine; mix all together. Put a pad of cotton or 
blotting paper under the spot in the garment 
when rubbing it. 

For the hair, five drops of kerosene, ten 
drops of olive oil. To this add ten drops of 
extract of violet, and rub in thoroughly with 
the tips of the fingers at night. Especially 
good the day before you are going to shampoo 
your hair. 

When white goods are grass stained, sat- 
urate them with paraffin and put them out 
in the sun. When you are riding on thecars, 
and wish to write plain, put your paper over 
a pillow. 

For ivy poisoning, wipe off with alcoho! and 
water or vinegar and water. Then make a 
thick paste of soda and put on the surface 
affected and let it remain until it dries, and 
then put on another poultice.

Select the largest of cucumbers and cut into 
three inch lengths, Trim off half an inch 
from the top all around except at each side, 
where small pieces of rind should be left to 
serve as handies, Then mark off the little 
bands of rind which are to run around the 
tub, and cut away the rest of the rind, using 
a sharp knife. 

After paring, carefully seoop out the cen- 
ter. If this is done before they are pared 
there is danger of cutting through the wall. 
Put them into Ice water till ready for use, 
then dry on a cloth. Fill with chopped cu- 
cumber, tomato, asparagus tips, caulifiower, 
or any desired salad and stick a sprig of 
parsiey in the top of each tub.

Pare and cut into dice sufficient pineapple 
to make two cupfuls, Add one small! cupful 
of fine white sugar and let stand until the 
juice begins to flow. Then simmer it gently 
until tender and set away until cold: Beat 
two ounces butter and a quarter of a pound 
of sugar toa cream, beat two egg3 separately, 
and sprinkle lightly into them a quarter of 
a pound sifted flour and one teaspoonful! bak- 
ing powder. Then mix them into the butter 
and sugar, and if too thick add a little milk. 
Line a tin with buttered paper, pour in the 
cake batter, and spread it over smoothly. 
Bake in a quick oven for a quarter of an hour. 
While it is baking place a large piece of paper 
over the pastry board, sprinkle some caster 
sugar over it, and when the cake is done turn 
it out on this. If the pineapple is too juicy 
pour off a little of the sirup, then spread the 
pulp smoothly over theroll. Roll it up quick- 
ly, pin a napkin around it to keep it rolled, 
and set aside until] cool. Flavor with a pint 
whipped cream with a little of the pineapple 
sirup. Serve the roll in slices with the 
whipped cream heaped over. This makes a 
delicious dessert.

Small Savings Mount Up. 


Turn it out the minute that need is past 
and turn the flame down at the first possible 
minute—usually the boiling point. 

Never use a stronger flame than necessary. 
It is much easier to spoil food by cooking 
with too high a flame than with one that is 
too low. 

Remember that matches cost little: so do 
not keep the burner going because you wil! 
need it again in a minute or two. 

Study the benefit of the single burner and 
simmerer over the giant burner. The latter

Study economies both in utensils and man- 
agement. On days when you have a roast 
prepare most of the~-rest of the dinner in 
the oven. Remember that in many makes of 
stoves the broiler and baking part are heated 
by the same flame and plan meals accord- 
ingly. 

Don’t have three or four burners going 
when haif the number will do. Sectional 
saucepans with perpendicular sides can be 
used in twos and threes over the same burner 
and soon save their cost. 

Watch waste in little ways. Have every- 
thing ready before the burner is lighted. 
You may not think you are wasteful when 
you fill the teakettle after the flame is on, 
but you are.

Jelly Bag Hint. 
Now that the jelly making season ts nearly 
at hand a few hints that will make less 
work for the housekeeper will not be amiss. 
¥our jelly bag, of course, is perfectly clean 
to start with. After picking over and washing 
the fruit put it right into the bag, put the 
bag into a large kettle and add whatever 
amount of water you desire. Boil it this way 
a little longer than you would without the 
bag. This way of doing saves one the awk- 
ward task of dipping up the het fruit into 
the bag and often scalding one’s self in so 
doing. When boiled sufficiently the bag can 
be lifted out and set in a porcelain coliender 
on top of the kettle to drain and left there 
till the next day, if necessary. This is all 
quickly done and one is saved the trouble 
of hanging the bag up to drain, for there 
never seems to be any place to hang it out 
of the way.

When Sealing Fruit. 

In canning fruit, in either tin or glass cang 
with tin tops, if one will use putty instead 
of sealing wax they will find it both cleaner 
and more economical, besides being much 
less trouble. Get 5 cents worth of putty, 
such as is used in glazing windows, at any 
hardware store. After pressing the lid tightly 
on the can take a small piece of the putty, roll 
it between the palms of the hands into a 
long, slim roll, then fit it tightly around the 
lid, pressing down well and smoothing it 
over. It excludes the air perfectly and will 
keep the fruit as well and long as any solder 
or sealing wax, and is so much more easily 
removed, as all that is necessary to open the 
can is to pass a sharp-pointed knife around 
under the putty and it will lift off with the 
lid and can be removed, leaving the can as 
fresh and clean as a new one. Be careful 
not to have the putty too soft when putting 
it on. Any that-is left over can be kept 
for the next canning by putting it away in 
a dish or on a piece of glass, which will not 
absorb the oll; but if it should become too 


hard, a few drops of ofl worked into it will: 


soften it again. I have used this method of 
canning for more than twenty years with the

Easily Made Fancy Work for 
Woman Who Can’t Embroider.

You all know her—the woman who can't 
embroider. Her satin'stitch isalways lumpy 
and uneven, her round eyelets are irregular 
ovals, and her oval eyelets are eccentric 
circles. Her French knots pull out before 
they have been to the laundry. Her button- 
holing looks as if it had been made with her 
eyes shut. Her shadow stitch has every 
other stitch pulled, making the pattern all 
~ awry. She is not mistaken about it. She 
cannot embroider. 

And yet she hankers to do fancy work. 
She wants to adorn herself with her own 
handiwork. She wants to make pretty things 
for her house. Now, what in the world shall 
she “do? 

Let us suppose, in the first place, that-she 
is at least able to sew with a moderate 
amount of neatness. We won’t ask that 
she be an expert with the needle, but that 
she can whip on lace without puckering it, 
and lay a plait. The sewing machine will 
help her out, too. 

Let us suppose, also, that she wants some 
new dresser covers, and some new neck fix- 
ings. Every woman wants those, s0 we 
won't have to stretch our imaginations.

Simple Designs for Dresser Covers. 

Dresser scarf No. 1—First of all, an under- 
ecarf is made of pale rose nearsilk. It is 
cut to fit the dresser, with a narrow hem 
all round, and this is pinched in with the 
fingers, then stitched on the machine. The 
upper cover is composed of three inexpen- 

give handkerchiefs, of dimity, cross barred, 
and with insertions and edging of Valen- 
elennes lace. They are sewed together by 

‘hand, not tightly, but so they will lie flat. 
The cover is now finished, and the greatest 
beauty of it is, to the utilitarian, that it may 
be washed whenever necessary. 

Dresser scarf No. 2—Perhaps she does not 
eare for thin and dainty dresser scarfs. Per- 
haps her room is done up in flowered chintz, 
and she wants a scarf which will go well 
with it. For this, therefore, choose a length 
of heavy white linen taffeta, and scallop 
the edges with a wide, gently curving scal- 
lop. These scallops are to be bound with the 
delicate colored sleeve binding which may 
be bought at any notion counter. It should 
be of a color to harmonize with the main 
colors of the flowered chintz. It may be 
stitched on by hand or machine, after it has 
been basted in place. 

Now from the flowered chintz two of its 
largest epraysS of flowers are cut. Perhaps 
the design is a basket of flowers; if-so, this 
is chosen to be cut out. These pieces are laid 
flat at each end of the white scarf, the edges 
are turned in neatly, and the whole figure 
run down with very short stitches, by hand. 
If the flower design of the chintz is small, 
single flowers may be cut and stitched down 
here and there on the surface of the cover. 
Either effect will be pleasing and in keeping 
with the decorations of the room.

Pretty Collar from Handkerchief. 
With the matter of dresser scarfs settled, 
the woman who cannot embroider turns her 
attention to making herself some new col- 
ars. She first hunts all her old linen col- 
rs which. are too worn and broken at the 
turnover to be used again. She has the 
etarch washed from these, and then irons 
‘them until they are soft, yet unwrinkled. 
She carefully rips out the turned over por- 
tion which is worn, and sets in place of it 
the two and a half inch side of a smart hand- 
kerchief with a blue border which is just 
long enough to be transformed into a collar. 
The erstwhile handkerchief edge is basted 
in place, stitched on the machine, and—be- 
hold, a new and very pretty collar. The rest 
of the handkerchief is carefully plaited in 
the finest straight plaits, then pressed with 
@ warm iron, to serve as a jabot. Several 
sets of these collars and jabots made from 
colored handkerchiefs will be very good with 
_ her summer and fall shirtwaists. 
But suppose she objects and says that it

_. Why, buy another handkerchief, and cut 
& Ss it diagonally, from one corner to the cen- 


ter. In the center cut out a circle the size

Hats are large and hatpins are necessarily 
long, and if you are in an audience and the 


corner opposite to the one where the cut 
Was made serves as a point in the back, 
and the corners on either side adjust them- 
selves to the shape of the shoulders. A lace 
edged handkerchief makes the prettiest 
kind of a “short cut’ Dutch collar.

Gifts for Her Friends. 


But now this never satisfied woman who 
can't embroider says she’ wants to make 
some fancy work for gifts for friends of hers. 

Then, of course,’she must set herself and 
her busy little sewing needle to work making 
bags. First of all, she may make a work 
bag for the college girl. The college colors 
are rose and gray, so the bag is made of 
gray linen taffeta, and is lined with rose 
colored sateen. There is a round bottom 
made of two circles of pasteboard, one cov- 
ered with the gray material, and the other 
with the rose. 

The bag itself is made of a long, straight 
piece of the goods, sewed together, lining 
and all, on the machine. A casing for the 
ribbons is stitched in on the machine also, 
and then .the bottom edge is gathered, 
divided into fourths, and pinned securely 
around the pasteboard circle with the gray 
covering. The rose colored circle is adjusted 
inside and pinned in place, and the whole 
thing is thereupon stitched together with 
long, invisible stitches, with strong thread; 
and the bag is done as soon as the rose col- 
ored ribbons are run in the casing. 

For the lady who loves lavender, a 
length of lavender satin ribbon is cut into six 
pieces of equal length, and @ch length is 
pointed. The pointed ends are sewed neatly 
together to form the bottom of the bag. The 
straight top edge is turned in and stitched to 
form a casing, and in the loops and ends of 
the ribbons which are run in there is sewed 
a few grains of scented lavender.

Simple Miniature Laundry Bags. 


Next comes a bag for soiled kerchiefs fcr 
the sensible girl. This is a miniature lavv.- 
dry bag of gay flowered cretonne, but the 
bottom is sewed into a point, and a little 
white cotton tassel sewed to the end of it. 
A white cord and tassels draw the bag to- 
gether at the top, and a little slit at the 
side, ‘neatly bound with a strip. of white, 
makes a convenient place to drop the ker- 
chief in without loosening the strings. 

But this is enough fancy work for the 
woman who can’t embroider for one time. 


There are lots more things she can do, 


though, and we'll try to tell about them in 
the future. 
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with hat to correspond for church, matinée, 
or the monthly holiday. Another suit, not 
quite so handsome, is a wise choice, but this 
may be omitted in country schools or where 
a uniform is worn during thedaytime.

The scallops are heavily padded with darn- 
ing cotton and bdattonholed in either white 
mercérized cotton or ina color. If the latter 
is chosen it should be deep in tone, as old 
blue, a rich red, or deep yellow—something 
that will not fade out In washing. 

Three large ¢rochet buttons, or, if the em- 
broidery is colored, bone buttons to match 
the scallop are put on each side of the neck 
opening. The convenient little garment is 
fastened by white cord loops. 

If preferred the edges of the huck can be 
hemmed or edged with a flat linen or torchon 
lace, and a cross stitch or darning pattern 
in dull rich colorings darned in. This border 
can be of any desired width, but will look 
best if about two inches wide, running en- 


tirely around the garment.

Book Habits That Need Reform. 


Though we no longer handle our books 
like the pioneer New Englander who kept her 
few precious volumes hid in a cedar chest, 
nor like our scrupulous grandmother who 
made gingham covers for them and pasted 
rules on the fiyleaf, the average book Duying 
mortal still manifests some reprehensible 
habits. 

‘The fact that we now live among shoals of 
books, and are surfeited with reading ma- 
terial, is no reason why we should carelessly 
leave good books in the bottom of the launch 
or hammocks on thunder cloud days, or pley 
the prodigal and distribute them to indiffer- 
ent friends like bags of peanuts. 

A book once read and enjoyed, whether 
it be of cotton binding, or padded morocco, 
becomes a part of you, and its indefinite ab- 
sence from your private book shelves is dis- 
tinctly annoying. 

It is unpleasant to trace up books among !n- 
different friends, with whom they have no 
permanent value, and who pass them on to 
tLe next one without a scruple. 

There is one simple and commendable 
remedy that was once forced upon a young 
high school teacher who invested liberally in 
books every month, but who, when among 
her friends, could not refrain from a cer- 
tain energetic eloquence about this and that 
hero, invariably concluding with: ‘“* You 
really ought to read it; it's immense.” When 
she found that her books were leaving her 
much faster than they returned she jestingly 
remarked to her friends that she would keep

Handy Things for Dressmaker. 


It is always practical to have @ room spe- 
cially reserved for sewing. In most space 
limited flats the sewing room is identified 
with the bedroom or den, and what would or- 
dinarily be the distinctive appointments of a 
sewing room are not made conspicuous, but 
rather kept under cover or behind a screen. 

A sewing machine, a wire dress model, a 

ttern bag, a scrap box, or spool case, 
which would give a characteristic air to the 
separate sewing room, is more or less a 
‘“ crowding "’ and offending feature in the 
bedroom. 

Most tasteful housekeepers seek to elim- 

inate it, and make their sewing parapher- 
nalia take up as little space as posiblé. Some- 
times they wedge the machine into a remote 
corner and even into the closet, and drag it 
forward again under the window on sewing 
day. 
It is the easiest thing to Improvise a little 
sewing room in your bedroom or den with 
a folding screen, behind which the only bulky 
bits of furniture are a sewing machine, a 
chair, lap board, and foot rest. A wire model 
may be added, but unless one does sewing for 
outsiders it is not essential. The home sewer 
will not use a model when her sister, daugh- 
ter, or one for whom she sews is present 
and willing ‘to “try on” at any time. 


The inside of the screen may be fitted ug 
with a number of pockets, large ones for pat~- 
terns and fashion plates, and smaller one@ 
for spools, scissors, rules, tape, tracers, but- 
tons, crayon, etc., respectively. Small four- 
teen inch sewing aprons, with several pockets 
along the hem for various little items, such 
as thread, buttons, thimbles, hooks and eyee, 
are much favored. 

The new drophead machine, which when 
closed has the appearance of a cabinet, isa 
piece of furniture that need not be scorned 
even in the living room. The wheels being 
concealed, it is less suggestive than the older 
boxhead machine, and as it has ample ar- 
rangements behind the cabinetlike doors to 
stow away sewing material or goods to be 
made up at some future time, it is doubly 
convenient.

EVERAL years ago a soldier of 
United States army was sent to Alcatraz 
island for having cheered an anarchist 
attack on the government, under whose 
flag he served. The echo of this strange 
case of treason came a little while ago 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., when an 
unknown man concealed in a closet in 
the residence of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, fired 
at the officer in the dark and escaped from the house 
and incidentally from three shots from the general's 
revolver. 

At first it was believed that a burglar had entered 
the house, but this theory fails to explain the shot 
at the sleeping officer, and Gen. Funston’s friends and 
detectives, who have been working on the case have 
come to the conclusion that the anarchists have set 
their mark upon the captor of Aguinaldo. The whole 
thing has created a profound impression in the army. 

Back of it all is primarily the story of a soldiet 
from a foreign country who, in all probability, was 
carried away by his admiration of a sociological 
chimera. 

Four or five years ago Emma Goldman and 
Alexander Berkman were lecturing in the Pacific coast 
states. One of their addresses attracted Private Duna-.- 
wald, a good enough soldier as far as his early mil- 
itary record goes. He listened to the dream of af 
ideal state, in which there could be no such thing 4s 
an oppressed minority, no corporation domination, no 
chafing restraint, and none of the woes with which 
governments of men have been cursed from the begin- 
ning of. time. 


* * 
Lonesomeness Leads to Bad Dreams. 

A barrack is a lonely place after all. There arte 
Ohly the same old faces, the same old hatreds, and 
rivalries. Off across the bay, perhaps, is the saloon 
where they short change a soldier whefiever he lets 
his senses wabble. There is a restaurant on the pike 
where a soldier can get reliéf from the mess tabie, 
but the proprietor and the guests look at his uniform in 
perturbation as lon& as he stays.’ Théy take his money 
readily enough, but he can’t but fédalige he’s a “ buck 
‘soldier.” Annette is a Waitress there or the private 
would never go back. Now afid théfi he gets a little 
too much of the “spirit 6f the times” trying to forget 
it. He becomes a “bad hombre” and they put him in 
the “jug” and make him clean up the post for a 
few days. 

Yes, the barrack is a lonely old place, and a man 
is bound to dream bad dreams when he is bored and 
lonesome. 

Maybe that was the explanation Private Dunawald 
would have made had there been an opportunity. But 
@ court-martial is no temperamental thing. It has no 
sympathy for loneliness. Of all justice it is the stern- 
est and the quickést. It was so with Private Dunawald. 

One night the soldier was strolling alofig in 
Frisco, wondering when the regiment would change 
posts, for there is relief in making new acquaint- 
ances and learning new sets of streets. He saw a 
little crowd near a dingy hall. Dunawald went to see 
what it was about. Emma Goldman was to speak. 
How strange? Had he not been reading and dream- 
ing about the land without a government and with- 
out an army and oppression? 

x * 
Treason Offense of Dutatald. 

Dunawald went in. He heard the great navy and 
the army, “which existS ofrly t6 défy the common 
people,” attacked and torn to shreds from the an- 
archist point of view. There was a time coming 
when all men would in fact be equal, when each man 
should have the profits of his labors without the in- 
tervention of the corporation that stripped him of his 
profit and paid him a pittance. 

The soldier was carried away, perhaps. Maybe, 
too, he was.at heart an anarchist. He cheered the 
speaker. He went to the platform and shook hands 
with her—this strange, fighting woman, who, even if 
she does not openly advocate the throwing of bombs, 
shouts froin her platforms that there must be a revolu- 
tion and points to the world’s history as proof that the 
rich never yet have yielded without bloodshed. 

The story leaked back to headquarters and Private 
DunaWwald was called before. the commanding officer. 
He admitted what he had done. It was treason for a 
soldier to cheer and sympathize with the enemies of his 
government, he was told. The plea that in a free coun- 
try any man was entitled to his opinion was of little 
avail. 

The solaner was sent to the guardhouse. In dte 
time he was called before the court-martial, defended by 
an officer, prosecuted by an officer and tried by officers. 
He was convicted of a violation of one of the articles 
of war which form thé.criminal code of the army and 
sentenced to serve five years on Alcatraz, looking out 
on the smiling bay amd fn on thé steel cells.

in a general Way 1 want to say that notiHihg of the 
Coney Island hurdy gurdy atmosphere is to be tolerated. 
Whatever the pay amusements that may be introduced, 
they willbe of a charactef to attract the best eiti- 
gens of the towh. No décent fian will fear to corie 
there, bringing his whole family with hit. Chicago 
has quite enough of the cheaper forms of atmitse- 
ments. 

“Today. Chicago stiffers for a lack of good music, 
not because it hasn't enough péople to appreciate go0d 
music; but because it Nasn’t enougit people who can 
afford .$5 a Seat to hear it. At present these prices 
must be paid for the reason that there are no halls 
large enough to afford cheaper admissions. Seating 
21,000 in this pier hall, however, there is no reason 
why.we shouldn't have the best of music at 50 cents 
a head and still pay the musicians. And a gathering of 
20,000 people at 50 cents each will stimulate mofe good 
music than any 2,000 bunch evef gathered at $6 a head; 
for on such occasions as this hundreds are there, or 
have bought seats, simply because the price was $6.” 

* 


South Water Street to Have Rival. 

In this whole idea of a recreation pier, too, the in- 
terest in the proximity of the great freight piers is 
not overlooked by Mr. Pugh. This first deck of the 
recreation plier itself is to be devoted in summer wholly 
to fruits. Here fot the summer months at least, he 
expects to make of this proposed freight deck another 
South Water street, saving the handling of fruits from 
the docks over rough cobblestones to South Water 
street itself. 

Two hundred feet south of this recreation pier is 
planned the middle freight pier, 200 feet wide, to be 
devoted to west bound freight out of Chicago. An- 
other 200 feet to the south is planned the third freight 
pier, to be devoted to incoming Chicago freight. This 
pier is to be 150 feet wide and in common with the 
others furnished with twenty-four foot doors that lift 
up and disappear out of the way of all traffic. Any 
visitor ever attracted by the recreation features of the 
pleasure pier necessarily must be. impressed with the 
lake commerce which will be in evidence all around 


m. 

The building of these piers promises for the first 
time a convenience to lake passengers in making a 
union terminal for all passenger vessels in lake ser- 
vice."

Funston in the meantime had beeg 
transferred to Fort Leavenworth to command the army 
service schools and the army staff college, the greatest 
post-graduate military school oh earth, where veteran 
officers are prepared for promotion to higher and more 
responsible ranks. 

One night recently the general returned -from the 
home of friends in the garrison. The members of his 
family were absent and the big residence was empty 
gave for a sleeping servant or two in a lower part of 
the house. The general entered and went to bed after 
a slight delay. 

He had been asleep for a few moments, it appeared 
to him, when a shot awakened him. With the danger— 
showing the readiness of a trained soldier—he rose in 
bed, gripping his revolver from under a pillow. A man’s 
form moved in the dark. The officer shot without aim. 
The form moved off toward the stairs. Two more shots 
from the officer’s weapon in the dark did not stop him.

On Sunday 
practically all the employés of the store will be found 
there with their families, if they have any.

Every one who has had 
the pleasure of spending any time there, even if pnly 
one night, has gofle back to work refreshed.

Evidence Points to Intended Murder. 

Aside from the threat of Dunawald the day he was 
taken to Alcatraz, the strongest evidence that the whole 
thing was a murderous attack and not an attempted 
burglary is the ‘fact that the man évidently had been 
in the house some time @nd that nothing was taken 
or moved. The generai’s sleeping room was on the 
second floor, while valuable silver and money were on 
the floor below, where any burglar would first have 
looked for them. In army posts such a crime as bur- 
glary is least looked for and most readily accomplished 
by any one daring enough to risk it in the face of the 
all-night patrols. 

This man evidently had entered the house in the 
officer’s absence. The «closet in the general’s room 


showed that he had been hidden there. Evidently he 


had waited until the officer slept and then fired on him. 
It is said that the doors were unlocked before the gen- 
eral returned. He locked them after he entered and 
they were not molestéd, save the one through which 
the man ran out. He was heard to unlock this. 

There are other bits of evidence to corroborate the 
assumption that the man who entered the Funston 
house was bound on murder, but for the purpose of 
reassuring the men in the post these things have been 
kept religiously quiet. Only detectives who interfered 
at their own volition and a few army officers know of 
them. 

At any rate, it is certain beyond question that no 
burglar would have done the things done by the man 
who hid in Funston’s closet. There was plainly some 
other motive. 

Gen. Funston denies that he recalled the Duna- 
wald incident and he deprecates much attention to the 
subject, but several of his brother officers are authority 
for the statement that there is little doubt about the 
authorship of the attack on the officer. They point 
mainly to the fact that no burglar would shoot at a 
sleeping man and hint of other things which they are 
not at liberty to discuss.

EGARDLESS of Young Turks and Old 
Turks—tregardless of revolutions, the 
women of Turkey still have tea parties. 

Just why these social functions to 

which they invite their friends are called 

“tea parties” it is hard to conjecture. 

One could almost suspect them of gentle 

irony, for tea is conspicuous by its ab- 

sence, and in its place are served coffee, cake, and 
cigarets. 

When the day for the “tea party” arrives, the hus- 
band is excluded from the harem—nor is he allowed 
to so much as poke his nose inside while the strange 
women are there. The latter come accompanied by 
their maid servants and children. 

As soon as they have arrived they are taken to an 
ante-room, where they are relieved of their outdoor 
garments. Here they put on delicate satin slippers, 
which they have brought with them in bags, and then 
all go into the reception room, where they greet their 
hostess by touching with the tips of their fingers their 
breasts, lips, and forehead, the salutation meaning: 

“TIT am devoted to you with heart, mouth, and 
mind.” 

Then they settle themselves gracefully on carpets 
and divans, while the children are carried to some 
other room, where, after they have played together for 
a time, they are given light refreshments. 

Coffee, cigarets, and sweetmeats are handed around 
to the mothers, who discuss them and pay lavish com- 
pliments to one another regarding their respective 
dresses. The “chalva” or “tea party” gown of the 
Turkish woman is often a wonderfully beautiful gar- 
ment. It consists of a long tunic with open sleeves 
and a wide pair of trousers. Often these articles are 
heavy with encrusted embroidery and precious stones, 
and when thus jeweled they produce a rare effect.

“There is a health side to these operations,” said 
the young surgeon who has lately been changing the 
map of feminine physiognomy in Chicago. “The skin 
is a bag which holds the muscles in place. When it 
loses the resiliency of youth it isn't reactive and it 


dllows the p< to slip back and press on the optic 
nerve. This impairs vision. But when the skin is 
tightened by taking tucks the fault is removed. It is 
the same with the hanging cheeks. The masseter mus- 
cles are allowed to press on the salivary glands and 
the sense of. taste is lessened. ° 

“Improvements are all the time being made in the 
implements we work with. I have only just imported 
today a new implement for extracting scars, and it 
promises to bring about a revolution in this depart- 
ment. It is a queer little machine which forms a tiny 
drop of ice at the point of a projecting pencil which 
fastens into the skin like a hypodermic syringe. The 
drop of ice acts like a blister on that part of the epi- 
dermis underneath which is so difficult to reach and 
in which is imbedded the scar. This point of ice freezes 
on the scarred portion under the skin and draws it out, 
and it is the newest and best method yet of elimina- 
ting scars. The inventor of this little instrument 
worked along the idea that extreme heat and extreme 
cold act similarly.” ‘ 

Bertillon System's Accuracy Endangered. 

Other things are done which would seem to make 
if no longer possible for the Bertillon system to be 
an exact science. “One of the most common opera- 
tions we perform for men,” said the surgeon, “for we 
haye many men customers, especially among actors, 
is to“turn back’ the outstanding ear. Two incisions 
are made and the offending ear is literally sewed back 
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to the head. Another common thing among men pa- 
tients is to have the hump on the nose chiseled away.” 

As the doctor said this he fingered a little instru- 
ment and mallet with which this evidence of nation- 
ality or character is obliterated. He also picked up a 
pair of fine forceps with which the osseous substance 
of the nose sometimes is clipped away. 

Thick lips corrected by having a piece of skin 
removed from ,the-inside make one of the wonders of 
this kind of surgery, while the paraffin filling often 
does the work that is needed to change outlines without 
the use of more “bloodthirsty” instruments. Concave 
noses are built up and cheeks rounded out by the 
paraffin, and creases filled. The line from noge to 
mouth is the one most often corrected in this way, and 
this is called the “nose to mouth” operation. 

* 
“* Discrepancy” Lies in the Prices. 

One of the strange things of the eurgery parlor is 
e tariff of prices for these operations eimilar to that 
of the small manicuring shop in all except prices. 
A “nose to mouth” operation is from $10 to $15. A 
frown above the forehead is removed for from $10 to $25, 
while a cheek filling process will cost from $25 to $60. 
Asked what it would cost to have smallpox scars re- 
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moved, the answer of the 
woman who does this part 
of the work was: “I never 
do a deep skinning oper- 
ation for less than $250 and 
not generally for more than 
$300, although the person 
who has the marked face 
usually will pay anything to have the scars removed.” 
That one easily could spend a thousand dollars 
to have thé face made over can be seen by looking at 
the tariff. What the woman of 40 usually would need 
would be much less than this sum, however. 
The average list of beauty operations such a 
woman would need would include: 
Small tuck under each eye. 
A piece removed from ekin at tip of ears for sag- 
ging chin. 
A filling for the frown.

A little carelessness or a little delay may mean a4 
house robbed of its sunshine and the little voice that 
for a few short months only was there to cheer it. 

For thé last thirteen years the health department 
of Chicago has been making a fight for the lives of 
Chicago babies. During the previous thirteen years 
there were 113,179 deaths of infants and children under 
5 years of age. Investigation proved that many of 
these deaths were unnecessary, caused by the careless- 
ness and ignorance of mothers. What to do was the 
question—and it wes a momentous one. 

It was decided that there should be a corps of 
doctors and nurses appointed to canvass the city, in- 
vestigate insanitary conditions, and teach mothers how 
to care for their children. This was done, and during 
the last thirteen years, with a constantly increasing 
population, there has been a literal gain of 2,000 lives 
in the total. 

Had the death rate of the earliér period been main- 
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tained during the last thirteen years there would have 
been 230,934 deaths among children under 6 years of 
age, whereas only 111,478 actually accurred. Taking 
this In connection with the increased population, which 
has been nearly doubled during this time, the reduced 
death rate means a saving of 119,456 children’s lives

Thirat\is accountable for much of the fretfulness 
of babies during these plague months. If a nipple 
is thrust into the mouth they grasp it eagerly—not 
because they are hungry but because they are suffer- 
ing from thirst. Food does not satisfy them and they 
wail hour after hour while the shortsighted mother 
paces the floor tired and miserable, either forgetful or 
ignorant of the fact that her little one, though tiny is 
still a human being—a thirsty human being—wanting 
water, not food. i 

Many of the deaths among babies occur in the 
stockyards district where the Slavs abound. It is al- 
most impossible to convert a Slav mother to sanitary 
methods. She has been raised on beer. So has her 
mother and grandmother and great-grandmother before 
her. Consequently when her baby cries she gets the 
can of beer and quiets it with a few sips. The child 
of course becomes drowsy and falls into a heavy slum- 
ber from which it wakes heavy and nervous. 

The baby cries then irritably. For a while the 
mother pays no attention, her mind being centered on 
“her washing or scrubbing ‘or whatever she may be 
doing. The wailing continues. With an exclamation 
she a@rags out the beer can and again the baby falls 
asleep. The mother herself, tired with her work, takes 
a glass of beer and goes back to her work feeling in- 
vigorated. 

* * 
Mother Reasons from Own Experience. 

“Ig makes me feel good,” she tells the health com- 
missioner. “Sure, it makes the baby feel good too.” 
And she will listen to nothing that is said against her 
beloved beer, which is food, drink, and soothing sirup 
all in one. 

Then the baby dies. “He would have died any- 
way,” is her consolation, and nothing that is said can 
convince her otherwise. 

As a people the Slavs are, however, devout. In 
many cases, therefore, the health officials have reached 
them through the priests. When the priest comes out 
in the pulpit and says, “You shall not give your chil- 
drén beer!” they obey without question. But it needs 
the restriction of the church to make them do by their 
babies as they should.

Epidemic’s Cause Traced to Dairy. 

“Speaking of disease,” said Dr. Drake, “there is 
one case I watit to note. Last year there was an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever in a certain part of the city. 
We were at a loss to account for it, so we shadowed 
the varidus dairies. 

“We discovered that in the home of one of the 
dairymen there had been two cases of typhoid. The 
man had fallen sick and his wife had nursed him. 
Then a chilld had come down with the fever. All the 
time the woman had been nursing her sick she had 
been attending to the dairy and milking the cows. 

“Of course aS S800n aS we discovered this we con- 
demned the dairy and forbade any more milk being 
sold from this farm until such time as the health de- 
partment should have examined the cattle and ali the 
inmates of the farm and declared them ir proper con- 
dition to deal with the public.

Civilization Checks Death's March. 

AMNl of which shows that the march of civilization 
brings with it a greater comprehension which can only 
result in a decided decrease of-the terrific infant mor- 
tality of former years. 

Up wntil the first of July of this gear there had 
been 279 fewer deaths among children under 1 year 
of age than there were in the corresponding period of 
the year before. There were 144 fewer .deaths during 
the first seventeen days of this July than there were 
during the same number of days in the Same month of 
last year. 

Up to July 17 there has been, therefore, a saving 
of 423 lives of children, this due to the care exercised 
by the authoritiés and the rigorous inspection ex- 


tended over every portion of the city of Chicago.

Medical Aid Too Often Neglecied. 


“Too many mothers think themselves infallible,” 


says Dr. Evans. “They feel that children’s diseases 
are really nothing more than Jisorders and that a little 
treating at home will ‘fix the kid up all right.’ Often 
this treatment consists of the administration of sooth- 
ing sirups advertised to cure summer complaint, soften 
the gums of teething babies, etc. There is an old 
saying: 

“*Do not pour drugs of which you know nothing 
into a body of which you know less,’ and it is a 
sensible one. 

“There are plenty of conscientious physicians who 
will gladly give their services free to save the life 
of a little one whose mother is not able to pay for 
medical treatment.” 

With nothing in mind save the thought of saving 
the lives of wee babies unable to do more than to 
breathe, the incubators at Riverview park have been 
instituted by Dr. Martin Conney. These are most 
complete and are constructed so that the baby gets 
the proper amount of moisture, fresh air, and warmth. 

~ * 
Incubators for the Prematurely Born. 

The incubators are for babies born prematurely, 
and these require of course the most careful atten- 
tion. Trained nurses and a doctor are always on 
duty ready to rush to the rescue should the baby show 
the slightest signs of turning “blue,” which condition 
shows improper action on the part of the still un- 
developed heart, or should anything else happen. 

The babies are fed through tiny tubes on modi- 
fied milk at stated intervals. Great care is taken to 
see that they are kept warm and dry. 

Recently triplets came into the world at Racine, 
Wis., long before their appointed time. One of them 
died. The other two were hurried to Chicago to the 
health department, from where they were taken by 
Dr. Hunt in his automobile at top notch speed to Riv-

O be or not to be an author—that is 
the problem with thousands of young 
men and women. 

“What charice will I have for suc- 
cess?” is the question that literary as- 
pirants have asked ever since the art of 
writing books and drawing royalties 
began. Here probably is as unique an 

attempt to answer the question as ever was known in 
the history of letters. A struggling young author in 
Chicago, driven to desperation by the world’s failure 
to recognize what he considers his genius, boldly wrote 
to scores of the most successful writers asking them 
for assistance, pecuniary and otherwise, in settling 
his fate. Without help he could write no longer; with 
the aid of money and encouragement he might keep 
on and eventually win a place in the world of letters. 
His letter of appeal, with the answers received, ap- 
pears on this page They were brought to the office of 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE by the writer himself. 

This young man, typical of hundreds of his kind, 
insists that the world owes him fame and fortune. 

Many successful authors, editors, and publishers 
fail to agree with him. 

Who is right? 

Is he, as he maintains, a victim of circumstances? 
Or is he, as hundreds of other aspirants are, simply 
in the wrong vocation?

Struggles Stnonymous with Authorship. 

Authors have starved and struggled since the be- 
ginning of writing. Probably the first young man to be 
smitten with the passion to tell, with the shin bone of 
a wild animal carving the tale of his tribe’s doings in 
soft sand stone, had to knock long at the cave door of 
the chief before they would send him out his meej of 
food and covering. Since then the masterless men who 
have followed his track have suffered likewise. The 
scribe of ancient history was an honored man—after 
he had been dead and buried for a century or two— 
but during his earthly existence it is highly probable 
that he wailed and wailed because his generation woutl 
not recognize him. 

Homer, so saith the modern historian, turned press 
agent for an ancient wine dealer in order to keep from 
starving, and it is quite certain Shakspeare pounded 
and hounded the managers’ doors before one could be 
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found who would believe that “Gentle Will” might be 
a playwright as well as a pretty good seconi-class 
actor. 4 

Coming down to more modern days, Thackeray at 
the age of 35 applied for a position in the English 
“stamp office” that he might have an assured income. 
Even though he was then in the height of his power 
he had yet to produce the works that were to win him 
fame and fortune from the reading public. Kipling 
himself, favored child of the Gods that he has been, 
had his struggle like all-the rest. In San Francisco he 
once tried to sell a dozen short stories for the price of 
railroad fare to New York, and was unsuccessful. In 
the “batch” which he offered to that blind San Fran- 
cisco editor was the well nigh immortal “The Taking 
of Lungtungpen.” Perhaps this young struggler is a 
“gecond Kipling ’—perhaps.

Letter from “ Undiscovered Genius.” 

His letter—written to scores of authors—is, in 
part, as follows: 

Chicago, IIL, °09.—-Dear Sir: Will you 
please read this letter? I am a young short story 
writer struggling for recognition and against adver- 
sity. My case is peculiar and complicated. It is 
doubtful if the history of American letters can present 
a case analogous to mine. Outside of Poe’s strenuous 
struggle for success I know of none. 

Nearly all my life I have lived in the underworld, 
where I have tried to make a study of its different 
kinds of inhabitants.. Yet in spite of this fact I have 
succeeded, after infinite labor and pains, in educating 
myself—to some extent; at least I have educated my- 
self up to that point where I am able to construct a 
short story. 

My writings concern the underworld, and many of 
the collection are founded on my own experiences. 
One editor says I have gone “deeper into the drug 
question than any other writer that ever lived, not 
excepting De Quincey or Poe.” 

My first literary work was a dissertation on the 
“yegs” species of vagrant and a slang lexicon—the 
only work of its kind ever compiled in this country. I 
managed to sell both to a metropolitan Paper for $25— 
barely sufficient to keep a real littérateur in postage. 
About that time I also sold four stories to a maga- 
zine in Chicago; they have appeared, but the article 
and lexicon have been held back all this time, although 
it is nearly three years since I sold them. 


* * 
" Rise Now Matter of Regret. 

In all of this time, notwithstanding the discour- 
agements, the setbacks—in spite of the fact that I was 
living from hand to mouth, with the latter playing an 
understudy’s part, or, as Charles Dickens would say, 
“between nothing to eat and just half enough,”’ I have 
at last risen from the lowly position of peddler to the 
comparatively high one of literary man. Yet I must 
honestly confess that I wish I had never accomplished 
it. I wish I had never even read a magazine, let alone 
wanting to become a regular contributor to them. 

Unlike many individuals, I am not compelled to 
recall past ‘miseries in order to reflect on those of the 
@resent; mine are real and are with me now. I am 
wedded to misfortune, it seems. Here I am, after a 
lifetime of study and preparation, in such abject de- 
spair and destitution that I will surely sink unless some 
one comes forth to help me. I feel that I cannot keep 
up my courage any longer. 

Isn’t there something radically wrong somewhere 
when I can have in my possession stories that are 
unique and individual, make the “rounds” with them, 
and still be compelled to stop on my journey and 
grab a handful of free lunch from actual hunger? 

I think there is. Time and again I have placed 
myself on the scales to find what is wanting, and it 
seems I cannot discover where the fault Hes. Suppose 
I have a number of tales the equal of some of Poe's, 
would it not be a shame to permit them to die in the 
dark corner of some obscure garret? 

* * 
Fear Takes Complete Possession. 

Believe me, when I realize how helpless I am, I 
‘feel as I shouldn't permit myself to feecl—as if I 
wanted to end it all. I oftentimes walk these streets 
in perfect horror. The fear (just as terrible as that 
which crushed Roderick Usher) that I am never going 
to win success has taken complete possession of me. 


And I know now that the time is not far distant when 
I will be forced through lack of means lower and 
lower in the social scale; when I will be compelled to 
frequent the vile class of lodging houses and the 
haunts of the depraved—the lost. 

When the time arrives I sincerely hope and pray 
that I am in some city where I will be totally un- 
known, where no. one will recognize me, and I will be 
permitted to crawl in and out of the gloomy holes 
and dark corners of the wnderworld, snatch a stray 
scrap, and then glide back again, without a chance 
even of any one recogniging me in my misery and des- 
peration. There is only one city where such a, course 
is possible—London. 

The question is, however, will you help me to fight 
my fight? I must have pecuniary assistance or else 
I will have to give up. At this writing I belong to 
the overcoatiess brigade and soon will be in the shoe- 
less contingent. If I abandon my career and ambition 
my first work will be to touch a match to my collected 
writings. So much for the plaudits of posterity. Be- 
fore I began to write I was happy; now I even fear 
to tell how depressed I am. If you cannot help me, 
however, please write me a cheerful letter—one with 
plenty of encouragement in. it. That will at least 
be a measure of consolation, for a single kind word 
now will be equal to a chapter or a whole volume dur- 
ing my more prosperous periods. Yours in despair,

Letter No. 2 followed immediately upon the sub- 
mission of the stories: 

Far End, East Preston, Worthing, May 11, 1909.— 
Dear Sir: I return you your manuscript. I regret to 
say that I see no signs of any talent at all approach- 
ing Poe’s. What you possess is a certain knowledge 
of the shady side of life which might find a journal- 
istic market, but which you do not seem to be able to 
work up,into artistic form. I should think your chance 
lies therefore in becoming a journalist or a reporter 
of the many strange sides of life in great cities. In 
short, you are much more likely to earn money as a 
reporter of facts than as an artistic manipulator. * 

My theory is borne out by the fact that your arti- 
cle on Poe is much better than the imaginative work. 
In my opinion you must either get a billet as a jour- 
nalist or go back to your family while looking for 
another job. I jo not see any reason for my coming 
to your assistance, and such assistance as you-need can 
be justifiably and conveniently given to you on your 
side of the Atlantic. Should you persist in remaining 
in the literary profession it would be advisable to give 
a little more attention to grammar. 

I should also like to add that thieves and drunk- 
ards do not exhaust humanity, and that there is a good 
deal of the world to be studied outside josshouses.

Good Material the Eternal Quest, 

“Ralph Connor”—the Rev. Charles Ww. Gordon— 
was emphatic in his opinion of young genius’ oppor- 
tunity.

Then 
when you have secured your market and as the de.- 
mands for your work increase you can give more and 
more time to your literary labors. 

Thirdly, I would suggest that you give yourself to a 
rigid and careful study of the best English authors, 
and go through some standard work on literary con. 
struction. 

Lastly, I would suggest that you select two of 
three of your best tales, two better than three, ana 
gend them to the * Fleming H. Revell company, 158 
Fifth avenue, Néw York, and ask that they give them 
a fair reading. In this connection you can use my 
name. | 
Keep up your heart. Do an honest day’s work, 
and success 1 meet you. The world has entered into 
no conspiracy Sgainst you, but the world is waiting to 
help you if you show yourself fit. With kind regards, 
Yourstruly, CHarRLes W. GORDON (Ralph Connor).

Meved of the necessity of daily bread winning, you 
might be able to “exploit” your gifts to your present 
advantage. Will you, therefore, write me a compre- 
hensive eketch of yourself, a thread of fact which will 
enable me to determine whether you are a “helpable” 
man or a hopeless erratic, luxuriating in half-imagined 
miseries. When you have given me somé data to work 
on I may be able to open a door of realimation as well 
as hope.

French Ambassador Responds at Length. 

.M. Jusserand, French ambassador at Washington, 
wrote sympathetically and at length. j 

Ambassade de la République Francaise aux Etats- 
Unis, Washington, le April 20, 1909.—Sir: .I have 
been away and was undle to answer sooner your letter. 
I am sad to think of yourtdoubts and anxieties. I wish 
it were possible for you to find means of better adapt- 
ing yourself to circumstances and conditions of life 
which no amount of HMterary talent can change in a 
day or possibly change at all. I cannot form an accu- 
rate enough idea of your turn of mind to, be sure it 
would be practicable to recommend you to seek some 
plain, commonplace, hand to mouth work ’or employ- 
ment that would supply the necessaries of life and leave 
time enough for dream or literature. Some of our 
best and sometimes dreamiest of poets mamaged to live 
that way, having, so to speak, two lives, one supplying 
the practical and necessary mainstay for the other: 
primum vivere, deinde philosophari. 

As for the literary part of your existence, ahd tak- 
ing facts just as you describe them, it seems obvious 
that you feel attracted only towards the gloomiest, 
saddest, not to say wepulsive, sides of human life. 
Those sides are real enough, yet it is possible to overdo 
the picture; other brighter, happier, and more comfort- 
ing sides are no less real than the others, and the per- 
sistence in describing ever the worst, and only the 
worst, may have a deterrent effect on public and pub- 
lisher. You must consider whether your own gifts 
would not allow you to give in your works some share 
to the other, brighter side of life. 

i cannot say more, knowing so little of you and 
your work; even this is perhaps too muah, that is, use- 
less and inappropriate and matching not your circum- 
stances. I inclose a small sum, hoping H may be ac- 
ceptable to you, and with sincerest good wishes for 
your arising from your difficulties and coming to enjoy 
the enjoyable, while never ceasing from suffering at 
the sight of many men’s misery, I beg you to believe 
me, very truly yours, JUSSERAND.

Sympathy Comes in Tangible Form. 

But more effective than any of them was that of 
Chicago’s own Lake Shore drive littérateur, H. C. Chat- 
field-Taylor. Mr. Chatfleld-Taylor never knew the pinch 
of poverty, but he had sympathy—and money—to spare. 
His letter was as follows: 

65 Lake Shore Drive, March 17, 1909.—Dear Sir: 
This morning’s mail brings me several letters from 
authors in distress, yours among them. If I were to 
accede to all the demands of all the authors who ap- 
peal to me in their distress, I should shortly be among 
the number myself. I send, however, check for $10, 
which is all I can afford at present. 

My own belief is that the only way to make a liv- 
ing by writing is as a newspaper man. A few authors, 
of course, make a livelihood directly by their pens, but 
even these, in nearly every instance, began their work 
as newspaper men. 

Your letter, while well written, is almost ‘too lit- 
erary in its phraseology, and I have a fear that your 
stories may have this same defect—sentences too flow- 
ing and too well couched to appeal to readers of today.

Thomas Wentworth Higginson takes the trouble to 
send our struggling young author a letter of introduc- 
tion to a friend jin Chicago, and after revealing a bit 
of pathos from his own life, reminds him that in the 
careers of literary men “there are trials and tragedies 
worse than yours or mine.” 

Thus it will be"seen that while this novel corre- 
spondence elicited loads of sympathy, and some cash, 
the case for the struggling young author remained as 
it was in the beginning.

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strong for my fellow man and brother work- 
ers, and I love outdoor exercise.

Mr. Quinlan is an emphatic man by nature 
and training, but not excitedly emphatic. 
He is a big man, not a mountain, but a big 
mah: and he was a street car man long 
enough to know the more intimate grievances 
and the sentiments of the 6,000 men whom 
he now is representing. The traces of years 
of hard work are about his face, work that 
yielded mo great success, and though ag- 
gressive, he is of the phlegmatic rather than 
the nervous type. While he talked other 
officials and men urged him.to ‘* make it 
stronger.”’ but he only sheok his head and 
went on as he had begun. 

Leader Tells of Men's Troubles. 

The others grew loud and fast in their vol- 
unteered additions to his interview; Quinlan 
talked in a slow monotone. He stutters just 
a trifle at times; perhaps that is why he re- 
frained from working up to @ pitch of ex- 
citement. 

‘Street car men, conductors and motor- 
men, and particularly the motormen, do 
about the hardest work in the world,” said 
he seriously. ‘It is coubtful if there is any 
worker in any line who is under a more severe 
and trying strain than the motorman witha 
run on a busy street. The man who never 
has had the experience can’t begin to appre- 
clate what it means. From the minute when 
his car crosses the river, or wherever it Is 
that the crush on his run begins, he is under 
a strain both physical and mental that de- 
mands every ounce of control in his makeup 
to keep him from ‘ going up in theair." Under 
this strain he must be as cool, as clearheaded, 
as efficient as if he were on & practice run 
out on the open prairie, only more so, It is 
then when the accidents are liable to happen. 

‘‘ He must have his eyes on everything be- 
fore him. He must watch wagons, pedes- 
trians, and other cars. He must see the in- 
evitable careless person who steps out into 
the car track unmindful of the car that's 
rushing toward him, and must stop his car 


before any damuge is done. 
It ig not due to the care of the pedestrians 


working motorman. 


or crossing policemen that moreaccidents do 
not oceur; it is due to the ever vigilant, hard 
If he gets rattled for one 
second in a tight fix the accident occurs. 
“But he doesn’t get rattled. He doesn't 


let up for an instant as long as he stands on 
the front platform, and when the day’s work 
is done he is about as near to ‘all in’ as 
a man can be and keep on his feet.

Strike Only Recourse, Says Quinlan. 

‘For this he gets 27 cents an hour—after 
year.

‘We don’t want to strike.”” Quinlan’s tone 
was one of depression.

‘‘Is there going to bea strike, Mr. Mitten?” 

Mr. Mitten smiled just a little bit. Smiling 
just a little bit, especially when meeting the 
interviewer face to face, is one of Mr. Mit- 
ten’s many long suits. He is naturally a 
pleasant sort of a mantolookat. Fate has 
made him more so. He fairly reeks with the 
evidences of success, in a quiet, dignified 
sort of way. Positiveness is one of the big- 
gest sides to his character. 

“A strike? Ha! You know I'm not talk- 
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ing for publication. Have you got a match?” 

Mr. Mitten’s eyes twinkled. Obviously he 
wasn't worrying. Apparently he never had 
worried much, this man who has come 
straight up from the lowly rank of railroad 
telegrapher to the exalted position of street 
railway president. 

‘ But about the grievance, the claim ofthe 
men that they must have more money,” per- 
sisted the visitor.

As to the closed shop, the company i» Arm 
in its determination that there sha!l be no 
discrimination or distinction for or against 
its men who belong to the union or who do 
not belong to the union.”’ 

“ You don't care to say anything further, 
Mr. Mitten?’’ 

“No, thank you. Better put another cigar 
in your pocket. Good-by.”’ 

And the power that is pleasantly bowed the 
visitor out to the tender mercies of the of- 
fice boy with the uniform and the olled hair. 
Somehow it seemed that the 3 cent increase 
demanded by the men was far away—unless 
the company felt inclined to give it. 

Somehow it seemed that there could be no 
question of who was master here. “ Lock 
out for the man who gets into the ring with 
a smile on his face,’ is an old adage of fight- 
ers. President Thomas Eugene Mitten, rep. 
resentative of the company side, was smiling. 

But the tribulated citizen gets no satisfac- 
tion from either side. 
he is invited and elected to walk. Both sides 
are sorry for him, but business is business. 
A man and a street car system must ‘ouk 
after his or its own end of the game ‘rst of 
all. If anybody suffers because of it—well, 
that’s too bad, but business is business. 
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3 a striker in Chicago, where al- 
most every industry and trade has 
suffered from: this modern fracas 
between labor and capital, it must 

c's oy be said for the street car opera- 

tes tive that he has been unusually 
pacific and devoted to his work. 

The street car man tn general, considering 
his causes for losing his temper in his mix- 
ing with the general public, maintains a 
forbearance and tranquillity that well might 
be copied by workers in many other lines of 
business where a reepectful bearing and good 
temper might pay higher premiums to em- 
ployers. When an automobile or a team- 
ing truck runs over a child in the street it 
is common for a crowd to gather and 
threaten. But seldom does the motorman in 
the surface car, running over a citizen, feel 
the animus of the crowd. It is an umusual 
circumstance if he does. 

That there have been only three street 
railway strikes in Chicago since the great 
fire is significant. 

One of these, too, was little more then the 
flare-up of a day under unudyal provocation, 
away back in 1874. 

The north and west sidq@ strikes under 
Yerkes were serious enough inthe autumn of 
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1888, but not ibnormal in violence. 
The south side strike of 1903 did not com- 
pare with the teameters’ troubles in Chicago 


two years later, when Chicago experienced 


scenes of riot and violence hardly equaled 
in the great railroad strike of 1894, when 
President Cleveland sent United States 
troops to interfere. 


Public Sentiment Is Uncertain. 

A difficulty confronting a strike of street 
e operatives is the uncertainty of public 
sentiment. .n the beginning there may be 
an almost uranlmous sentiment favoring the 
strikers. But such a strike naturally in- 
volves the public to the public’s extreme dis- 
advantage and inconvenience 

It sympathizes with the striker—yes; but 


at the end of the second day the public * 


thought is, This is awfully embarrassing!’’ 
At the end of a week it is asking, “ Why 
in blazes don't they settle this thing?" In 
ten days the public has forgotten its first 
touch of sympathy, and if the striker has 
been raising some cain with the strike- 
breaker it begins wondering why the gov- 
ernor doesn’t call out the militia! 

The structural steel workers, masons, car- 
penters, garment makers, roofers, tanners— 
almost any otber organization in the city— 


may strike for a month and little is thought 
of it by the average citizen; but when you 
begin to interfere with his transportation 
downtown in a city of 191 square miles 
you've touched him twice a day in a mighty 
tender spot. 

That first street railway strike tn Chi- 
cago, as recaligd by an old citizen, dates 
back somewhere into the early ‘7(s, when 
J. Walter Jones was president of the West 
Side railway commany. 

It was a strike in midwinter, with the snow 
piled up on the tracks of the company until 
a conductor-driver, in order to make his 
trip at all, often was compelled to get out 
with scopp and broom and clear away the 
drifts. 

Snow Cause of Early Strike. 

Naturally this broke Into the car schedules, 
but being one of those “ acts of Providence” 
for which the conductor couldn't possibly 
be accountable, the conductor-drivers want- 
ed full time whether they made schedules 
or not. President Jones decided that his 
company couldn't be held acountable. 

This wae the bone of contention, the casus 
belli under which the conductor-drivers 
walked out in a body, quietly and in order. 
The strikers were quite sure from the weath- 
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er reports that under the same conditions no 
strikebreakers would be employed to fill their 
places. Ana they wereright. Withina few 
days President Jones weakened and the 
strikers were invited to come back, recelving 
full time for snow sweeping and shoveling— 
which, because of the nature of the work in 
comparison with guiding horses and count- 
ing fares in the box, should have appealed to 
President J. Walter J. as nothing to invite 
any ‘‘ time killing’ shirkings. In those days 
the chief lines affected were in Van Buren 
and West Madison streets and in Milwaukee 
avenue. 

“ And, again,’’ remarked the old timer, 
“walking was about as fast as riding in 
one of those old horse cars and the ‘nicke! 
saved was the nickel earned.” Then, in some 
of the worst weather, one couldn't count on 
a full equipment of cars anyhow, for the rea- 
gon that the newest, brightest cars in the 
service, as well as the good horse in new 
harness, was quite likely to be held up in 
the barns to save unusuel wear and tear.” 

Conflict Over Wage Systems. 

It was different in the ten days’ strike of the 
north and west side street car men in Oc- 
tober, 1888. Charles T. Yerkes was the su- 
preme ruler of the destinies of the 2,500 men

in the street car service on those two sides 
of the city. and both before and after the 
strike the dissatisfied men had occasion to 
dub Yerkes ‘“‘tricketer’’ and “contract break- 
er." Even Mayor Roche “ jumped” him in 
an after conference, after the mayor virtual- 
ly had brought about a settlement of the 
strike. 

In those days the old cable system was more 
or less on trial. Except for the three cable 
lines, everything else was horse car. The 
horses had a driver and the car a conducior. 
The old “ set system "’ of operating cars was 
obnoxious and the men wanted the “ tripper’” 
plan adopted, with pay by the hour. 

This “ set system,” as-an example of the 
workings of the cars, allowed A to wake his 
car out of the barns at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. At 6:0 o'clock B went out with his 
car. At 11:15 o’clock A returned to the barns 
for a half hour's time for “ dinner,” as it was 
called in Chicago in those days. 

B then made two trips, when his car was 
taken in, after which he took A's car. 
A, returning, was given another car, while 
the conductor ate and he continued running 
it until 6:30 in the evening, or twelve hours

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Surgeon’s Triumph Provides Man 
Bone Taken from Lamb. 


with New Shin 


HICAGO will furnish one of the 
surgical sensations at the world’s 
medical congress in Budapest in 
August. Dr. Cassius C. Rogersof 
this city has left for Europe to 
attend the great convention, and 
he carries with him the tidings 
of one of the strangest operations ever 
conducted successfully in the United States. 

On June 17 Dr. Rogers and Dr. W. Hubert 
Miller grafted a piece of lamb’s bone into 
the leg of D. C. Townsend, 7233 Vincennes 
road, at the Frances Willard hospital. It 
was the first successful operation of the kind 
in this country. . 

Four years agd Townsend fell into an ele- 
vator shaft and broke his right tibla bone. 
Repeated attempts to reunite the parts were 
unsuccessful. Finally Dr. Rogers and Dr. 
Miller decided to make the unique experi- 
ment of grafting a lamb’s bone into Town- 
send’s leg. The man was admitted to the 
Frances Willard hospital June 14. The oper- 
ation took place June 17 and July 19 the pa- 
tient was discharged as cured. 

The tibia of a living lamb, 3% inches long, 
was used. The animal was killed after giv- 
ing up its bone. The bone was put into 
Townsend's leg and covered with fresh 
stripped periosteum of the lamb. This was 
sutured to the periosteum of the man in or- 
der to get blood supply and bone forming 
layer. 

Just before leaving for Europe Dr. Rogers 
examined Townsend again and had an X-ray 
picture taken. He found a perfect union. He 
told the patient that all was well and that 
the plaster cast could be removed in three 
weeks. 

It cannot be decided who felt the happiesx 
after the operation, the man with the portion 
of lamb’s leg or the surgeons who brought 
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the experiment to success. The special! mis- 
sion of Dr. Rogers at the Budapest congress 
is to read a paper on brain surgery, but it is 
probable that his report on the Townsend 
operation will create far more comment 
among his learned auditors. 


FRACTURE 
RESULTING iN 
FALSE UNION, 
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Only Three Street Car Strikes in 50 Years. 
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was laid off till 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when he was assigned a car, which he ran 
till 11:30 in the evening. By this “ set sys- 
tem'’ A made his twelve hour day consecu- 
tively; B’s day was broken in two. 

_ For this twelve hour day the grip car men, 
having just experienced an increase of 25 
cents a day, got $2.75 for gripmen and $2.50 
for conductors, while on the horse cars driver 
and conductor received only $2.25 tor a twelve 
hour run. 


Police Kept Busy for 10 Days. 

When the strikes were declared on Oct. 5 
‘the men were unanimous for the hour sys- 
tem, asking for grip car men not less than 
eight hours nor more than ten hoursa day 
at 27 cents an hour for the gripman and con- 
ductor of the grip car, while for the conductor 
of the grip trailer not less than ten hours 
nor more than twelve hours a day, also at 27 
cents an hour. For the horse car conductors 
ard drivers, ten to twelve hours at 21 cents 
was demanded ana for men or night duty 
85 cents an hour. 

Yerkes “had nothing to arbitrate’ and 
while. 1,500 men went out on the north side 
on Oct. 5, about 1,000 other operatives went 

out on the west side two days later. After 
which “something was doing ”’ for ten days 
or more, keeping the police busy 

Looking back on the City Railways strike of 
1903 it must be conceded that fifteen years 
later the City railway operatives- hadn't 
much that was original to put over. 

In the beginning of the strike of 1888 men 
of the Mooney & Boland detective agency 
were hired to protect the cars of the Yerkes 
system, but Mayor Roche had the company 
put them off the cars, furnishing city police 
to guard the cars. Three policemen to a 
car were considered eufficient protection, 
especially as five passengers on any one run 
were above the normal jn taking the risk. 


Rowboat Mounted on Wheels. 

‘For those passengers who must ride down- 
tewn, or at :2ast back home, almost every 
possible thing on wheels was rigged up—in 
one instance a large rowboat, filled with 
seats and mounted on a wagon truck. was 
improvised and as # novelty attracted many 
passengers. 

Yerkes drew upon his former home town, 
Philadelphia, for strikebreakers to the num- 
ber of 500 or more, only to have a large por- 
tion of them won over to the strikers. Stone 
throwing by strikers, by women, and by the 
children mussed up many of the cars. The 
teamster in the streets would have his horses 
balk conveniently or emash a wheel, or on 
the q. t. would find occasicn to dump a load 
of stone where it would do the most good. 

An occasiona! distinct novelty was sprung, 
as when on cne occasion @ car was cleared 
of its strike-breaking crew, heavy timbers 
were drawn between spokes in each wheel 
and afterward spiked down fast to the block 
pavement on both sides. 

At Oakley avenue and West Madison street 
& crowd had just deposited a huge curbstone 
across the tracks when a wagon driver with 
@ load of black dirt came up to cross the 
tracks. 

“Dump it! Dump it right there!” yelled 
the crowd. 

“ But this is worth money to me,” pro- 
tested the driver. 

"* How much?” persisted a big man leading 
the mob. 
| “Two dollars,” replied the teamsters. 

“ Dirt cheap!’ was the comment of the 
big fellow. stepping up with the coin. “ Dump 
it now over the stone and come again. We'lj 
give you a steady job.”’ 


Yerkes Defeated in 1888. 


_ Attacks on strikebreakers and on the po- 
Wee with bricks, cobblestones, mud, and rot- 


ten vegetables were of hourly occurrence, 


and an occasional “ beating up " of a strike- 
. breaker and the firing of pclicemen's re- 
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volvers punctuated the strike from begin- 
ning to end. 

But the ending of this strike, with Mayor 
Roche heading the conference with Yerkes 
and his counselors, brought aubstantial wic- 
tory to the street car men. The “trip” 
system replaced the old “set system’’; no 
regular employé was to work more than ten 
hours a day; old employés, not guilty of vio- 
lence, were to be taken back, and a 6 per 
cent increase in pay was conceded, a leading 
banker.to be the authority in seeing to it 
that the increase ‘was spread all through the 
etreet railway pay rolis. But 6 per cent in- 
crease required some insistence upon the 
part of Mayor Roche’s arbiters. They had 
asked for 8 per cent; Yerkes had offered 4 per 
cent. The strikers had conceded 6 per cent 
as the limit of increase and final. 

‘*T'll make it 5 per cent,’’ said Yerkes after 
argument; ‘‘ that’s an even figure and much 
more easily handled.” 

That was Yerkes’ way. But whenthe6per 
cent had been conceded at last and cars were 
running again it was discovered that Yerkes 
had 200 or more strikebreakers whom he was 
favoring, especially on the west side, and 
for days a renewal o/ ine west side disturb- 
ance threatened. 

Strike of 1903 Drawn Battle. 

Altogether this street car strike of October, 
1888, was a winning fight for the men. 

Perhaps not to this day has any authorita- 
tive student of the strike of 1903, involving 
the Chicago City railway company, decided 
officially whether the men or the company 
won in that storm} contest, which lasted two 
weeks, beginning Nov. 12, : 

A total] of 3,003 men were involved in the 
operatives’ struggle, and in barns and shops; 
2,910 of these were union men; 320 miles of 
street railway were tied up and interference 
with transportation of an average of 400,000 
passengers a day was forced. About 1,900 
cars were tied up and subjected to arunning 
fire of bricks, stones, and bottles, which bat- 
tered some of them almost beycnd recognil- 
tion a@cars. Only the eight white mail trains 
operated by the United States postoffice de- 
partment escaped especial attack, and these 
were subjected to delays. 

Obstruction methods by strikers and their 
sympathizers marked the whole period of tne 
strike. The old gripcars had not been aban- 
doned and driving steel plugs in the cable 
slots was a most effective hindrance. 

Fourteen persons were injured on the first 
day of the strike and the roll of injured piled 
up day after day. Mobs were charged by the 
police time and again, and clubs and re- 
volvers resorted to. Strikebreakers were 
mauled by strikers and their sympathizers 
and 1,000 police were needed on special! strike 
duty. 


Small Boy Figures in Trouble. 

The small boy figured largely in the trouble, 
some of them organizing strikes against the 
schools and virtually deserting their lessons 
in a body. They figured in stone throwing 
and in placing obstructions upon the tracks. 

In the final settlement the car men accepted 
the open shop; the wage matters were sub- 
mitted to a board of arbitration, half the ex- 
pense of which was to be borne by the oper- 
atives, while as to other points in the con- 
troversy the decision was a tossup, each side 
claiming victory. 

But these fourteen days of strike and vio- 
Jence had worn greatly upon Chicago's 
nerves, in spite of the fact that for a great 
deal of the affected district the “ Alley L” 
and the Illinois Central suburban service 
were substitute lines not hard to reach.

Incidental Losses by Strikes. 

In a general way, however, it is accepted 
that in the matter of losses to the company, 
to the men, and to the businese public, fig- 
ures are difficult to approximate. In certain 
seasons of the year a street car strike which 
covers that particular season usually costs 
the merchant his seasonable trade for most 
of that season. If for the first four weeks of 
a trade season that is only eight orten weeks 
long at most a strike blocks traffic the gen- 
eral public is likely to decide that it will put 
over buying until next year. 
Losses of the striking men more accurately 
may be determined in cash when the differ- 
ence between what they would have earned 


and what they have received from 
strike benefits is found. In ostensibly los- 
ing a strike many § atrikers have  in- 


sisted that In after times the larger consid- 
eration they have received has made the 
strike well worth while. 

It is a significant fact that thousands of 
users of surface cars have a half fear of the 
elevated roads. They don’t take kindly and 
fearlessly to the elevated trains. Where 
necessity may drive for a few weeks, the 
chances are that the timid former patron of 
the surface car reconciles himself to ele- 
vated transportation and discovers that in 
a long ride he maxes so much better time that 
he continues es. patron of the elevated road. 


Strike’s Money Cost Enormous. 


Of the great strikes on street railway sys- 
tems in the last ten years, however, the 
money cost has been tremendously large in 
totale. With $25,743,000 as the cost of six 
strikes, lasting a fotal of thirty-five weeks 
and costing eight dead victims and 280 in- 
jured, the figures are amazing, while the 
losing by the strikers of four Strikes, one un- 
decided, and one of the smaller Strikes won 
are facts to be studied in the light of history.

‘imported ’’ and old world remedies, are, 
to say the least, exasperating to the drug 
clerk. 

Thousands of foreigners in Chicago, ac- 
cording to druggists in foreign districts, come 
to the drug store with names of herbs that 
they have used in the old country and which 
they want to use here. Some of these herbs 
are easily identified. Others are hard to 
identify for the reason that they have no 
medical properties, and their value and cure, 
if they ever effect a cure, consists only inthe 
superstitious belief which the people have in 
them. 

Other drugs and herbs asked for are of the 
kind that have had theirday. They have once 
been used in medicine. They may even still 
be used in some European countries, and es- 
pecially in the peasant communities in these 
countries.

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Our National Fruit—the Apple 


What the olive means to Spain amd the grape 
to the Rhine country, apples megn to us. They 
are our national fruit. It is the apple which has 
won a high regard for American fruit in European 
markets. No other nation in the world has 
developed apple culture to so high a point of 
excellence. And still the apple crop of this 
‘country has alarmingly decreased in recent years 
—from 69,000,000 barrels in 1896 to 25,000,000 
barrels in 1907. .This has been due to deteriora- 
tion of orchards, especially in the East, where 
the trees have been neglected. And all the time 
the demand for good apples is increasing rapidly 
in this country and abroad. High prices result 
and are likely to continue for years to come. 
On well drained and irrigated soil apples are a 
mst profitable crop. 


Apple Soil and Climate 


The apple belt, asitis called, extends from coast to 
coast through the northern half of the continent. 
Apples thrive best in sunshine and frost. The 
former enriches their flavor and color and the 
latter starts the sap into branches and ‘firms up”’ 
the flesh for shipping. The finest apples in the 
world are grown on irrigated land in the North- 
west. The soilis rich in apple producing ele- 
ments, nitrogen and ammonia, and the climate 
is ideal. The perpetual sunshine of the arid 
season makes the fruit mellow and sweet and 
autumn frosts harden it for storage. Irrigation is 
a great advantage. It affords the trees moisture 
just when they need it and as much as they 
need. Experiments have shown that just before 
harvest, irrigation makes a noticeable improve- 
ment in the fruit. In 36 hours the apples be- 
come plumper and more beautifyl and are more 


» easily picked. 


Where Apple Raising Is 
a Science 


The wonderful crops of the Northwest apple 
country are as much due to the scientific care of 
both fruit and orchard as to the soil itself. A ten 
acre orchard in Montana, for instance, is said to 
net $5,800 in annual profit when the trees are ten 
years old. This would not be possible without 
intensive cultivation and vigilant care of both 
trees and fruit. The soil is thoroughly cultivated, 
mulched, irrigated and drained. The trees are 
planted at exactly the right intervals—they are 
pruned and trimmed every few weeks to eliminate 
the suckers and letin the sunlight. Then the soil 


is fed as you would feed an animal. The buds 
are sprayed to intercept the first appearance of 
moths and other enemies, and, when the fruit is 
ripe, it is hand picked with the utmost care. No 
dropping or pouring into baskets is permitted. 
Each apple is gently deposited alongside its 
neighbor. The packing and sorting are done by 
experts, who would be penalized for shipping a 
wormy piece of fruit. In some states this isa 
statutory offense, punishable by fine. ‘With such 
gathering of fruit and such storage, apple 


growing pays. 


Some Famous Apple Lands in 
the Northwest 


The Northwest produces the great bulk of 
our apples and the best ones on irrigated soil. 
Washington has a number of famous fruit val- 
leys—the Columbia River region, the Yakima 
Valley, the Wenatchee, the Okonogan, and the 
Spokane Valley. In Oregon might be mentioned 
the Hood River Valley and the Rogue River 
Valley among others; and in Idaho, the Boise 
and Payette Valleys, the Twin Falls Country and 
other territory along the Snake River. Besides 
the Denver District in Colorado, there are the 
Grand Valley and the Uncompahgre in the west- 
ern part of the State. In Montana the Bitter 
Root Valley is one of the most famous apple 
regions of the Northwest. It produces marvel- 
ous fruit. There are great apple possibilities in 
Utah and other adjoining States remaining to be 
developed by labor and irrigation. Good judges 
predict that the apple crop of this country will be 
nearly trebled in five years, with improved cul- 
tivation and additional acreage.
